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is a Subject which, of all others, en- 
| tertains the Mind moſt agreeably ; but 

when brought Home to ourſelves, and 
it relates the Actions of our Princes, 
and the noble Exploits of our own Countrymen, our 
Hearts glow with a generous Warmth, and we inte- 
reſt our ſelues in every Step that is taken, rejoice at 
every Succeſs, and mourn at. any Misfortune or Diſ- 
appointment that may attend the Struggles of our brave 
Patriots in Defence of Religion and Liberty. By 
Actions only can be diſcover 'd the true Principle of a 
Man And when we ſee, as it were, Men expaſing 
their Lives, and every Thins dear to them, to all Man- 
ner of Hazards in the Cauſe of Liberty, and their 
Country, Who can doubt the Sincerity of their Inten- 
tions, who refuſe them the Honour due to ſuch exalted 
Merit? Virtue makes an amiable Figure in whatever 
Subject ſhe is pleas'd to afluate and inhabit ; but 
when ſhe takes Poſſeſſion of the Great, what glcrious 
Things does ſhe perform? How aftoniſh and delight 
the Eye of every Beholder ! Mie applaud Ambition, 
when its Oliject is the publick Good; and Emulation 
ts Praiſe-worthy, when the Contentian is, tho jhall 
dio the greatiſt Service to their King and Country ; and 
when we read, as we ſhall in the enſuing Hilary, of 
Lions and Councils, the Field and Cabinet, co-ope- 
ting tagether for the Good of the wiels Brady Plitick, 
and {carce a Heier of the Community, but who wil 
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lingly contributed ſomething, at leaſt his good I iſbes, 
for the Succeſs and Glory of their Country, we admire 
and almoſt adore the generous Spirit that fo glortouſly, 
ſo univerſally exerted ſelf in the common Cauſe. 
Britons then behav'd like Britons, cool in Debate and 
reſolute in Execution. The Eyes of all Europe were 
then pointed to the Britiſh Throne, as the Place from 
whence the Diſtreſſed were to expect Relief, and the op- 
preſſing Tyrant fear his impending Doom. 

The Reign 7 Quern Anne was certainly one of the 
moſt glorious Periods in the Britiſh Annals, whether 
we regard the Solidity and Wiſdom of her Councils, or 
the Succeſs of her Arms, the Unanimity of her Senate, 
the Oeconamy of the Treaſury, the Conduct of her Ge- 
nerals, the Courage of her Soldiers, the Bravery 0 
her Sailors. What Weight had then the Briti 
Name in Foreign Courts? How valued and reſpected 
was an Engliſhman in whatever Part of the Warld be 
happen d ta be] And how muſt it rejoice the Heart of 
this good Queen Anne, to be convinc'd, as ſhe un- 
doubtedly was, that ſbe had ſcarce a Subject, how 
great, or how mean ſocver, in her Three Kingdoms, 
but whoſe Life and Fortune were entirely devated to 
her Pleaſure? And why ſo ? Becauſe they were Fg 
tisfied that ſhe had the Intere/t of her People entirely at 
Heart. Every Subject put an abſolute Confidence in 
their Sovereign, becauſe they knew ſhe would make no 
other Uſe 1 her Power or Preregative, than was con- 
ſitent with their Libertics, and as ſhiu'd beſt contri- 
bute to the Defence of their Perſons and Properties. It 
is notoricus that ſhe never, at leaſt fer the firſt ten 
Years of her Reign, made any Fromations, either in 
her Civil or Militury Government, to ſerve any pri- 
vate Views of ber wn ; her Miniſters and Oficers 
10 re all Men of Ability and Integrity, eminent for 
their own perſonal Merit, and who had ſome Way or 
ether diftinguiſh'd themſelves in the Service of their 
Cunt; N wider then that ber Adminiſtration was

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 gdimired for the Wiſdom of its Councils, and that her 


Arms were attended with a cor:flant Series of Suc- 
cetJes. | 
475 true, the Hiftary of Queen Anne has already 
been publiſh'd, and is at this Time, perhaps, in the 
Hands 7 a great Number of our Readers : For who 
is the Man that has any Curis/ity, any Regard for 
the Glory or Intereft of his Country, but would in- 
form himſelf of the Tranſattions of a Reign ſo full of 
wonderful Events, 4 many glorious Triumphs of bis 
Countrymen over the common Enemy, ſuch numberleſs 
Deeds of true Heroiſm, as gſtoniſb'd all Europe at 


the Time when they were performed, and will be read 


with Admiration by lateſt Pofterity ® But as the glo- 
ricus Sun-ſhine of that Reign was a little clouded to- 
wards the latter End of it, by the Diviſion of the 
Chiefs of the Nation into Parties; and as the Au- 
thors, who undertook to write the Hiſtory of thoſe 
T imes, cou'd not relate Fafts with that Truth that be- 
comes an impartial Hiſtorian, without offending either 
the one Side or the other, or hazarding the Friendſhip

O begin the Hiſtory of this 
Great Princeſs properly, it 
will be neceſſary to give 
ſome Account of her Lineage, 
and the Deſcent of the Royal 
A Blood that ran in her Veins. 
e But were we to trace it to the 
Original, we muſt go back 


Ithrough a Line of Kings which boaſt an Antiquity 


higher than any Royal Family in Europe, and 
8 ! B . which, 
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which, in this Place, it would be too tedious to 

icularize. We ſhall therefore content qurſelves 
with recounting thoſe who were her mare wame- 
diate Anceſtors. Her Great-Grandfather was King 
James I. in whom were firſt united the Crowns 
of England and Srorland; but the happy Com- 


pletion of that Union, and the ftr 
tion of the two Nations, was referved as an addi- 

tional Jewel to adorn the Crown of his Royal 
Grand-daughter. Her Grand-father was King 
Charles I. whofe Virtues and Misfortunes made 
him as conſpicuous as any Prince that ever fill'd the 


Britiſh Throne. Her Father was King James II. 


born to him while he was yet a Proteſtant, and 
before he had imbib'd thoſe Principles of the Ro- 
miſh Religion, inſtill'd into him his Exile, which, 
in the End, occaſioned the utter Loſs of his Crown 


and Kingdom. 


Thus much in general may be ſaid of the Family 
of the Princeſs who is the Subject oſ the enſumg 
Hiſtory. Let us now deſcend to Particulars. She 
was the ſecond Daughter of Zames Duke of York, 
who ſucceeded to the Throne on the Demiſe of his 
Brother; and her Mother was Mrs. Anne Hide, 
eldeſt Daughter of Edward Earl of Clarendon, 


Chancellor of the Exchequer, and whoſe Hiſtory 


of the Rebellion will be a perpetual Feſtimony of 
the Greatneſs of his Genius, and his maſterly Man- 
ner of Writing. The Nuptials between the Duke 
and this Lady were folemuized in a private Man- 
ner, in the Year 1659, during his firſt Exile: But. 
when upon the Death of CromweBl, a Turn was 


given to publick Affairs, and a Reſtoration was 


ught about, there were ſome who wou'd have 
perſuaded him to deny his Marriage, infinuating 
what great Advantages would accrue to him by 


making another Choice; but he had too much Ho- 


nour, and too much Tenderneſs for his Lady, to 
give 
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ive into their Meafures: So far was he from 3 
Thought of this Kind, that in the Year 1669, he 
eured 2 Order of Council, by which ſhe was 
eclared Dutcheſs of Tor, and in Conſequence 
thereof ta, take the Precedency of the Princeſs of 
Orange and the Queen of Bohemta. 
It appears that the Queen Mother was not well 
leaſed with the Match, and King Charles was 
orced to uſe more than 3 Importunity to 
perſuade her to. permit the Dutcheſs to come into 

er Preſence. This Strangeneſs 22 proceeded 
ſrom the Queen's Averſion to the Chancellor her 
Father, who generally oppos d the Queen's Schemes 
for advancing the French Intereſt. The Dutcheſs 
was a Lady of a very fair Character, and a conſtant 
Member of the Church of England, 'till her laft 
long Indiſpoſition, when ſhe was prevailed with to 
reconcile If to the Church of Rome, to the 
gu Grief of her Father, who expoſtulated with 
the Duke as well as herſelf upon that Subject in two 
very mov1 ers. 

The Dutcheſs of York died at the Palace of St. 
ames's on the 31ſt of March, in the Year 1671. 
She had Iſſue by the Duke four Sons and four 
Daughters, viz. Charles, born October 22, 1660. 
Mary, born April 30, 1662. James, born Fuly 12, 
1663. Anne, born February 6, 1664. Charles, 


born July 4, 1665. Edgar, born Sept. 14, 1667. 
Henrietta, 4 Jan. 13, 1659; and Katharine, 
born Feb. 9. 1670. Of whom Charles, James, 


Charles, and Henrietta died in her Lifetime, and 
Edgar, and Katharine did not ſurvive her a Year ; 
but her two Daughters, Mary and Anne lived to 
be Queens of England. The Princeſs Mary was 
about nine Years old at the Death of her Mother, 
and the Princeſs Aune about ſeven. | 
Before I proceed in the Hiſtory of this Princeſs, 
give me Leave to cite a Paſſage or two out of Mr.

Portugal) was the Lord Chancellor Hi ſe, without 
whoſe Knowledge this Treaty was begun, and 
without his Approbation it was concluded ; there- 
fore he endeavoured to overthrow it while it con- 
tinued in any Ballance. Tr 1s true, he did for ſome 
Time come into the general Meaſures then on 
Foot, till he made fome Diſcovery of the proba- 
ble Conſequences of the Marriage. Therefore up- 
on one Sunday, he begg'd of his Majeſty to call a 
ſecret or cabinet Council in White-Hall; to which 
the King immediately conſented. At this Council 
by the Chancellor's Management, none were pre- 
ſent but the King himfelf, the Chancellor, the 
Lord Freaſurer Southampron, and the Duke of Or- 
mond. The Chancellor acquainted the King with 
the Occafion of his having defired this private 
Meetine, ſaid, that he had hitherto, in Obedience 
to his Majeſty's Order, 22 gone on with the 
Marriage Tr-aty, without regarding what the Spa- 
nip Ambaſſa. lor had to object againſt it, which he 
conſidered as coming from an Enemy, but that now 
he had certain Information, that this Match, if con- 
cluded, would bring fuch a Calamity upon the Na- 
tion, as he was ſure his Majeſty would prevent, if 
it were any Ways poſſible, for he had undoubted 
Proofs that the Infanta of Portugal was not capable 
of having Children. He then produced a Liſt of fix 
Princeſſes, all Proteſtants, out of which his Ma-

This Incapacity of having Children was publik- 
ly talk'd of amongſt the Engliſo Merchants at 
Zi sbon before the Princeſs left the Place, and they 
remonſtrated the ſame to the Earl of Sandwich, 
when he came to bring her to England. Of this 
ITncapacity Sir Robert Southwell was fully aſſur d, 
afterwards by the Dutcheſs of Guadiloupa at Ma- 
drid, a Lady who had been acquainted with her 


from her Infancy and in her Nurſery. But this is 


not to be imputed either to her Age or to her 
Country, but to ſome peculiar Infirmities of Body, 


and it is manifeſt from the Teſtimonies of ſome 


Ladies about her, that ſhe was in a Child- bearing 
Condition till aſter the King's Death, which was 
about twenty- two Vears after her Marriage. 
Another Effect of this Marriage, was the Sale of 
Dunkirk, which happened not long after the Con- 
ſummation of it, of which the Foundation was laid 
by the ſaid Treaty itſelf. For the Portugueſe had 


ſo far prevailed, that by the nineteenth Article of 


the ſaid Treaty it was expreſsly ſtipulated, that Dun- 
kirk ſhould never be parted withalto the Spaniards, 
which gave France a fair Opportunity to cloſe 
with the King, and to make a Bargain with him at 
a Time when he women may Money for the ex- 
traordinary nces of this Year, and particular!

. Theſe, and other - Reaſons being alledged in 
Council, though oppoſed by Chancellor Clarendon, 
and Treaſurer Southampton, the King was content 
to deliver up the Town and Port of Dunkirk, with 
all the Ordnance and Ammunition, for the Sum 
of five hundred thouſand Pounds Sterling, one 


Half to be paid down, and the other in a ſhort 


Time after. Several Books were written in Vindi- 
cation of this Sale, ſhewing how uſeleſs the Place 
was to England, unleſs Millions of Money were 
expended _ it ; and at this Time we do not 
find many Complaints againſt either this or the 
Portugal Mateh. But when the ill Effects of both 
began afterwards to appear, as the inereaſing 
Power of France, and the Queen's want of Iſſue, 
great Outcries were made, and Chancellor Hyde 


was unreaſonably charged with the Scandal of both, 


when he was really free from the Guilt or rather 


| Misfortune of either. 


It may not be amiſs here to add the Character 


of the Duke of York, Father of this great Princeſs, 


before he aſcended the Throne, as it is given us 
by a modern Writer, and I don't find any Particu- 
lar of it conteſted by any of our Hiſtorians of Cre- 


dit. It is as follows : 


The Duke of York (ſays he) emyloy d his Youth 
in the continual Exerciſe of Arms; he had always 
apply d himſelf to it from the Age of Nine Years, 
when he was with his Father at Edge- bill Fight, 
till the Age of Twenty-ſeven, when he returned 
into England with his Brother, His Genius led 
him that Way. He valued any Oportunity of fig- 
nalizing his Courage above the greateſt political 
Advantages, This is both commenda of and 
EEE me- 
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Hame-worthy. I know not whether the Duke deſerv. 
ed the Blame, but all Europe was convinced that 


he was worthy 6f the Praiſe; and the Commenda- 
tions given his Valour ” the Prince of Conde and 


Mareſchal Tureynre, thoſe two great Maſters in the 


Art of War, will remain his eternal Monuments. 


He gave freſh Proofs of it in the War the * 
his Brother declared againſt the States of Holland, 
in the Year 1665; and the Victory he gained over 
them at Sea, ſhewed the Duke to be as good a 


Commander in Chief, as he had been Officer and 


Soldier. Two and twenty of the Enemies Ships 


were then taken, burnt or ſunk by the 440 5 


Opdam the Dutch Admiral periſhing there in his. 
That Fleet had been totally deſtroyed, had not one 
Bronkard of the Duke's Bed- Chamber, prevented 
the Execution of his Orders the very Night after 
the Victory; the Duke lay down to take a little 
Reſt, after giving Orders to make all Sail, and 
keep up with the Remainder of the broken Navy. 
That 8 who was none of thoſe who value 
their Honour above their Life, told the Captain 
he was too laviſh in expoſing the Heir of the 
Crown, and counterfeited another Order from him 
for ſlacking Sail, which was unadviſedly done. 


He was diſgraced, and the Parliament would have 


brought him to a Tryal ; but he was diſcarded : 
And that Aſſembly, in the Name of all the Nation, 
made a publick Acknowledgment to the Victor, of 
the Service he had done the Kingdom, aſſigning 
him, by an Act till preſerved among the Records, 
2 Gratification of fifty thouſand Pounds. wm 
This Victory having added new Luſtre to the 
Duke of York, he was in the ha ppieſt and moſt 
agreeable Condition a Prince of his Degree could 


be: He had an eſtabli ſhed Reputation not only in 


England, where they look'd upon him as the Sup- 
port of the Nation, but throughout all * 
” where 
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where he was regarded as one of the Princes of his 
Time, wha beſt maintained the Grandeur of his 
Birth by his perſonal Merit. He enjoyed moſt of 


the preat Places of Profit and Honour, was Lord 
Hieh 4 


Admiral of England, and Governor of the 
Cinque Ports, and of Portſinouth: He having Chil- 
dren, and the King none, Abundance of People 
followed him as the Heir to the Crown, which 
was to paſs away to his Head, and remain in his 
Family ; and what made this the happier, the King 
was not jealous of him : His Majeſty being fully 
convinced of his Affection to him, looked upon 
that Prince's Court as the moſt loyal Part of his 
own, and thought he had no ſurer Friends than the 
Duke of Yorks. I am ſenſible ſome Politicians 
thought ill of it, and err d with thoſe, who to be 
thought to ſee farther into Myſteries of State than 
others, do report whatſoever they imagine, and 
not what * is. The Truth is, that the King 


never had any Jealouſy of the Duke, and that the 


Duke from his Infancy ever behav'd himſelf fo ſub- 
miſſively towards the King, that he had no Occa- 
fion to fuſpect him: A Thing very rare between 
two Brothers of that Rank, and in a Court fo full 
of reſtleſs factious Spirits as that of England has 
long been. By this it appears, that all Parties 
equally made Intereſt tothe Duke of York, and that 
ba 0" Ano Way he learnt, the Ballance inclined. 
This was the Duke of York's Condition, and thus 
were Men's Minds diſpoſed towards him, when a

what he Was as a King, may be too early to 
examine.

In 1673, bis Royal Highneſs married the Prin- 
ceſs of Modena, Mary D Efte, Daughter of Al- 
phonſo D' Eſte Duke of Modena, and Siſter to 
Francis the then Duke. She came to England with 
her Mother the Dutcheſs Dowager, by the way of 
Paris, attended by a numerous Retinue: She ar- 
rived at Dover the 21ſt of November, where ſhe 
was received by his Royal Highneſs, and the Mar- 
riage ſolemnized the fame Day ; her Royal High- 
neſs being then about fifteen Years of Age. The 
Duke had Iflue by this Princeſs, Charles, Katherina 
Laura, Taſbella, Charlotte Maria, Fames Francis 
Edward, and Louiſa Maria Tereſa ; of whom 


none are living but James, now filled the Pre- 


tender. 
The Princeſs 4yxe, whoſe Hiftory I attempt, 
was born at the Palace of St. Zames's on the 6th 
of February. 1664. In the Year 1669. ſhe went 
into France for the Recovery of her Health, which 
having pretty well eftabliſhed, ſhe returned to St. 
Fames's, were ſhe refided with his Royal High- 
_ neſs till he went to Holland in the Year 1678. The 
Nation it ſeems had entertained ſuch a Jealouſy of 
that Prince, upon the Account of his Religion, and 
eſpecially fince his Marriage with the Princeſs of 
Modena, that they would be content with nothing 
leſs than his Baniſhment, and thereupon the King, 
on the 28th of February 1678, ſent him a Letter 
to withdraw, and his Royal Highneſs with his Fa- 
mily accordingly ſet ſail for Holland; where he ar- 
rived the 12th of March: He was received at his 
landing by his Son- in-law the Prince of Orange, 
ho the Year before had married the Princeſs 
Mary, and conducted to the Hague; and from 
taence after a ſhort Stay, - Royal Highneſs with 


— 


ſtrom his 
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his Family removed to Bruſſels, where he had re- 
fided fome Time in his former Exile. Here I find 
the Princeſs Anne had her own Proteſtant Chap 
lains allowed her, and a Place aſſigned for the Exer- 
ciſe of her Devotions, according to the Church of 
England. Nor was ſhe at all importuned to go, 


or ever went to Maſs with her Father, as I have 
been aſſured by her Proteſtant Servants who attend- 


ed her there; but the Family lived in a perfect 
Harmony, as if there had been no Manner of Dif- 
ference between them in Point of Religion; which 
a very ſtrange; if his Royal Highneſs was 
that zealous bigotted Prince as he is repreſented to 
be. For where could he have had greater Oppor- 
tunities of prevailing with his Daughter to have 
come over to the Church of Rome, than in a Coun- 
try where that Religion is eſtablifh'd. 

In Auguſt 1679, the King falling dangerouſly 


ill, of which the Duke's Friends ſoon gave him 


Advice, he returned to England, and arrived at 
Court, to the Surprize of the whole Nation, the 
2d of September. The King being recovered, to 
quiet the Minds of the People, it was thought ex- 
pedient his Royal Highnefs ſhould again be remo- 
ved ſome Diſtance from Court; and accordingly 
their Royal Highneſſes, on the 12th of October, 
ſet out for Scotland, whither his Daughter the 
Princeſs Anne went by Sea ſome Time after, to 
make her Father a Vifit. Such was her filial Re- 
ſpet to a moſt indulgent Father, that ſhe was 
ready to attend him wherever the Voice of the Peo- 
ple obliged him to reſide. 


The latter End of January 1679, his Majeſty 


declared in Council, that he had ſent for his Royal 


Highneſs again, not having found ſuch an Effect 
Adſence, as ſhould incline him to keep 
him longer from him. And the 24th of February 
following, the Duke and Ducheſs, and their Fa- 
| a mily 
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mily, returned by Sea to London. Two Days af- 
ter they were attended by the Lord Mayor, the 
Court of Aldermen, and Common Council, to 
congratulate their ſafe Arrival. 

From this Time the Princeſs Anne refided wien 
his Royal Highneſs her Father at the Palace at St-. 
Zemes's until ſhe married; and in this Interval it 
was, his late Majeſty King George came over to 
England to make his Addreſſes to her, but not fuc- 
— — he returned home. About the Middle of 
July 1683, his Royal Highneſs Prince George, 
Brother to the then King of Denmark, came over 
with the ſame Deſign, and met with better Succeſs; 
for upon the 28th of the ſame Month, he was mar- 
ried to the Princeſs, to the Satisfaction of the whole 
Nation, as well as the King and his Royal High- 
neſs. 

It has been ſuggeſted, that her Father was 
againſt this Match, and yet theſe People tell us at 
the ſame Time, that the King was under the In- 
fluence of the Duke. Now if this was contrary 
to the Inclinations of the Duke, where was that 
Influence ? Or did he influence his Majeſty only in 
Trifles, and ſubmit to him 1n every Thing of Mo- 
ment? But the Truth is, the King and his Royal 

Highneſs had lately obſerved the whole Nation 
in a moſt violent Ferment, and were at this very 
Time examining into a formidable Conſpiracy that 
was ſet on Foot on Pretence of Religion; and 
what in all humane Probability could have better 
ſecured the one in his Poſſeſſion, and the other to 
his Expectations of the Crown, then marrying the 
two Princeſſes, Mary and Anne, to two Proteſtant 
Princes? For had the Nation been ſo far blinded 
by Fanatick Rage, to have depoſed the Uncle, 
and excluded the Father, yet it could not be ſup- 
poſed they would ever paſs by theſe. And as theſe 
Princeſſes had ever _ well uſed at Court, ” 
« nad 
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had always expreſſed the greateſt Duty and Aﬀec- 


tion to their Father, it was reaſonably apprehended, 


that they would have aſſiſted him to their Power in 
preſerving or reſtoring him to his juſt Rights. And 


thus much I believe all the World will agree with 


me in, that nothing leſs than the Preſervation of 
their Religion and the publick Good, could have 
induced them to have deſerted ſo kind a Father in 
his Diftreſs. But theſe are held to be Motives ſu- 
perior to all private Conſiderations. 

And here we cannot but obſerve how Providence 
ſometimes turns our beſt laid Schemes againſt us. 
For notwithſtanding all the Errors of King Zames's 
Reign, and all thoſe Calamities that were appre- 
hended to be coming upon us, had his Daughters 
ſtood neuter, our Endeavours to extricate ourſelves 
would probably have proved ineffectual. Not that 
I ſuppoſe either of theſe Princeſſes could enter into 
Meaſures to depoſe their Father, The Security of 
Religion and Property, was all that was at firſt pre- 
tended, or I believe thought of my moſt, when the 
Prince of Orange embark d for England; (ſome few 
poſhbly might have deeper Deſigns) but one Event 

roduced another not thought of before; and as 
Times altered, our Principles veer'd with them, 
till at length we arrived at this preſent happy Set- 
tlement we are under, And this leads me to ſay 
ſomething of the Share the Princeſs Anne had in 


the Revolution. 


As has been obſery'd, the avow'd Deſign of the 
Prince of Orange's coming over was only to ſecure 
our Religion and Properties. He ſays himſelf in his 
Declaration, that he carried over with him ſuch a 
Force as might defend him from evil Counſeollrs ; 
and that his Expedition was intended for no other De- 


ſign but to have a free and lawful Parliament, and 


that to this Parliament he would refer the Enquiry 
into the Birth of the pretended Prince of Wales, - 
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of ail Things relating thereto, and to the Right of 
Succeſſion ; and promiſed he woul ſend back all his 
Foreign Troops as ſoon as the State of the Nation 
would admit of it; and he required all Perſons 
whatſoever to aſſiſt him in theſe Deſigns; and I 
don't doubt but the Prince of Denmark, as well as 


the Generality of the People, was very ready to 


join with him and aſſiſt him in theſe Defigns ; for 


at this Day it ſeems to be the receiv d Opinion, 


that the People in this limited Monarchy may as 
1awfully ſtand up in Defence of their legal Rights 
(amongſt which the eſtabliſhed Religion is account- 
ed one) when they are univerſally invaded, as the 
Prince may in Defence of his Prerogative. But all 
who concur in theſe Principles, do not think the 
Prince fo far accountable to the People, that they 
may depoſe him for every Miſmanagement, and 
diſpoſe of the Crown at Pleaſure, And this I be- 
Heve, will be pretty evident by the three following 
Letters, written by the Lord Marlborough, and the 


Prince and Princeſs, on their going over to the 


Prince of Orange. 
The Lord Jfarlborough, it ſeems deſerted his Ma- 
jeſty at Salisbury. The Prince left him at Aidover; 


and the Princeſs went away from Whitehall the 


25th of November, the Day before his Majeſty 
returned to London. Tis ſaid his Majeſty being ac- 
quainted with her going away, the Tears fell down 
his Cheeks, and he ery d out, God help me, my 07012 
Children have forſaken me.

and I ſtay at ſo great a Diſtance, as not to return 
before I bear the happy News of a Reconcilement.

But on King James's withdrawing, and going 
over to France, the Convention declared the Throne 
to be vacant, and that the Prince of Orange ſhould 


next ſucceed to the Crown, and hold it for his Life, 


even before his Wife the Princeſs of Orange; (who 
by the A& of Settlement was to have no Share in 
the Adminiſtration, but when her Husband was 


abroad). Nor was the Princeſs Aune to ſucceed 


till after the Death both of the Prince and Princeſs 
of Orange. And to this Limitation Mr. Echard 


ſays, We are told the Princeſs Anne conſented : But 


whether this was a verbal or a writth Conſent he 
does not ſay ; nor when, where, in what Manner, 
or before whom this Renunc iation was made; which 
are Particulars that would have been acceptable to 
ſome of his Readers; who think it a little ſtrange, 
that leſs Ceremony ſhould be required in paſſing 
away an Intereſt in Three Kingdoms, than the 
Conveyance of a Cottage: But after all, it is not 


to be ſuppoſed that her Conſent was ever formally 
asked. For the Convention did not proceed upon 


the Principles of Hereditary Right, but aſſerted 


the Right and Power of the States of the Nation, 


in placing the Crown upon the Head of ſuch of the 
Royal Family as was moſt expedient at ſuch a 


Juncture.

Biſhop Kennet tells us too, that in the Debate 
concerning ſettling the Princeſs a Revenue, Mr. 


4 D Hampden 
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Hampden urg'd the Danger of ſettling a Revenue 
on a Princeſs that had ſo near a Claim tothe Crown 
independant of the King ; which ſhews there was 
a Suſpicion at leaſt, that ſhe did not heartily con- 
cur in all their Meaſures. 

But upon the Birth of a Son, the Intereſt of the 
Princeſs of Denmark ſeemed to be very much ad- 
vanced, and all the World began to make their 
Court that Way, how much ſoever they had ſlight- 
ed her before: The Nation, who were now con- 
fidering in what Family to ſettle the Succeflion, 
ſeemed overjoyed on this happy Event. This 
Prince was born on the 24th of Fuly 1689, and 
chriſten'd on the 27th, by the Name of William 
Henry ; King William and the King of Denmark 
being his Godfathers, and the Marchioneſs of Hal. 
Jifax Godmother ; and King William conferred on 
him the Title of Duke of Glouceſter. On the 24th 
of Zuly 1696, the Duke being then ſeven Years 

Age, he was inſtalled Knight of the Garter, in 
the Chapel of St. George at Windſor ; and the Com- 
panions of the Order, and the Reſt of the Nobility 
pon, were magnificently entertained by their 

oyal Highneſſes the Prince and Princeſs of Den- 
mark. In the Evening there was a Ball, and a 
new Ode and Muſick, in Honour of the Duke's 
Birth-Day, with ringing of Bells, Illuminations, 
Bonfires, and other Expreſſions of Joy: But nei- 
ther the Nation nor their Royal Highneſſes many 
Years enjoy'd this hopeful Prince. The Royal 
Youth, the Deſire of the Three Kingdoms, was 
ſoon ſnatch'd away, and we were reduced to the 
ſame melancholy Apprehenſions about the Suc- 
ceſſion of the Crown, that we were in before his 
Birth: That precious Life, ſays Biſhop Fleerwood, 
7 (in his Sermon on the Duke of Glouceſter's Death) 

had it pleaſed God to have prolong'd it to the u- 
ſual Space, had ſaved us many Fears, * -

loufies, and dark Diſtreſſes, and prevented many A. 
larms that have long kept us, and will keep us 
waking and uneaſy. 


Biſhop Kenner gives us the following Account of 
his Sickneſs and Death. 


Tue Death of the Duke of Glouceſter, ſays he, 

was in 4 great meaſure occaſion'd by the over-heating 
of himſelf in the ſclemn Obſervance of his Birth-day, 
Wedneſday, July he 24th 1700. = the Ce- 
remony was over, his Highneſs found himſelf fa- 
tigued and indiſpoſed. The next Day he complained 
of bis Throat, and of a Sickneſs in his Stomach. 
All Friday he was hot and feveriſh. On Saturday 
Morning, having taken away a little Blood, be 
thought himſelf a little better; but in the Evening his 
Fever appeared more violent, a Bliſter was applied 


to him, and other proper Remedies adminiſter'd. The 


ſame Day a Raſh appeared in his Skin, which in- 
creaſing, on Sunday more Bliſters were laid on: In 
the Afternoon the Fever growing ſtronger, his High- 
neſs went into a Delirium, which laſted with his 
Life. He paſs'd the Night as he did the preceding, 


in ſhort broken Sleep and incoherent Talk. On Mon- 
day the Biiſters having taken Effect, and the Pulſe 


mending, the Phyſicians that attended him thought 
it probable bis Highneſs might recover; bus about 
eleven at Night, bis Highneſs was on the ſudden 


ſeiſed with a difficult Breathing, and could fawallow 


nothing down, inſomuch that he expired before Mid- 
aight, being then about eleven Tears and five Days old. 


The Duke of Glouceſter was a Prince whoſe ten- 
der Conſtitution bended under the Weight of his 
manly Soul, and was too much harraſs'd b 
vacity of his Genius, to be of long Duration: He 
was ſcarce ſeven Years old when he underſtood 
the Terms of Fortification and Navigation, knew 
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all the different Parts of a ſtrong Place, and a Ship 
of War, and could marſhal a Company of Boys, 
who had voluntarily liſted themſelves to attend 
him. He had early ſuck'd in his Mother's Piety, 
and was always attentive to Prayers: but he had a 


rticular Averſion to Dancing, and all Womaniſh 
— his whole Delights being in martial 


Sports and Hunting: In a Word, he was too for- 
ward to arrive at Maturity. 


King William is faid to have expreſs d a more 
than ordinary Fondnefs for the Duke of Glouceſter, 
and to be very much affected at his untimely Death. 


When the Duke entered into the tenth Vear of 


his Age, the King thought fit to take him out of 


the Hands of the Lady Fitzbarding his Governeſs, 


and to appoint the Earl of Marlborough his Gover- 
nor, and Biſhop Burnet his Preceptor; under whom 


were Mr. Willis, Chaplain to his Majeſty, and 


Mr. Pratt, Chaplain to her Royal Highneſs; 
from whom he received the firſt Rudiments of 
Learning. | I 
Nor was this the only Affliction the Princeſs 
Anne met with ; for it was not long after the Re- 
volution, before there happened ſuch a Miſunder- 
ſtanding between Queen ary and her, that the 
Princeſs was bani ſhed the Court, nor ever fuffer'd 
to return thither again till her Siſter was dead. 
Upon this mourr.ful Occaſion indeed ſhe wrote 
a Letter of Condolance to King Milliam, and af- 


\ ſured him ſhe was ſcnfibly troubled at his Miſ- 


fortune, as if ſhe had never been ſo unhappy to 
have fallen under his Diſpleaſure ; and defired he 
would give her Leave to wait upon him as ſoon as 
it might be no Inconvenieney to him, and without 
Danger of increaſing his Affliction: That ſhe 


might have an Opportunity in Perſon of aſſuring 


his Majeſty cf her Intention to omit no Occafion 
of giving him conſtant Proofs of her ſincere Re- 


ſpect 
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ſpect and Concern for his Perſonal Intereſt and 

afety. King William hereupon reſtored her to 

Full Favour; and as a Teſtimony of it, made 

her a Preſent of ſeveral of the late Queen's 
Jewels. 

There are ſeveral Reaſons aſſign d for this Miſ- 
underſtanding between Queen Mary and her Siſter: 
Some will have it becauſe the Princeſs eſpouſed the 
Intereſt of her Servants too warmly, who were 
1 of holding a 1 9 with France, 
and betraying ſome of the King's Deſigns: And 
there is the more Colour for this, becauſe a certain 
great Man, who was pretty near related to a Lady 
in high Favour with the Princeſs, was at once turn- 
ed out of all his Places, and forced to live retired 
a'confiderable Time. Others will have it, that the 
Court took Umbrage at the Princeſs's tranſmitting 
Money for the Subſiſtance of her Father in his 
Exile. But what was the real Occaſion of the 
Quarrel, I profeſs is in ſome Meaſure a Secret to 
me, tho' I believe I could give a Reaſon why our 
Hiſtorians have touch'd this Point ſo tenderly hi- 
therto. My Lord Haverſham obſerves on a certain 
Occaſion, that thoſe who in one Reign had the 
moſt intimate Correſpondence with St. Germain, 
were in another at the Head of the Miniſtry; 
but who he meant, I can but conjecture with other 
People. | | 

But to return, the King and the Princeſs being 
reconc1l'd, lived in a good Correſpondence after- 
wards till the King's Death. But before we 
arrive at that Period, it will be neceſſary to ob- 
ſerve how the Affairs of Europe ſtood about that 


Time. | 
It happened that unfortunate King Fames died 
the 6th of Seprember 1701, at St. Germain, in the 
13th Year of his third Exile. Upon this Event, 
the French King declared the pretended Prince of 
$ 5 ales 
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Tales King of England, Scatland, and Ireland : 


Whereupon King William recalled his Ambaſſador 


from France, and a War was look'd u unavoi- 
dable. King William thereſore by Way of Pre- 
caution, entered into a new Alliance, Offenſive and 
Defenſive with Holland and the Emperor : who at 
this Time laid claim to the Dominions of Spain, as 
coming to him by the Death of Charles II. and was 


actually ſending a great Army into [taly to enforce = 


his Claim, | 
At the opening of the Parliament on the 3oth 

of December, the King came to the Houſe of Lords, 

and the Commons being directed to choſe a Speaker, 


the Choice fell upon Mr. Harley, whom his Ma- 


jeſty having approved the next Day, he made a 


Speech to both Houſes; wherein he told them, 


that the owning and ſetting up the pretended 
Prince of Wales for King of England, was not only 
the higheſt Indignity to him and the whole Nation, 
but nearly concerned every Man who had regard 
to the Proteſtant Religion, or the preſent and future 
Quiet and Happineſs of his Country ; And he need 
not therefore preſs them to conſider what farther 
effectual Means might be uſed for ſecuring the 
Succeſſion of the Crown in the Proteſtant Line 
and extinguiſhing the Hopes of all Pretenders, and 
their open and ſecret Abettors, 

The Frc:ch King by placing his Grandſon on 
the Throne of Spain, was in a Condition to op- 
poſe the reſt of Europe, unleſs ſpeedy and effectual 
Meaſures were taken. That in order to obviate 
this Calamity, he had concluded ſeveral Alliances, 
according to the Encouragement given him by 


both Houſes of Parliament. That ali Europe was 
at a Stand till their Reſolutions were known, and 


they had yet an Opportunity, by God's Bleſſing, 
to feenre to them and their Poſterity, their Religion 
and Liberties, if they were not wanting to them-

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felves, but would exert the ancient Vigour of the 
Engliſp Nation. But he told them 1 it was 
his Opinion, if they did not lay hold of this Occa- 
ſion, they had no Reaſon to hope for another. 
He concluded, with deſiring Supplies for theſe 
Ends, and exhorted them to Unanimity and Diſ- 
patch, as the beſt Means to diſappoint the Deſigns 
of their Enemies. 
Each Houſe preſented an Addreſs of Thanks to 
his Majeſty for his Speech, and aſſured him, they 
would ſupport his Title to the Crown, and enable 
his Majeſty to ſhew his Reſentment of the Indig- 
nity offered him by the French King, in proclaim- 
ing the pretended Prince of Vales; and that they 
would maintain the Succeſſion of the Crown in 
the Proteſtant Line, according to the Act of Set- 
tlement, and would enable his Majeſty to make 
= all thoſe Alliances he had entered into for pre- 
erving the Liberties of Europe, and reducing the 
exorbitant Power of France. | 
Thus the Nation was juſt upon the Point of en- 
tering into a War with France and Spain, when 
King William was call'd to his long Home. His 
Majeſty had been a great while in an ill State of 
Health, and for ſome Time (as we are told) ſen- 
fible of his approaching End; but his Death was 
thought by ſome, to be haſtened by a Fall from his 
Horſe on the 2 1ſt of February, as he was hunting, 
and unfortunately broke his Collar- bone. His Ma- 
jeſty was carried to Hampton Court, where the 
Bone was well ſet, and finding himſelf pretty well 
at Eaſe in the Afternoon, contrary to the Advice 
of thoſe about him, went in his Coach to Keuſiug- 
ton, where he lived till the eighth of March, and 
then expired. 
The late King dying on Sunday the 8th of 
March, about eight in the Morning, the Privy

Aſter which, the Queen declaring her Pleaſure, 
that the Lords, and others of the late King's Privy- 
Council; ſhould be Members of her Council, they 
took the Oaths to her accordingly. 

The Parliament alſo aſſembled the ſame Day, in 
Purſuance to the Act of Settlement; and the Lords 
having defired a Conference with the Commons, 
both Houſes recognized her Majeſty's Title; and 
ſhe was proc laim d Queenof Great Britain, France 
and Ireland, in the Cities of London and Meſtmin- 

er, about three the ſame Afternoon, amidſt the 
bud Acelamatfons of the People, who wete tranſ- 
ported with Joy at her Advancement to the Throne; 

not that they were diſſatisfied with the late King's 
Adminiſtration in the latter Part of his Reign, for 
he had introduced a Miniſtry extremely acceptable 
to the Bulk of the Nation, and employ'd the Earl 
of Marlborough (on whom the Queen rely'd more 
than on any other Nobleman while ſhe was Prin- 
ceſs) in the moſt important Affairs, placing him 
at the Head of his Armies, and conſtituting him 
his Plenipotentiary; which is fufficient alone to 
confute that groundlefs Suggeſtion, that the late 
King defigned to exclude her from the Throne. 
However, as there had been fuch a Scheme pro- 
pos d by ſome diſaffected Libellers, the People 
were alarm'd at it; and it could not but add td 
their Joy to ſee her and their Enemies diſappointed, 
by her peaceable Acceſſon. ; 

But to proceed: A Proclamation was ordered 
the ſame Day, for all Magiſtrates and Officers, Ci- 
vil and Mihtary, to continue the Exerciſe of their 
reſpective Employ ments 'till further Orders: The 
=” alfo ſummon'd all the late King's Miniſters 

the Kingdom of Scotland, who were then in 
London, to attend her; before whom the tcok the 
Coronation Oatli, appointed to be taken by the 
Laws of Scotland on her Acceſſion: After which, 
8 E the 
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ſhe ſent a Letter to the Privy-Council at Edin- 
burgb, authorizing them to act as her Council, and 


to iſſue a Proclamation, 1 all Officers, 
the 


Civil and Military, to continue Exercife of 
their ſeveral Offices (declaring her Reſolution to 
protect them in their Religion, Laws, and Liber- 
ties:) And the like Orders were ſent to Ireland, 
where the Joy of the People appeared no leſs on 
her — aſcending the Throne than in

The next Day, being the gth of March, each 
Houſe of Parliament attended her Majeſty ſepa- 
rately, with an Addreſs of Condolance and Con- 
tulation : And firſt the Lords, who ſaid, tho 
ey were deeply ſenſible of the unſpeakable Loſs 
the —_ _- ſuſtain'd b _ Death of his late 
Majeſty, yet they did moſt heartily congratulate 
her Mzjetly's * O the * 
her of their Reſolutions to ſupport her undoubted 
Right and Title, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion, as 
by Law eftabliſh'd ; being ſenſible their great Loſs 
was no otherwife to be repaired, but by a fincere 
and vigorous Adherence to her Majeſty and her 
Allies, in Proſecution of the Meaſures already en- 
tered into, to reduce the exorbitant Power of 
France: Their Zeal and Affection for her Majeſty 
and the Publick Safety, engag'd them to exert their 
utmoſt Vigour for obtaining ſuch a Balance of 


Power, as might effectually ſecure the Liberties 
of Europe.

pery and Slavery, bumbly crave Leave to condole 
awith your Majeſty, and expreſs our Sorrow upon 
this ſad Occaſion. | 
Nour Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Crown (which we 
moſt heartily congratulate) and your known Zeal for 
our Religion and the Government, as by Law eſta- 
bliſh'd, gives us a certain Proſpect of our future 
Happineſs, moderates our Grief, and engages us una- 
nimouſly to aſſure your Majeſty, That we will, ts the 
Utmoſt, aſſiſt and ſupport your Majeſty on that Throne 
2where God has plac d you, againſt the pretended Prince 
of Wales, and all your Enemies; and ſince nothing 
can conduce more tothe Honour and Safety of your Ma- 
jeſty and ycur Kingdoms, than maintaining inviolably 
ſuch Alliances as have been made, or that your Majeſty 
ſhall think fit to make with the Emperor, the States- 
General of the United Provinces, and other Potentates 
for preſerving the Liberties of Europe, and reducing 
the exorbitant Power of France; <ve do aſſure your 
Majeſty, That we are firmly reſolved, to the utmoſt of 
eur Poroer, to enable your Majeſty to proſecute that 
glorious Deſign ; and that all your Subjects may reſt 
in a full Aſſurance of Happineſs under your Majeſty's 
Reign, «ve will maintain the Succeſſion of the Crown 
in the Proteſtant Line, according to the Limitationin 
the ſeveral Acts of Settlement, and effeFually provide 
for and make good the * Credit of the Nation.

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To which her Majeſty gave this Anſwer: 


Gentlemen, 


FJ Return you my hearty T hanks for the kind Aſu- 

rances you give me in this Addreſs; they cannot 
Le any day more agrecabiy confirm d to me, than hy 
Four giving Diſpatch to ail your Preparations, for 
the Publick Service, and the Support of our Allies. 


The like Addreſſes of Condolance and Congra- 
tulation were preſented by the Archbiſhop and 
Biſhops ; by the Biſhop of London and his Clergy 3 
by the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Common- 
Council of the City; and by all the Counties and 
Corporations in Zngland. 5 

The next important Affair, after the ſettling the 
Wheels of the Government in Motion at Home, 
was the encouraging and ſupporting her Majeſty's 
Allies, who were amazed and confounded at the 
Death of King Milliam, whom they look d upon as 
the Soul of the Confederacy. Her Majeſty therefore, 
on the 1oth of March, two Days after her Acceſ- 
ſion, ſent a Letter to the States-General ; aſſurin 
them, thut, as ſhe ſucceeded his late Majeſty in 
his Kingdoms, ſhe ſhould fucceed him alſo in the 
ſame Inclination to preſerve a conſtant Union and 
Amity with them, and maintain all the Alliances 
that had been made with that State; and likewiſe 
concur with them in all the neceſſary Meaſures for 
the Preſervation af the Liberties of Europe, and re- 
ducing the Power of France within due Bounds. 
This ſhe defired they would be fully aflured of ; 
and that ſhe always look'd upon the Intereſt of 
England, and thoſe of their State as inſeparable, be- 
ing united by ſuch Ties as could not be broke, 
without the greateſt Prejudice to both Nations. 
Mr. Staikepe, the Englih Envoy at the Hague, 
haying delivered this Letter to the States, imme: 

OI diately 
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Aiately ordered it to be publiſhed, to refute thoſe 
Reports that were induftriouſly ſpread in the Nether- 
Jaucls, that the Queen would not profecute the 
Meaſures concerted by King William and the Con- 
federates. But to return to Englant. 

Her Majeſty going to the Houſe of Lords the 
11th of March, and the Commons ſent for up; ſhe 
made this her firſt Speech to both Houſes : 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 
Cannot too much lament my cen Unbappineſs, in 
ſucceeding to the Cron ſo immediately after the 
Lofs of a King, who vas the great Support, not only 
of theſe Kingdoms, but of all Europe; and I am ex- 
tremely ſenſible of the Werght and Difficulty it brings 
upon me. 5 
But the true Concern I have for our Religion, for 
the Laus and Liberties of England, for the main- 
taining the Succeſſion of the Croen in the Proteſtant 
Line, anl the Government in Church and State as 
by Law eſtabliſhed, encourages me in this great Un- 
dertaking, which I promiſe myſelf will be ſucceſsful, 
_ by the Bleſſing of God, end the Continuance of that 
Fidelity and Aﬀedtion, of which you have given me 
ſo full Aſſurance. 5 
The preſent Conjuncture of Affairs requires tie 
greateſt Application and Diſpatch, and [ am very 
glad ro find in your ſeveral Addreſſes ſo unanimors a 
Concurrence in the ſame Opinion ith me, that tos 
much cannot be done for the Encouragement of our 
Allies, to reduce the exorbitant Power of France. 
I think it very neceſſary at this Time to deſire vor 
20 conſider of proper Methods for attai ning u Union 
betæteen England and Scotland, wwhich has &ccn se 
lately recommended to you as a Matter that very neoriy 
Concerns the Peace and Security of both Kingdoms.

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| Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons. 

T need not put you in Mind, that the Revenue for 
defraying the Expences of the Civil Government, is 
expired; I rely entirely upon your AMfection, for the 
ſupplying it in ſuch a Manner, as ſhall be moſt ſuit- 
able for the Honour and Dignity of the Crown, 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I ſpall be my conſtant Endeavour to make you the 
beſt Return for that Duty and Affection, which yore 
have expreſs to me, by a careful and diligent Aimi- 
niſtration, for the Good of all my Subjefts: And, as 
1 kiow my own Heart to be entirely Engliſh, I can 
very ſincerely aſſure you, there is not any T hing you 
can expect or deſire from me, which I ſhall not be 
ready to do, for the Happineſs and Proſperity of 
England. And you ſpall always find me à ſtrict 
and religious Obſerver of my Mord. 


Both Houſes having returned her Majeſty Thanks 
for her Speech: The Commons, on the 14th, re- 
jolv'd, That the ſame Revenue that had been ſet- 
tied on King Milliam, ſhould be ſettled on her 
Majeſty for Life. The ſame Day the Duke of 
Bedford, and the Earl of Marlborough, were elected 
Kniahts-Companions of the moſt noble Order of 
the Garter ; and, on the 15th, the Earl was de- 
clared Captain- General of all her Majeſty's Forces 
in Ziiglaud, and of thoſe employ'd abroad in Con- 
junction with our Allies; as alſo Ambaſſador-Ex- 
traord inary and Plenipotentiary to the States; in 
which Quality he foon after embark'd for Holland, 
and arrived at the Hague the 28th of March, 1702. 

His Excellency having had ſeveral Conferen- 
ces with the Penſionary and other Miniſters, was, on 
the 21ſt, conducted to a publick Audience in the 
Aſſembly of the 3 To whom he 


made a Speech, condoling their mutual Loſs; but 
| ar 
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at the ſame Time aſſured them of her Majeſty's 
ſincere Deſire to entertain the ſame Union, Friend- 
ſhip and Correſpondence, as there had been be- 
tween the two — in the preceding Reign. 
He alſo aſſured them, that the Queen would not 
only faithfully obſerve the Treaties and Alliances 
already made with them, and was ready to renew 
and confirm them, and to concur in all the Mea- 
ſures taken by the late King, in Purſuance of the 
faid Alliances ; but that the Queen was alſo diſpoſed 
to enter into yet ſtricter Alliances for the Intereſt 
of both Nations, the Preſervation of the Liberties 
of Europe, and reducing the exorbitant Power of 
France. Os 

That, to theſe Ends, ſhe was ready to affiſt the 
Allies with all her Forces, by Sea and Land, and 
had authoriz d him to concert with them the neceſ- 
ſary Operations for the War. 

To which Monfieur D:ickvelrt, Prefident of the 
Aſſembly, anſwer d, in the Name of the States, 
That they condol'd with him the Loſs of the King, 
and, atthe ſame Time, congratulated her Majeſty's 
Acceſſion to the Fritiſb Throne, thanking her for 
the Aſſurances of ber Friendſhip, and declaring 
their Readineſs to concur with her Majeſty in 
the Proſecution of their common Intereſt. 

On the other Hand, the Sieur de Barr, Refident 
of France at the Hague, in order to prevent a 
Union between England and Holland, preſented 2 
Memorial to the States, offering them his Maſter's 
Friendſhip, which he did not doubt they would be 
ready to cultivate, he ſaid, now they were no 
longer under the Influence of the deceaſed King: 
But let them know at the fame Time, that his 
Maſter's Forces were ready to enter upon Action, 
and they muſt now determine whether they would 
chooſe Peace or War. 

The States anſwer d, They had always a high 


8 [ - 
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Eſteem for his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty's Friendſhip; 
and had never done any Thing to provoke his Diſ- 
pleaſure; but that the Preparations for War, upon 
their Frontiers, laid them under a Neceſſity of put- 
ting themſelves in a Poſture of Defence, ot of 
asking Aſſiſtance of their Allies: That the Reſident 
was miſtaken, if he thought they had not as much 
Liberty during the Life of his Briz:f Majeſty, to 
debate and take ſuch Reſolutions as they judg'd ne- 
eeſſary for their Preſervation, as they had at pre- 
ſent: That they could not indeed enough deplore 
their Misfortune of being deprived of his wiſe Con- 
duet, whoſe Deſerts to their Republick would ne- 
ver be forgotten: And they were reſolved to follow 
the ſame Principles, and continue the ſame Alliances 
they had entered into in his Life- time, and make 
uſe of ſuch other Means as God had pur into their 
Hands for maintaining their Liberty and Religion; 
In the mean Time, the Duke of Marlborough 
and the States concerted Meaſures for the opening 
the Campaign; and it was reſolved in the firſt 
Place, to inveſt Keyſersvaert, a Town ſituate on 
the Rline, near their Frontiers; which the Elector 
of Colo having put into the Hands of the French, 
both the Circle of Heſiptalia, and the Territories 
of rhe States, were thereby expos'd to the Incur- 
tions of the Enemy; for the two Brothers, the 
_ Electors of Bavaria and Celogu, were both in the 
I. tereſt of Frame, and only waited for a proper 
Opportunity ro declare themfelves : And indeed 
tlie Elc<cor of Cologn had already fo far declared 
wich Part he deſign d to take in the expected War, 
that he had delivered up Liege, and all the For- 
treſtes he was pullcſs'd of on the Reine, to the 
Erich, except Boune; which he pret en tet was 
clone tur the Security of his Dominions, from the 
Ravages of either Army. 
The Freucb King alſo, it appeared, had heen 
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tampering with ſeveral other German Princes, in 


order to break that Confederacy which he ſaw was 
forming againſt him, and actually prevail d with 
the two Dukes of Molfembuttle, Bodolybus, and 
Anthony, to raiſe Forces in the Empire for his Ser- 
vice: But the Dukes of Zell and Hanover, by the 
Emperor's Direction ſuddenly invaded their Coun- 
try; and having taken ſeveral ſtrong Places, and 
Nock d up Molfembuttle itſelf, the two Brothers, 
who held the Regency, jointly came to this Agree- 
ment with the Duke of Zell (viz.) That Duke An- 
zhony, who ftill remained attach'd to the French 
Intereſt, ſhould reſign his Share in the Adminiſtra- 
tion to his Brother Rodolphas, who conſented to 
break his Alliance with France, and to put the 
Forces they had raiſed with French Money, conſiſt- 


ing of between three and four thouſand Men, into 


the Service of the Confederates: The Duke of 


| Saxe-Gotha alſo, who had engaged in the French 


Intereſt, found himſelf obliged to change Sites, 
and come into the Meaſures of the Confederates 
whereby all Gcrmany became united againſt France, 
except Bavaria an Cologn. po 
In the mean Time, the Parliament of England 
having gone through ſeveral Bills, her Majeſty came 
to the Houſe the 3oth of 1{arch, and gave the Royal 


Aſſent to the Act for the better Support of her Ma- 


jeſty's Houſhold, and the Honour and Dignity of 
the Crown: To an Act for ſtating the publick Ac- 
counts; and to ſeveral other Acts, which will be 
found at the End of this Reign. After which, her 
Majeſty made a Speech to buth Houſes ; wherein 
ſhe ſaid, ſhe was very well pleaſed to give her Al- 
ſent to the Act for taking the publick Accounts, 
nothing being more reaſonable, than to give the 
Kingdom Satisſa&tion how thoſe great Sums had 


been laid out, which had been rais d to carry on the 
6 F | late 
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late War, eſpecially when their common Safety ſtill 
required their continuing great Taxes. 
She thanked the Commons for continuing to her 
for Life, the ſame Revenue they had given the late 
King; and tho it would probably fall ſhort of 
what it formerly produced, ſhe would give Direc- 
tions that One hundred thouſand Pounds thereof 
ſhould be apply'd this Year to the publick Service, 
being willing to ſtreighten herfelf in her own Ex 
nces, rather than not contribute all ſhe could to 
their Eaſe and Relief. 
Whereupon the Houſes ſeparately addreſs'd her 


Majeſty, thanking her for her unparallel'd Grace 
and Goodneſs, in contributing out of her own Re- 


venue to the Eaſe and Relief of her Subjects. 


On the 12th of April at Night, the Funeral Ob- 
ſequies of his deceas d Majeſty Milliam III, of glo- 


rious Memory, were ſolemniz d in the Collegiate 


Church of Meſiminſter: The Proceſſion began 
from Kenſington; from whence the Royal Corps 


was carried in an open Chariot, attended by a nu- 


merous Train of the Servants of the Royal Family, 


the Judges, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
the great Officers, in their Coaches: The Pall was 
ſupported by ſix Dukes: his Royal Highneſs Prince 
George was chief Mourner, ſupported by two Dukes, 
and follow d by ſixteen of the firſt Earls of England 
as Aſſiſtants, and after them the Gentlemen and 
Grooms of the Bed-Chamber: During the Time 
of Divine Service, the Body was depoſited in 
Henry VIIs Chapel, and afterwards interr'd with 


the uſual Solemnities in the ſame Vault with Kin 


Charles IT. and Queen Mary, the deceaſed King's 
Conſort. 


Upon the 14th of the ſame Month, the Duke of

Howe, Eſq; ; 

Two or three Days after theſe Promotions (wiz) 
the 23d of April, being St. George's Day, the 


| Coronation was ſolemniz d in a very grand Man- 


ner. 

Soon after the Coronation, viz. on the 2d of 
May, the Earl of Norzingham and Sir Charles Hedges 
were appointed Principal Secretaries of State ; and 
a Council was held the ſame Day concerning the 
Operations of the War, when great Debates aroſe 
concerning the Management of it ; particularly, 
whether we ſhould make our grand Effort in Flan- 


ders, and our General have the Command of the 


Confederate Army there; or we ſhould only furniſh 
the Dutch with our Quota of. Troops, and leave 
them to defend their Country, who were more im- 
mediately concern d in it; while we carried on the 
War by Sea, and made Deſcents on the Coaſt of 
France and Spain, and in the Spaniſb Weft. Indies, as 
was done in the Reign of Queen Elizabetb, when 
the Nation almoſt paid the Charges of the War by 
the Captures they made and the Plunder they took, 
in the Spaniſh Towns in Europe and America. 

It was obſerved, by the Earls of Rocheſter, Ner- 
ringbam, and ſome others, that in the late War the 
\ F 2 Emperor, 
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Emperor, and feveral other Powers engaged in the 


Confederacy, had been defective in furniſhing their 
Quota' of Troops, whereby many Advantages had 
been loft : That the Deficiencies in their Troops 
were afterwards ſupplied by the Exgliſh, and the 
Burthen of the whole War in a Manner thrown 
upon them: The Exgliſb, like Men of Honour, 
but very weak Politicians, anticipated their Reve- 
nues, and mortgaged their Country for Ages in the 
Quarrel, tho' they were more remotely concerned 
in the Event of the War than any of the Allies; 
only it had been repreſented, that as the King of 
England was at the Head of the Confederate Army, 
we muſt ſupport him, let the Deficiencies of the 
reſt of the Allies be never ſo great, left his Majeſty's 
and the Nation's Honour ſhould ſuffer any Dimi- 
nution; and the Caſe would probably be the ſame 
again, if an Engliſh General ſhould command the 
Confederate Army in Flanders: Beſides, the at- 
tacking the French King on that Side had been, 

long ſince, reſembled to the taking a Bull by the 
Horns; fo ſoon as one Town was taken, another 
Fortreſs roſe up within a Mile or two, and it muſt 
require a War of many Years to penetrate into the 
Heart of his Country: That it might be attack d 
in any other Part with more Hopes of Sueceſs: 
That all che Spanijh Coaſts in Europe and America 
lay open to us, and might be inſulted and plunder'd 
by our Naval Force, with a ſmall Land-Army on 
board ; and this would oblige the Enemy to keep 
up numerous Bodies to defend Countries of fo — 
an Extent : And there was this farther Reaſon for 
carrying on the War at Sea rather than Land, That 
the Money would all circulate among us that was 
laid out on a Sca-War; whereas that which was 
ſent to Flanders never returned. Beſides, by the 
Treaty of Alliance, all the Places we could take in 
the Spaniſh Meſt- Iudies were to fall to the Share of 
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e Eugliſb, but we were to gain nothing by a 
_ "EL Netherlands, how ſuceeſsful ſoever. . 
It was urged farther, That by keeping a ſtrong 
Squadron in the Meſt-Iudies, we might probably 
interrupt their Plate-Fleets, or at leaſt prevent their 
coming to Europe, and cut off thoſe Treaſures the 
French King principally relied on to carry on the 
War; which would ſoon oblige him to come to 
our own Terms. 
On the other Hand, the Earl of Mariborougb, 
the Lord Godolphin, and the reſt of that Party, 
urged, That tho we might hatraſs the French and 
Spaniſh Coaſts, put them to a great Expence, and 
make ſome profitable Captures, yet this would 
never bring the War to a Concluſion; whereas a 
Victory or two obtain'd in Flanders would bring the 
French King upon his Knees at once : That the 
Dutch were a cautious People, and, if they had the 
Direction of the War on that Side, they would pro- 
bably content themſelves with taking ſome Towns 
on their Frontiers, and ſecuring themſelves a Bar- 
rier againſt France, but would not eaſily be brought 
to verture a Battle, and conſequently we muſt ex- 
ect a lingering War; whereas, if our General 
commanded in Chief in Flanders, and we furniſh'd 
them with ſuch Forces as would render them abun- 
dantly ſuperior tothe Enemy, they might be brought 
to cunſent to hazard a general Battle, and a good 
Peace obtained in a little Time. A great man 
other ſpecious Reaſons were brought on both Sides to 
maintain their reſpective Opinions; but how plau- 
ſible ſoever theſe Reaſons given in Publick might 
be, there were ſome conceal' ones that weigh'd 
a great deal more, and determined either Side ta 
inſiſt on their reſpective Schemes. f 
The Earl of Rocheſter, the Queen's Uncle, had 
great Expectations of being Prime Miniſter on her 
Majeſty's Acceſſion; and, indeed, had ſome Right 
to 
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to expect it not only on Account of his being 
nearly related to her Majeſty, but as he was a 
Nobleman of Capacity, well vers'd in Affairs of 
State, and, above all, had demonſtrated that he was 
not to be ſhaken in his Religion or Principles of 
Government in the moſt dangerous and trying 
Times ; He had even refigned the Treaſurer's 
Staff, rather than comply with King Zames's Mea- 
ſures ; and therefore had a double Claim of Rela- 


tion and Merit to intitle him to the firſt Poſt in the 


Miniſtry : But this he could never expect to pof- 
ſeſs, if the Duke of Marlborough was General of 
the Confederate Army abroad, and the Treaſu 

was put into the Hands of the Lord Godolphin his 
Brother (which the Earl of Marlborough had al - 
ready obtain a Promiſe of from the Queen; ) and 
if, what was ſtill a greater Bar to his Expedctations, 
the Counteſs of Marlborough, the Queen's chief 
Favourite, ſhould ſtill continue to have her Ear, 
and the Power of admitting or excluding whom 
ſhe pleaſed from her Preſence : It is no wonder 


therefore to find the Ear! of Rocheſter oppoſing the 


Schemes form'd by the Earl of Marlborough upon 


@ private as well as publick Account. 

On the contrary, the Earl of Aariborougb took 
ſuch Meaſures as he thought moſt conducive to his 
Deſign of diſmiſſing the Earl of Rockeſter from pub- 
lick Affairs, looking on him as the greateſt Ob- 
ſtacle to his Hopes of his being both General and 
Prime Miniſter; he procured therefore a Promiſe 
of the Queen, as has been hinted already, to make 
the Lord Godclphin (whoſe Son had married the 
Earl's eldeſt Daughter) Lord Treaſurer ; the very 
Poſt the Earl of Rocheſter expected, and which is 
uſually conferred on the Prime Miniſter ; in which 
the Earl of 1{arlborough had more Views than one: 
1ſt, He prevented the Earl of Rocheſtcr's poſſoſſing 
it. 24ly, He could not but foreſee he would my 
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under his Command, and promote 
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diſguſted and retire from Court ; the very thing 
he wanted. 2dly, By putting the Staff into the 
Hands of the Lord Godolphin, the Earl was ſure of 
a Friend that, with his Wife the Counteſs, would 
be able to preſerve his Intereſt in the Queen while 
he was abroad; and laſtly, he was thereby affur'd 
of being furniſhed with Treaſure to pay the Army 

1 is other De- 
ſigns. He could not but foreſee how difficult it 
would be for any Set of Courtiers to oppoſe ſo pow- 
erful a Triumvirate as the Queen's Favourite the 

Counteſs, her Husband the General, and their 
Brother the Lord Treaſurer; whoſe mutual Inte- 
reſts muſt ever keep them firm to each other, and 
watchful for the common Welfare. 

Thus we find publick Affairs frequently govern d 
by the private Views of the Miniſters at the Helm. 
It was not determin d by the Arguments of either 
Side in Council, whether the War at Land or at 
Sea ſhould be moſt attended to; it is evident, the 
Earl of Marlborough's prevailing Intereſt carried it 


for a Land War: Nor was this the only Misfor- 


tune; for it was theſe Diſputes that firſt occaſion d 
a Difference among the Friends of the Eſtabliſh- 
ment, whereby the Church of Eugland ſuſter d ex- 
tremely, the Nation was exhauſted of incredible 
Sums of Money, and the Publick run m Debt paſt 
Redemption; all which might have beea prevent- 
ed poſſibly, if we had only furniſhed the Dutch with 
our Quota of Troops, and carried on a War ef- 
tectually by Sea againſt the Coaſts of Frarce and 


Fpain, and the Spaniſh Weſt-H:dies, as King William 


himſelf had projected before he died; being fully 

convinced, that if France and Spain were to be at- 

tack d with Vigour no where but in Flanders, where 

the ſtrong Towns are innumerable, the War muſt 
be endleſs. 

But however the Council might differ 1 
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| ſupport her Majeſty in carrying on the 
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the Conduct of the War, it was agreed, on all 
Hands, to take the Advice of the Commons before

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eute Dr · Drake, and all other Authors and Pub- 
liſhers of the ſaid ſcandalous _ But to pro- 
ceed ; Her Majeſty, having ordered the Princeſs 
Sophia to be pray d for in Churches, with the reſt 
of the Royal Family, the Lords and Commons ſe- 

ely attended her Majeſty with an Addreſs of 
hanks upon the Occaſion; and, on the 6th of 
May, her Majeſty was [go to conſtitute the 
Lord Godolphin Lord High Treaſurer of England. 
And now War being Sd a Proclamation 
was iſſued the 15th of May, for recalling all Exg- 
lis Seamen that were abroad, and requiring them 
not to enter into foreign Service: The ſame Day, 
another Proclamation was publiſhed for obſerving 


a general Faſt on the roth of June, for the Suc- 


ceſs of the War; and on the 21ſt Inftant, her Ma- 
jeſty declar'd in Council his Royal Highneſs Prince 
George of Denmark, Lord High Admiral of Eng- 
land and Ireland, and the Dominions and Territo- 
ries thereto belonging; Sir George Rogk Vice-Ad- 
miral of England, and Admiral of the Fleet; and 
Six David Mitchell, Sir George Churchill, and Ri- 
chard Hill, Eſq; were appointed to be of the Lord 
High Admiral's ond. o : 

The Lords the ſame Day addreſſed her Majeſty, 


to encourage Privateers and Adventurers, who 


ſhould endeavour to poſſeſs themſelves of any Part 
of the Spaniſh Dominions in America ; this being 
the only Part of the World where the Nation could 
gan any Advantage by the War on the Terms of 
the Grand Alliance: And on the 25th of Aſay, her 
Majeſty came to the Houſe of Peers, and made the 
following Speech to both Houſes.

And now it is time 
fo ſhift the Scene, and take a View of Affairs in 
1 have already taken Notice that the Queen, on 
her Acceſſion ſent a Letter to the Privy- Council of

which was now a Misfortune to the whole Kino- 
dom; and ſh: would concur in any Propoſals for 
their Reparations and Aſſiſtance; and ſhe ſhould 
encourage not only the Trade of that Company, 
but of the whole; and, to the utmott of her Power, 
promote the Welfare of her People. 
In the Beginning of this Reign there happen'd

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warm Debates in Scotland concerning the Being of

T be Miſery of theſe Poor Gentlemen, and their 
ſtarving Families at Home, or their wandering ts: 
Want over the World, has brought a Reproach 01: 
our Country; and it is but a very indifferent Charm 
to indite any Country in the World to unite with us, 
celle wwe are in this Situation. 

The Reaſon we gave to the Hbrlil for our new Fa- 
Zrick of 'Presbytery, was its being ſuitable to the Ju- 
slinations of the People; and both our Neigbour- 
Nation and Strangers, generally bdicvcd it tobe jo: 
But I raſh wwe kad firſt polled the Kingdom to know 
their Inclinations. 

Te Epiſcopal Clergy have akeays offered to pitt 
the Cauſe upon thes Iſſue, being very confident 4 
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vaſt Tnequality.z and truly the Force, and other extra- 
ordinary Methods that were uſed in moſt Places, to 


pull rhem from their Pariſhes, rere no great Proofs 


of the Tuclinations of their People againſt them: But 


ſeeing wwe pretend to go by this Rule, and ſeeing the 


Ficlinations of the People may be very far from it at 
preſent ; that we may not ſupport an Error by pub- 
lick Authority, my humble Opinion is, that it is both 
inſt and neceſſary at this great Period of Time, and 
at the Beginning of her Majeſty's Reign, to addreſs

It may be thought ſtrange by Poſterity, That 
the Queen, whoſe Heart was ſet upon encouraging 
and eſtabliſhing Epiſcopacy, ſhould thus take the 
Part of its moſt inveterate Enemies, the Horch 
Presbyterians eſpecially, when a Majority of that 
Nation were e . inclined ; and near one half 
even of this Convention- Parliament, great Part of 
which the Fanaticks had procured to be choſen by 
Force, declared themſelves to adhere to the Party 
of Duke Hamilton, who was at the Head of the 
Epiſcopal Men: But it muſt be remembered, that 
the $:otch Presbyterians now, as well as at the Re- 
volution, had the good Fortune to gain the Ear 
of the Court of Eugland, and repreſented Matters 
very different from what in Reality they were: At 
the Revolution they pretended the Presbyterians 
were three to one, and that all the Epiſcopal Men 
were Enemies ta King NHilliam; whereas, in truth, 
the Presbyterians brought down Argyle's Highlan- 

ers, and their Bands of Comerontans, upon the 
F.piſcopal Clergy and their Friends in the Low- 
Lands, whom : ha plundered and ruined ; and, 
when they ſtood on their Defence againſt theſe 
Highland Robbers, they repreſented them as Ene- 
mies to the Revolution; whereby the Prince of 
Or2:ge's Forces were induced to join the Highlan- 
ders, and fo influenced Elections, that they pro- 
eure that Presbyterian Convention, which pull'd 
down the Church, and eſtabliſhed Presbytery: 


However, they were ſo convinced that they could

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prevailed upon the Court of England never to ſuffer 


another Parliament to be called all that Reign; and 


even this Convention, at the Queen's Acceſſion, ap- 
peared to be fo well inclined to Epiſcopacy, after 
they had been a dozen Years tyrannized over b 


their Presbytzrian Clergy, that, had the Court of 


England ſtruck in with them, then Epiſcopacy had 
certainly been reſtored in that ns wi But the 
Presbyterians had the Art a ſecond Time to 1mpoſe 
on the Adminiſtration here, and make them be- 
hieve that their Numbers were formidable, and that 
the calling a new Parliament would occaſion Di- 
fturbances, which was by all Means to be avoide d 
upon our entering into a Foreign War. 

It was propoſed in this Parliament alſo, to have 


ſettled the Succeſſion to the Crown on the Hanover 


Family, according to the Precedent England had 
ſet them; but a Majority of the Houſe were for 
poſtponing this Matter, 'till they could fee what 
Terms the Engl; would afford them on a Treaty 
of Union: and thereupon the High Commiſſioner 
thought fit to adjourn them.

ed them from imminent Ruin, and under him they 


enjoy d a e Settlement for many Vears, with

the quiet and full Poſſeſſion of their Religion, Laws 
and Liberties; and, when fo great a Loſs had fill'd 
them with Sorrow and Fear, her Majeſty's Succef- 
tion, by an undoubted Right to the Crown of her 
many Royal Anceſtors, under whoſe Scepter that 


her ancient Kingdom had ſo long flouriſhed, was 


the only Comfort they were capable of: That the 
ate King was pleaſed to continue them, during

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his Reign, as the Parliament and Repreſentative of 
his People; and nothing, they thought, could be 


more for her Majeſty's Service, and the Kingdom's 


Satisfaction, than that ſhe had been pleaſed to 
call them together at this Time, and to ſigniſy, 
by them, her good Will to all her Subjects; and 
they moſt heartily and unanimouſly embraced this 
Opportunity to recognize her Majeſty's Right and 
Title, and to congratulate her Entry upon the 
Government, and offer their beſt Endeavours to 
maintain her Authority : That ſome of their Num- 
ber, not waiting to hear her Majeſty's Commiſſion 
or Letter read, had withdrawn themſelves from 
their Attendance, and from concurring to recog- 
nize her Majeſty, or aſſiſting in what _—_ ſo 
neceſſary for the Defence of the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, and ſecuring the Peace of the Kingdom. 
But, leaving this to her Royal Conſideration, they 
aſſured her Majeſty, that this their groundleſs Se- 
ceſſion ſhould encreafe and ſtrengthen their Care 
and Zeal for her Service, and what ſhe had re- 
commended to them : That the growing Power 
and unbounded Ambition of the French King, and 
his owning the Pretended Prince of Nales as King, 
having engaged her Majeſty in a juſt and neceſſa- 
ry War, they ſhould be Wanting to themſelves, if 
they did not provide Supplies for their Defence: 
And the Union of the two Kingdoms had been 
fo long deſired by all good Men, that they were 
reſolved to proſecute her Majeſty's Recommenda- 
tion, and the Advances already made by the 
Parliament of England, with ſuch a ſuitable Re- 
turn, as might beſt contribute to accompliſh this 
great Deſign. 

On the other Hand, Duke Hamilton and his Par- 
ty prepared an Addrefs to the Queen, to juſtify 
their withdrawing themſelves ; ſhewing, That, by 
the Conſtitution of Scot].1:4, the Convention or Par- 

liamem 
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lament was diſſolved by the Death of the late 
King: But her Majeſty refuſed to receive their 
Addreſs, and adhered to the Parliament. | 

To return to England: a Deſcent upon the 
Coaſt of Spain having been agreed on between 
Enoland and Holland, Sir George Ryoke, Admiral 
of the Fleet, came to the Rendezvous at Spit heal 
the- zoth of May; where, while he waited for the 
Dutebh Squadron, a Camp was marked out in the 
ie of Wigkt for the Enghiſh Land-Forces, a- 
mounting to ſeven thouſand Men, that were in- 
tended to ſerve on Board the Fleet in this Expe- 
dition: And on the 3d of une, his Royal High- 
neſs the Prince of Denmark arriving at the Ie of 
Fight, reviewed the ſaid Forces, and dined the 
next Day with Admiral Rooke, on Board the Royal 
Sbercigu. | Rs 
On the x4thof une the Prince of Denmark was 
conſtitutecl Conſtable of Dover-Caſtle, and Lord 
Warden of the Cinque - Ports; the Honourable ohn 
Granville, Eſq; was appointed Lord Warden of the 
Stannaries, and the Earl of Carberry, Governor of 
Mil ſord- Haven: And his Royal Highneſs was 
pleaſe:{ to appoint Charles Earl of II inctelſea Licu- 
tenant of ZDuver-Caſtle.

In the mean Time, Miliam Fuller, that infa. 


mous Impoſtor, who had fo often abufed the Pa- 


tience both of Lords and Commons, on Pretence 
of making ſome notable Diſcoveries concerning the 
Birth of the Prince of ales (the Pretender) was 
brought to his Trial, at the Ning's-Beuch Bar, the 
Zothof May, on an Information ſetting forth, That 
the Defendant, being an Impoſtor and common 
Lyar, and malicioufly contriving and intending to 
delnde and deceive the late King Milliam and his 
Subjects, and breed Diſcord between the ſaid late 
King, his Peers, and other 2 Officers and Sub- 
jects; and, in order fraudulently to obtain Money 
of the faid late King, he, the ſaid William Fuller, 


did 1 maliciouſly, and ſeandalouſſy write and 


print a falſe and defamatory Libel, entitled, Or;- 
Zinal Letters of the late * James, Sr. 

It appeared at this Tryal, that Fuller trad been 
eenſured by the Houſe of Commons in the Year 
1691, for Crimes of the like Nature; for which 


he was proſecuted at Common Law, an:l puniſh'd : 
That he had, however, fince applied himſelf to the 
Miniſtry, and pretended to make farther Diſcove- 


ries concerning the Birth of the pretended Prince of 
Malcs: And tho' theſe Stories were very fooliſhy 
laid together, and the Author of them puniſhed as 
an Impoftor ; yet we find Biſhop Burner, and other 
eredulous People, building much upon them; and 
the Warming Pan Plot, formed in Fullers fruitful 
Noddle, came to be in great Requeſt. *** 
Fuer would have trifled with the Lord Chief 

Juſtice Holr, as he had formerly with. the two 
Houſes of Parliamehr, pretend ing he would have 
produced Witneſſes to prove what he advanced, if 
9 I they 
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they would have given him Time; but the Impo. 
ſture was ſo notorious, that the Jury found him 
guilty without withdrawing ; and he was thereupon 
condemned to ſtand three Times in the Pillory, to 
be ſent to the Houſe of Correction, there to be 
whipped, and . to hard Labour for five Months; 
to pay a Fine of one thouſand Marks, and remain 
in Priſon till ĩt was paid. 3 

In the mean Time, the Dutch being arrived at

where the Prince of Heſſe Darmſtad, and Mr. 
HMethuen, Son to the Engliſþ Ambaſſador at the 
Court of Portugal, came on Board the Fleet, and 
brought with them the following Letter from Mr.

May it pleaſe your Grace, 

{ Arrived kereon Tueſday Alorning, and found this 
Court in the ſame Diſpoſition T left it. Though 
the four French Men of War and four Gallies ſent 
bither are not thought wortły of the Name of the 
Succours promiſed by France, yet I cannot preſs this 
King poſitively to act farther till the Fleet ſhall ar- 
rive at the opening of the River; and have therefore 
diſpatehd the Ship wehich brought me, in Hopes that 
it will ſoon join the Fleet ; and have ſent your Grace 
encloſed rhe beſt Account of Things that Icould 2 1

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from the moſt certain Intelligence at this Time. If the 


Ship in Caſcaes any Number of Days, T ſpall 
2 — Grace a better Account ; as Twill likewiſe 


20 from Faro. By the King of France's ſending a- 


away his Fleet into the Gulph of Venice, and not pro- 
viding for the Defence of Spain, it ſeems as tho they 
abandoned Spain, and doubred of the Reality of our 
Intent ion to ſend our Fleer: This is thought to þave 
ſuch an Effect on the Minds of the Spaniards, that, 
if your Grece ſucceeds at Cadiz, there vill ſoon be a 
great Defection from the French Government; which, 
J am confident, will immediately begin at Madrid, 

The Condition of Cadiz makes me hope you 2will ſuc- 

ceed, when I conſider the Vigour 77 the Force your 
Grace commands ; and the Point of the greateſt Im- 


portance is, to inſinuate to the Spaniards, and ſhew, by 


your Proceeding, that you come not as an Enemy to 


Spain, but omy to free them from France, and give 


- them Aſſiſtance to eſtabliſh themſelves under the Go- 


vernment of the Houſe of Auſtria. The Prince of 
Heſſe and the Emperor s Ambaſſador make me hope this 
is done already to a great Degree: That Prince's 
coming bithey bath already raiſed a great Conſterna- 
tion to the Preſent Government of Madrid; and the 
moſt earneſt Endeavours have been uſed here, both by 
Spain and France, to ger the Prince ſent from hence 5 
which will render his Stay here impoſſible, and, 


| awbat is worſe, binder bis paſſing to the Frontier of 


Spain; where, I am convinced, by the Intelligence 
be bath, be would be very uſeful, and ſerve the 
Spaniards for a Pretence to acknowledge the Houſe 
of Auftris according to their Inclination : 

Prince ſeems very I to go to the Frontier of 
Spain, any Way, and at any Time, and in any man- 


ner your Grace ſhall think proper; and ſo to act as 
only te follow your Orders in facilitating your Graces 
Intentions.

In this Letter Mr. Alethuen had encloſed an Ac: 
count of the Condition the City of Cadiz was in, 
dated the roth of Aug t 1 702; wherein he informs 
his Grace, That the Duke of Bromanio was Gover- 
nor of the Town, and ſeemed not to be beloved 
either by the Inhabitants or Soldiers : That there 
were in Cadiz fix Regiments, but they did not a- 
mount to above two thouſand Men, and thoſe moſt 
of them new raiſed. That there had been ſeveral 
new Works made in the Fortifications of Cadiz 
 lince the late King of Spain died; but, as they had 

been run up in haſte, were not to be much dread- 
ed: That . French had erected a Battery of forty- 
five Pieces of Cannon near Fort St. Katherine's, 
which was deſign'd to Anſwer Fort St, Philip on 
the other Side, and fo reach over the whole By of 
Cadis; bur it was found, by Experience, the Balls 
tell hort of each other: That there were no French 
Soldiers in the Place, but ſome taken out of the 
Gallies who defended the Fort and the new Bat- 
tery; and that the Spaniſh Horſe lay at Port St. 
Mary : That there were two great Spaniſh Ships, 
which were difarm'd, drawn up far within the 
Puntals (the Batteries upon the Points of the Land 
that defended the Entrance of the Harbour ;) and 
three French Men of War likewiſe carried within 
the Chain, and eight Gallies lay juſt without the 
£2 | Chain: 


Jion 
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Chain : That many of the Inhabitants, eſpecially 
the Women and Children, were removed ; and ge- 
nerally the beſt of their Effects: That there were 
po Proviſions made by the Government to ſubſiſt 
the Soldiers above five Days; but ſeveral of the 


Inhabitants had made Proviſions for their own 


Families, which the Soldiers had made very free 
with, frequently breaking open their Houſes ; and 
that it was ſcarce poſſible now to provide the Town 
with twenty Days Provifions ; That the Water 
they had was from two Wells near the Bridge; 
but that every Houſe alſo had a Ciftern or Reſervoir 
of Rain Water, which ferved the Family to drink, 
and which uſually laſted till the Middle of Sepreme 
Jer: And that, upon the whole, the beit Judges 
look d upon an Enterprize on Cadzz, in the Condi- 
tion it was in at preſent, as very certain; and that 
neither the Soldiers nor the Inhabitants would ſhew 
any Vigour in ſuſtaining either an Attack or Siege: 
That, by a Manifeſto publiſh'd at Madrid, it ap- 
peared the Spaniards were generally in Expectation 
of the Confederare Fleet, and waited for an Op- 


portunity to ſhew their Diſcontent at the French 


Government. 


Upon receiving this Advice, a Council of the 


Sea and Land Officers was held; and the next 


Day, being the 12th of Auguſt, the Fleet conti. 
nued their Voyage to Cadiz; to which City I ſhall 
leave them ſailing for the preſent, and take a View 
of the military Operations this Campaign in the 
Netherlands, Germany and Italy. 

I left the Allies engage in the Siege of Keyſer- 
Waert, a Town ſituated on the J/aal (a Branch of 
the Rhine) near the Frontiers of the States. It was 
inveſted the 16th of April N. S. but the Bailneſs 
of the Weather, and the overflowing of the Rbzze, 
retarded the Beſiegers to that Degree, that the Place 
was not taken till the 17th of Zune, N. * And 
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the Command 
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Marſhal Borfflers, who commanded the French 


Army under the Duke of 2 eldeſt Grand- 
— 


France, was * near ſurprizing the City 
of Nimeguen, while the Allies were engaged in 


that Siege: The Earl of AtMlone arrived ſcarce an 


Hour before the French, and poſted his Army under 
the Walls of Nimeguen, whereby he prevented the 
Loſs of that important Place; for which he re- 
ceived the Thanks of the States. 

The Earl of 1[arkorovgh arriving in the Nether- 
lands in the Beginning of July, the States made 
him the Compliment of commanding the Grand 
Army; whereupon his Grace, apprehending he 
was ſuperior to the French, paſſed the Maes, and 
obliged the Duke of Burgund) to retire before him: 
The Earl ſtill prefled forwards, and would have 
forced the Enemy to fight ; but he ſoon found, that 


States had given him was but 
Nominal, and, indeed, a mere Compliment ; for 


firſt, the Earl of Athlone in a manner fhared the 
Command with him; and, when any important 
Refolution was to be taken, the Deputies of the 


States in the Army interpoſed, and would not ſuf- 
fer the Earl to engage when any Hazard was to 
be run: The Loſs of a Battle, they reprefented 
on this Occaſion, would expoſe their Frontiers 
and inſiſted, that he ſhould employ himſelf in re- 
ducing ſuch Towns as gave them moſt Uneafinefs 
in their Neighbourhood, This is the Misfortune 


eſ being engaged in a Confederacy, when one af 


the Parties fees an Apparent Advantage, he muſt 
not take it, becauſe his Allies find another Conduct 


will be more fecure and Advantageous tothem : In 
particular, it was certainly prudent in the General 


to offer a Battle, when he had a Superiority in the 


Field; a Victory at the Beginning of the War 


might have gone a great way in procuring a ſpeedy 
and advantageous Peace, and, had we ſuffered a 


Defeat, 
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Defeat, our Army would ſoon have been recruit. 
ed again; but th: Durch had been ſutficiently 
frightened, when the French Army advanced to 
Nimeguen, and would not be brought to conſent to 
a Battle; the Loſs of which might have expoſed 
their Country : And for this Reaſon we were con- 
demned to throw away our Troops and Treaſure 
ſome Years againſt Stone Walls, to enlarge their 
Frontiers; whereas, had we gained a Victory at 


the Beginning of the War, thoſe Towns would 


have fallen of Courſe, as we found at the Battle of 


| Ramilies, when the Enemy abandoned their Towns 


by Dozens: However, as we were engaged with 
the Dutch, we were bound to conform to their 


Methods of carrying on the War; accordingly the 


Allies inveſted Venlo the 29th of Auguſt: The 
Trenches were opened before that Place the 7th of 
September, and on the 25th of the ſame Month the 
Town ſurrendered. At this Siege the Lord Cutts, 
being ordered to lodge himſelf on the Outworks 
of Fort St. Michael, advanced Sword in Hand, and 
forced his Way into the Fort itſelf, before any 
Breach was made; which mightily faciliated the 
taking the Town, and was looked upon as a moſt 


heroic Action. The Earl of Huntingdon, and abun- 


dance of Eugliſu Voluntiers of Quality, were en- 
gaged in this daring Enterprize, The Allies af- 
terwards laid Siege to Ruremond and Stevenſwaert ; 
both which Places ſurrendered the beginning of 
October. The Earl of Marlborough then marched 
towards the City of Liege, which Marſhal Boufflers 
thereupon abandoned, and the Earl took Poſſeſſion 
of it; but the Citadel, and another ſtrong Fort 


called zhe Chartreuſe of Liege, held out till the 


End of October. | 
The Citadel of Liege, in which were eight French 


| Battalions, was taken by Storm the 23d; of which 


ve received the following Account: All things be-

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I ared, and the Signal given, our Troy! 
+ Ty 94. of the Trenches, n Ko 5 
the Enemy without firing a Shot, and with ſo much 
Order and Intrepidity, that the like was never 
ſeen, and attacked the Counterſcarp with ſuch Fury, 
that the Enemy could not defend that Poſt: But 
our Men, inſtead of lodging themfelves thereon, 
got into the Covered Way, paſſed the Jhnt, and 
mounted the Breach. Whereupon the Governor, 
who did not expect to be fo vigorouſly attacked, 
beat a Pacley ; but our Troops, being already in 
the Place, would not hearken to it, and had cut 
the whole Garrifon in Pieces, if they had net 
thrown down their Arms, and beg'd for Quarter, 
which was granted them: In this glorious Action, 
which can hardly be parelkIVd, the hereditary 
Prince of Heſje-Ca/jet fignaliz'd his Courage; he 
went Voluntier in the Attack at the Head of- the 
Grenadicrs, and mounted the Breach the very firſt, 
wreſting a Colour out of the Hand of a French 
Officer; Mr. Wentworth, Brother to the Lord 
Raby, alſo went a Voluntier at this Attack, and 
had the Glory of dying in the Bed of Honovr : 
The Troops, and eſpecially the Enugliſb, behaved 
themſelves to Admiration ; and did not only gain 
immortal Hoyour, but Riches, in the Plunder of 
the Place : For in Caſh alone, there was found 
tarce hundred thouſand Hlorins, ani Notes fr 
twelve thouſand more, upon ſubſtantial Merchants 
of Liege, which were as good as Money: One of 
the Enz!lifp Grenadiers had the good Fortune to 
meet with à Bag fled with a thouſand Louis doors, 
which he converted to his own Uſe. 

The Confederate Army ſeparating ſoon after the 
taking of the Caſtle, the Earl of Marlborough went 
to Maeſtricht the zd of November, where he em-

they joined Monſieur Cechorn; and, having din'd 
with the Prince of Holſtein Beck, Commander, of 
that Garriſon, , continued their Voyage together,

Parties. About ſeven of the Clock that Evenin 

their Excellencies came to Venlo, where the Party 
of Horſe, being relieved by a like Number of that 
Garriſon, they purſued their Journey ; but the 
Boats being ſeparated in the Night, and the Horſe 
march'd to ſome Diſtance from the River-fide, 
between eleven and twelve at Night a Party 
of thirty five Men of the Garriſon of Gelder, who 


lay skulking on the Banks, near three Leagues on 


this Side Fenlo, having, by Surprize, ſeized the

Rope with which the Boat was drawn, and then 


haul'd it on Shoar, they immediately made a Diſ- 


charge of their ſmall Arms upon the Boat wherein 


their Excellencies were, and then threw in ſeveral 
Grenadoes, with which ſome of their People bein 

wounded, the Party enter'd and ſeiz'd the Boat ; 
and having examined the ſeveral Paſſports, with- 
out knewing my Lord Marlborough, they after- 
wards ſearch'd the Trunks and Baggage, from 


whence they took what Plate they could find, and 
made their Excellencies Guard of Foot Priſoners ; 


and, about five in the Morning, . retired with their 


' Pooty, leaving their Excellenctes to continue their 


oyage. 

The Governor of Venlo, having ſoon Notice of 
their Excellencies being taken, marched out with 
his whole Garriſon by break of Day to inveſt 

40 K Ge; ter 
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Gelder; and immediately ſent an Expreſs to the 
States, which arriving on the fixth at Night, they 
aſſembled upon it the next Morning, and all the Peo- 
ple at the Hague were in the greateſt Conſternation 
3maginable, till the Arrival of his Excellency that 
Evening : Whereupon the Streets were fo crouded, 
that it was with much Difficulty that his Excel- 
lency paſs'd to his own Houſe, and all poſſible 
Demonſtrations of Joy were ſhewn by all Ranks of 
People for his Excellency's Eſcape and ſafe Arrival. 
In Germany Prince Lewis of Baden, who com- 
manded the Imperial Army, finding himfelf ſupe- 
rior to the Enemy, laid Siege to Landau the 6th of 
June; but the Place being 3 and defended by 
à numerous Garriſon, held out till the beginning 
of September ; when Prince Lewis informing the 
King of the Romans that the Town was upon the 
Point of ſurrendering, he came into the Imperial 
Army, and was preſent when the Garrifon beat a 


Parley, the 1oth of September; and conſequently 


had the Honour of that Conqueſt. 
In the mean Time the Duke of Bavaria, having 
declared in favourof France, ſurpriz'd the Imperial 
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City of Ulm, the Capital of Suabia, and publiſh'd 


a Manifeſto, giving the Circlesof Suabia and Frau- 
conia to underſtand, he expected they ſhould ob- 
ſerve an exact Neutrality; alledging, that this 
War concerned only the Houſe of Auſtria, and not 
the Empire in general. It appeared alſo by ſome 
intercepted Letters, that the nt intended to- 
penetrate into the Priſgotv with ten thouſand Men, 
and to have poſted themſelves on the Rbine near 
Hunninghen, in order to join the French: Where- 
upon the Miniſters of Bavaria and Cologn were for- 
bid to appear any more in the General Diet of the 
Empire. 

In the mean Time, Prince Lewis of Juden, being 
weaken d by ſeveral Detachments he made to pre- 


vent 
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vent the Conjunction of the French and Pavarians, 


Marſhal Yilars attack'd him with ſome Advan- 
tage, on the 13th of October O. S. at Friedlingen, 
0 


ere both Sides claim'd the Victory; Villars, be- 
cauſe he took Friedlingen, the next Day; and the 


Prince, becauſe he had gain d his Point in pre- 
venting the Conjunction of the Elector with the 
French. 
And now the Empire having declar d War a- 
gainſt France, the Dyet came to a Reſolution to 
maintain an Army of one hundred and twenty thou- 
Tand Men, but fell miſerably ſhort almoſt every 


Year, as will be too ſoon evident in the enſuing 


Hiſtory. 
The Emperor being extremely embarraſs'd by 


the Duke of Bavaria's declaring for France, could 


not ſend thoſe Reinforce ments into Faly that he had 
promiſed Prince Eugene, tho that General ftood 
in great need of them; for the King of Spain, ha- 
ving firſt viſited his Kingdom of Naples, afterwards 
join'd the Duke of Yendoſme in Lombardy : How- 
ever, Prince Eugene attack d their united Forces on 
the 15th of Auguſt, and, according to the German 
Account, obtain'd the Victory; tho' the French 
gave out their Army was victorious, and ſung Te 
Deum for it as well as the Germans. It was cer- 
tainly a very bloody Battle, and neither Side had 
ſo much the Advantage, as to attempt to renew 
the Fight the next Day: But as the Town of Lu- 
zara was a Place of little Strength, and the 
French lay intrench'd between that Place and 
the German Army, it was forced to ſurrender to 
the Duke of Yendoſme the next Day: Prince Eu- 


gene however maintain'd all the reſt of his Poſts, 


and there happen d no farther Action in Faly this 


Campaign. 


The War between the King of Sweden on the 
one Side, and the Poles and Muſcovites on the 8 b 
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did not ſo immediately concern the Confederacy as 
thoſe already mentioned; but it had this ill Effect, 
that neither the u des nor Saxons ſent their Quota 
of Troops to the Confederate Army. The King 
of Sweden obtain d a ſignal Victory over the King 
of Poland this Campaign, taking all his Artille

The next Day, being the 3oth, the Lord Han- 
non arrived from the Confederate Fleet, and 
brought Advice of a ſignal Victory obtained over 
the French and Spaniards at Vigo in Spain. As the 
Duke of Ormond and Sir George Roale were ſailing 
for England, it ſeems they received Intelligence 
by Captain Hardy, Commander of the Pembroke 
(who had been detach'd with ſome Ships to Lagas 

Bay to fetch Water for the Fleet) that Admiral 
 Chateauneraud, with a Fleet of French Men of 
War and the Spaniſh Golleons, was arrived at Vigo 
in Galicia; with which Admiral Rooke acquainted 
the Dutch, declaring his Opinion, that they ought 
immediately to bear away for Vigo; which the 
Duke of Ormond and the Dutch concurring in, 
they made all the Sail they could, and arrived 
before the Harbour of Vigo the 7th of Octeber. 

The Weather fortunately proved fo hazy, that 
the Confederate Fleet was not diſcover d till it ar- 
rived near Vigo: However, the French and Spant- 
ards look d upon themſelves as pretty ſecure, the 

Entrance of the Harbour being defended by a 
Caſtle, and numerous Batteries on each Bide, and 
a ſtrong Boom laid acrofs it, conſiſting of Maſts, 
Yards, Cables, Top-Chains, Qs. 

A Council of the General Sea and Land Officers 
being held, it was reſolved, fince the Paſſage to the 
Harbour was ſo narrow, that the whole Fleet could 
not attempt the Enemy's Ships and Galleons, with- 
out falling foul of each other, that a Detachment 
of fifteen Engliſh and ten Dutch Men of War of 
the Line, with all the Fire Ships, ſhould be ſent in 
to take and deſtroy the Enemy's Fleet: That the 
Frigates and Bomb-Veſſels ſhould follow the Rear 
of this Detachment, and that the great W 
ſhould 
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Engliſh took five large Frenth Men of War and 
fout Gallons afloat, and two Galleons on Shore + 
The Dutch took à French Man of War called the 
Bourbon, and five Galleons; and there was ſome 
A taken out of the Galleons that had been 
In this Engagement Admiral Hopfon's Ship was 
clapp'd on board by 'a French Fire- hip, and had 
been burnt, if the Fire- ſhip had not blown up + 
The Admiral himſelf remained on board till he 
extinguiſhed the Fire, though above a hundred of 
his Men jump'd over-board to efcape the Flames. 
But, in general, this Victory was obtained with 
very linfe Loſs  - | . 
When the Action was over, the Duke of Or- 
mond propoſed to have made himſelf Maſter of V- 
#0, and to have winter'd in Spain, if the Admiral 
could have ſpared him a Squadron of Men of War 
and Proviſions for his Tops; but the Admiral 
declaring he could not furniſh the Troops with 
Provifions for more than two Months, the Land 
Forces were reimbark d; and, on the 19th, Sir 
George, with twenty Men of War, ſet ſail for 
England, leaving Sir Cloudefiecy Shovel, who joined 
the Fleet two or three Days before, to convoy home 
the Prizes ; whereupon Sir Cloude/tey Shovel, hav- 
ing burnt ſuch Ships as could not be got off, and 
raken a hundred and ten Braſs Guns out of the 
Enemies Ships and Batteries, followed the grand 
Fleet ſome few Days after. . 
The Duke of Ormond and Admiral Ryoke ar- 
riving at London the 8th of November, the Com- 
Mons unanimouſly voted, that the Thanks of the 
Houſe be given to his Grace the Duke of Ormond 
and Sir George Rooke, for the great and ſignal Ser- 
vices performed by them, by Sea and Land; and,

ſerve the Memory of it, ſo every Day would more 
and more inform them of the Benefit. No doubt, 
in France he was writ in remarkable Characters 
in the Black Liſt of thoſe who had taken French 
Gold ; and it was a Juſtice due to the Duke of 
Ormond and his Merit, that they would ſtand re- 
corded in the Regiſter of that Houſe, as the Tn- 
ſtruments of that glorious Victory: Therefore,

2 very ſcandalous Practice, which is a Reproach to 
Religion, gives Offence to all Chriſtians, and to the 
beſt among the Diſſenters themſelves: That this 
Bill enacted nothing new, and was only intended 
to make the Laws in Being more effectual: That 
thoſe Laws were thought ſufficient tv ſecure our E- 
ſtabliſhment; but fince the Invention and Iniquity 
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of Men had found out Ways to elude them, the 


Commons could never doubt, but the Lords would 
jet thoſe Men ſee they would not be wanting on 
their Part to maintain and ſupport them: Phat this 
Bill appeared to the Commons abſolutely nereſſary,

That if a National Church be neceſſary, the. only 
efeFual Way to preſerve it is, by keeping the Civil 
Dorer in the Hands of thoſe whoſe Practices and 
Principles are conformable to it: That when the 


Corporation-A& was made, the Parliament had 
freſh in their Minds the Confufion and Calamities 


that had been brought upon the Nation, by ſuch 


as pretended to be at the ſame Time in the true In- N 


ereſt of Religion and of their Country, That the 
Parliaments, by the Act, and aſterwards by tlie 
Teſt-Act, thought they had ſecured our Eſtabliſh- 
ment both in Church and State; and that they had 
provided a ſuffieient Barrier to defeat and diſappoint 
am Attempt againſt them, by enacting, That all in 
Otkces ſhould receive the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper, according to the Rites and Uſage of the 
Church of Exgland; and never imagined a Sett of 
Men could at any Time riſe up, whoſe Conſciences 
were too tender to obey the Laws, but harden'd 
enou7h to break them: That as, upon the Reyolu- 
tum, the laſt Reign begun with an Act in favour 
of ras Difenters ; fe tlie Commons did defire, in 
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me beginning of her Majeſty's auſpicious Reign, an 
4a r the Church of England, 
that the Laws which had been evaded-might now 
be effectually enforced, and that thoſe Men might be 
kept aut of Office, who have ſhewn they never want- 
eil the Will, when they had the Power, ts deſiroy the 
Church: And that nothing had been more miſre- 
ſented than this Bill; which did not in any re- 

deck intrench on the Act of Toleration, or take 
Com the Pifſenters any one Privilege they have by 
Law; or give any one Privilege to the Church of 
England, which was not (at leaſt) intended her by 
the Laws as they now ſtand. i 2 
Then the Commons, deſcending to Particulars, 
inſiſted on their Diſagreement to an Alteration the 
Lords had made in the Preamble of the Bill; 
where it was recited, That the Laws intended al 
People in Office ſhould be conformable to the Church, 
They alſo diſagreed to their Lordſhips Amendment 
in relation to the Penalty: They faid, if their Lord- 
ſhips pleaſed to confider how much greater the Pe- 
nalties in other Penal Laws were in many Inſtances 
than in this Bill, they preſumed the Lords could 
not think thoſe in this Bill exceſſive : That in lay- 
ing Penalties, the Commons ſhall always endeavour 


to make them ſuch, as ſhall neither tempt to Per- 


jury, nor totally diſcourage Informations and Pro- 
ſecutions; which they thought this Amendment of 
the Lords would do, could the Commons agree 
to it. As to the Commons diſagreeing to their

was intended only for the Eaſe of tender and ſcru- 
pulous Conſciences, and not to give a Licence for 
Ocraſional Conformity: That - Copforming and | 
Nonconforming are Contradictions, nothing but a | 
firm Perſuaſion, that our Terms of Communion are 
ſinful and unlawful can juſtify the one, and that 
plainly condemns the other. -Laſtly, As to the 
Commons diſagreeing to the Clauſe . mark d B, C. 
D, E, their Managers urg d, That the exempting | 
Proteſtant Diſſenters, from ſerving Offices, would 
rather eſtabliſh Occaſional Nonconformity, than 
prevent Occaſional Conformity; and therefore in- 
creaſe, and not cure the Evil the Bill was in- 
tended to remedy : That the AQt of Uniformity, | 
which eſtabliſhes the Liturgy and Practice of the 
Church of Eugland, has provided forthe Sermons or 
Lectures preach'd or read in the Univerſities : That | 
(thoſe Sermons or Lectures having been in ſuch 
manner provided for, it was not thought neceſſary, 
when the Acts paſs'd in the 16th and 22d of Car. 
II. to prevent and ſuppreſs ſeditious Conventicles 
in both which Acts Conventicles are deſcribed as 
in this Bill) to have any particular Exceptions for 
them; and yet they were never, by any Conſtrue- 
tion, taken to-be Conventicles: That the allowing 
an Exemption to ſuch as ſhould be preſent at the 
| Exereifes in Foreign reforned Churches, would 
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be ti 6pen'a Door for the evading this Law f That 
the Places of Governors of ſome Hoſpitals are very 
confiderable Preferments, and given as ſue to the 
Clerpy of the Church of England; and the Com- 
mons can never conſent, by any Law, to let in the 
Diſſenters to the Enjoyment of them. 

The Lords, on the other Hand, fail, That 
this ſeemed to be a breaking in upon the Tole- 
ration. That the Nation had been quiet ever fincs 
the Toleration Act had been made, and that the 
Diſſenters had loſt more Ground by it than the 
Church : That the Nation was engaged in a preat 
War, and it was not prudent to encourage Ani- 
moſities in Religion at ſuch a Time: That the 
Fines were exceſſive, and would induce Informers 
to proſecute innocent Men ; and that every one 
would be expoſed to the Malice of profligate Vil- 
lains and wicked Servants. 

To which the Commons reply'd, That the Bill 
eftabirth'd the Toleration inſtead of weakning it: 
That the Fines were ſuited to the Nature of the 


Caſe; and that the Lords could not alter any Fine: 


That it was the Practice of all Governments, even 


of Holland itſelf, not to admit any Diſſenters to 


the eſtabliſh'd Church to any Share in the Govern- 
ment: And, if there was no Prece dent for it, the 
Ting itſelf was fo reaſonable, that none could op- 
pole it that had not ſome finiiter View; for it * 7 
never be imagined, that Diſſenters, whoſe Princi- 
ples led them to deſtroy the Church, would advance 
its Intereſts, but rather ruin the Church, if Power 
was put into their Hands; or that Republicans in 
Places would not contribute to the ſubverting the 
Monarchy, rather than the deſending it. In ſhort, 
That if any Government was fo ſottiſh to put the 
Civil or Military Power into rh: Hands of their E- 
nemies, tac mult expect to feel the ill Confe- 
quences of it; and even, in Time of War, the

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Adminiſtration would be much ſafer in the Hands 
of its Friends, than of its profeſs d Enemies. 

With which Reaſon a Majority of the Tempo- 
ral Lords were ſatisfied; but the Biſhops, made in 
the late Reign, to the Surprize of all Men, fell 
with their whole Weight into the Whig Scale, and 
carried it againſt the Church (which they were ob- 
liged to for their Preferments, and of which they 
ought to have appeared the Protectors) by one Voice; 
and accordingly the Bill was loft. | 

Her Maje 7 having, purſuant to an AQt of Par- 
liament of each Kingdom, appointed Commiſſioners 
to treat of a Union between England and Srothand, 
the Commiſſioners aſſembled the 224 of Ofober, 
and, having ſettled the Preliminaries, and made 
ſome Progreſs in that Affair, her Majeſty made 
them a Speech the 14th of December ; wherem ſhe 
ſaid, ſhe was ſo fully perſuaded that a Union of 
the two Kingdoms would prove the Happineſs of 
both, and render this Iſland more formidable than 
ever, that ſhe wiſh'd the Treaty may be brought 


to a ſpeedy Cone luſion; and defired to know what 


Progreſs they had made : But, it ſeems, the De- 
mands of the Scots were ſo extravagant, that the 
Eigliſ Committioners could not comply with 
them; and the Treaty prov'd ineffectual at this 
Time. 
Queen zealous for eſtabliſhing Epiſcopacy in 
Eugland, addreſs'd her Majeſty to take into her 
Royal Conſideration the Condition of her Subjects 
of the Epiſcopal Perſuation in &,: They 
ſaid, her Majeſty was not ignorant cf the hard 
Meaſure and Diſcouragement they had met with 
of late, particularly the Clergy, tho' they had 
always behaved themſelves peaceably and ſub miſ- 
tively. 
They entreateg her therefore to täké them into

The Epiſcopal Clergy of Scotland, finding the | 
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her Protection; and that ſhe would give Leave to 
ſuch Pariſhes, where all or molt of the Heritors 
or Inhabitants were of the Epiſcopal Perſuaſion, to 
give their Benefices to Miniſters of their own Prin- 


eiples; which the Presbyterians had no Reaſon to 


complain of, becauſe, if they had a Plurality, as 
they pretended, neither their Churches or Bene- 
fices were in any Hazard from ſuch an Act of 
Grace. | | | 

Soon after which her Majeſty ſent a Letter to 
the Privy-Council in Sozland, dated the 4th of 
February 1702-33 wherein ſhe recommends to 
them the Care of the (Presbyterian) Church eſta- 
bliſhed by Law; but adds, ſhe was informed that 
there were many Diſſenters (Epiſcopalians) in that 
Kingdom, who, tho' they differ d from the Efta- 
bliſh'd Church as to the Church-Government and 
Form, yet were of the Proteſtant Reform'd Reli- 
gion; ſome of them in Poſſeſſion of Benefices, 
and others that exerciſed their Worſhip in Meet- 
ing-Houſes : It was her Pleaſure, that theſe ſhould 
be directed to live ſuitably to the Reform'd Reli- 
gion which they profeſs d, ſubmiſſive to the Laws, 
and decently and regularly with relation to the 
Church eftabliſh'd there; and in ſo doing, that 
they ſhould be protected in the peaceable Exerciſe 
of their Religion, and in their Perſons and Eſtates, 
according to the Laws of that Kingdom; and re- 
commended to the Clergy of the eſtabliſh'd Diſei- 
pline their living in brotherly Love and Commu- 
nion with ſuch Diſſenters. 

The Epiſcopal Clergy of Hotland finding but 
little Relief from theſe Orders to the Privy-Coun- 
cil, ſent up another Addreſs by Dr. Skeen and Dr. 
Hot; who were introduced to her Majeſty by his 
Grace the Duke of Qucensbeyry and the Lord Viſ- 
count Turynt, this Addreſs was in the following

Io return to Exgland: The States-General hav- 
ing apply'd themſelves to the Queen, in the moſt 
moving Manner, to augment her Troops in Han- 
ders with ten thouſand Men this Sprinz, her Ma- 
jeſty ſent a Meſſage to the Houſe of Commons, 
importing, that ſhe had received ſeveral Letters 
and Memorials from the States, ſetting forth the 
Apprehenſions they lay under from the cxtraordi- 


nary Preparations of France; and that their Ruin 


could not be prevented, but by an Augmentation 
8 of 
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of the Forcesof England and Holland: Whereupon 
the hail ordered the Letters and Memorials to be 
laid before that Houſe, that they might judge of 
the Danger that threatened the States. 

In anſwer to which the Commons preſented 
an Addreſs to her Majeſty; in which they aſſure 
her, that in caſe her Majeſty thought it neceſſary | 


to inter into any further Negociation for encreafing 
the Forces to act in Coujunction with the States- 
General (for whoſe Intereſt and Preſervation they 
thould always have the greateſt Regard) the Com- 
. mons would enable her Majeſty to make good the 
fame: But they entreated her Majeſty would inſiſt 
on it with the States-General, that there Ve an 
immediate Stop to all Poſts, Letters, Bills, and 
other Correſpondence, Trade and Commerce 
with France and Spain; which the Commons were 
of Opinion was ſo abſolutely neceſſary for the carry- 
ing on the War, to the interrupting the Enemies 
Trade, and redue ing them to the greateſt Streights, 
that they defired England might not be charged with 
the Pay of ſuch additional Troops, but from the 
Day that ſuch Stop ſhould be made by the States. 
The Lords alſo preſented her Majeſty an Addreſs

But notwithſtanding the Danger of the Dutch) if 


we may credit their own Memorials) was then e- 
qual at leaſt to that of the Engliſh at the Revolu- 
tion, and that we furniſhed them with four Times 


the Number of Troops they ſent us at the Revolu- 


tion, and that we demanded only their forbearing 
to Trade with France, in lieu of the great Delive- 
rance we affected for them; yet did theſe Men of 
Honour carry on their Trade with the Enemy all 
the whole War, except one Vear or two; and that 
at our Expence, making us pay double for thoſe 
Goods they brought us from the Enemies Coun- 


try: At the ſame Time the French were enabled 


by this Commerce, to maintain the War againſt us 
much longer than they could otherwiſe have done; 
for ſuffering of which, I could never find any tole- 
rable Reaſon given, but, that ſome great Men 
found their Account in winking at it. 

But farther: This Augmentation of our Troops 
in Flanders, broke the Neck of another very advan- 


tageous Scheme that had been form'd for carrvins 


on the War in the eſt Tndics, the only Part of 
the World where we were to keep what we con- 
quer'd by the Grand Alliance: And her: it was 
that the Enemy would probably have been more 
ſenſibly affected with the War, than in any other 
Part of the World, as we ſhould have interrupted 
thoſe Treaſures, by which, in a great Meafure, 


they ſupported themſelves. 


But the Danger the Durch. pretended they were 


in, aggravated by ſome Miniſters, who treated 
with them, or rather for them, prevail d ſo far a- 
bove all other Conſiderations (tho' their Condition 
was much improved by the Succeſſes of the former 


Campaign (that Every other Deſian was nol ä 
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the Plan of the War that had been ſo wiſely fram'd, 
by which the Engliſþ were to have chiefly attend- 
ed the Sza Service, their proper Province was 
now unhappily mverted ; we were obliged to take 
the Rurthen of the Lo Country War upon us, 
and throw away our People againſt Stone Walls ar 
a vaſt Expence, chiefly to enlarge the Territories 
of our Allies, and gratify the Ambition and Ava. 
rice of ſome of their Friends, without ſtipulatmg 
for a ſingle Town we ſhould conquer, or to receive 
any Benefit from the Revenues of the conquered 
Countries; while we engaged much beyond our 
annual Revenues, and contracted more Debts in 
the Quarrel, than all our Allies put together: A 
Conduct very different from that obſerved in the 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth. x — —N 
And, that it may not be thought, I advance | 
this without Grounds : The Reader will find in the 
common Gagcttes and News Papers of that Time, 
that this very Winter the Dutch Admiral Vander- 
duſſen, in purſuance of Meaſures that had been 
concerted between England and Holland, arrived at 
Spitkead with a Squadron of Men of War, and 
Land Forces on Board, in order to join another 
Squadron of Exgliſb, with Troops on Board, which 
were to have been commanded by the Lord Perer- 
gorciugh, and were to have endeavoure l to take 
and deſtroy ſome rich Spaniſh Settlements in Amt- 
rica: But this Augmentation of the Troops in 
Flanders was no ſooner agreed to, but Admiral Fan- 
dcrdufjen was ſent home, and the Expedition was 
entirely laid aſide, 
The Commons indeed appeared very ſenfibk,

we encreaſed our Forces and Expences on that Side 
almoſt every Year, without demanding any Re- 
compence from the Durch, though the States de- 
manded and actually received ſix hundred thou- 
ſand Pounds of the Eugliſb, when they came to 
their Aſſiſtance with about fourteen thouſand Men 
in the Year 1688; and, if we may credit the 
Dutch themſelves, their State was in as much Dan- 
ger at the Beginning of this Century, as we were 
in 88 ; eonſequently their Deliverance by the Duke 
of Marlbordugh was very little inferior to our De- 
liveranse by King William.

2uring this Seſſion, a Proclamation was iſſued

niards at Port St. Mary's; whereupon Sir Henry 
Sellaſis was broke and diſmiſs d the Service: But 
Major - General Hara was acquitted by the fame 
Court, and his Suſpenſion thereupon taken off by 
her Majeſty. 5 

The Earl of Rocheſter finding another Intereſt 
too ſtrong for him in Council, and that the Lieu- 
tenancy of Ireland was only continued to him, that 
he might remain at a Diſtance from the Court, 
reſigned that Poſt ; and the Duke of Ormond was 
_—_ Lord Lieutenant of Ireland the Beginning of 
February, whereby fbme great Men had the Plea- 
ſure to ſee another Rival in the Queen's Favour 
removed from the Court and Camp: But, amidſt 
the Duke of Marlborough's Triumphs at home and 
abroad, he had the Misfortune to loſe his only * 
Son, the Marquiſs of Blandford, on the 2oth of 
December, 1702, in the 2oth Year of his Age, be- 
ing then a Student in the Univerſity of Cambridge; 
ſo equally are Good and Evil intermixed. The 
Duke no ſooner ſaw himſelf happy in his Prince's 
Favour, and confeſs d by all the Powers in Europe 
one of the greateſt Generals of the Age, than he 
found himſelf deprived of his only Son, the Heir 
of his Wealth and Grandeur, by whom he bo- 
— to tranſmit his great Name down to Po- 
Iterity. | 2

After which, her Majeſty made a Speech to both 
Houſes ; thanking them for the Diſpatch they had 
given to the Publick Affairs, for * large Sup- 

lies that had been granted, and the Proviſion 
that had been made for the Prince: She ſaid, She 
hoped the Diſſenters would reſt ſatisfied with 

the Act of Toleration, which ſhe was reſolved to 
maintain; and that thoſe of the Church of Eng- 
gland would confider, ſhe had her Education in it, 
and had run great Hazards for it ; and that there- 
fore they might be ſure ſhe would make it her par- 
ticular Care toencourage and maintain the Church, 
and tranſmit it ſecurely ſettled to Poſterity : She 
thought ſome farther Laws were neceſſary for re- 
training the Licence of the Preſs, and hop'd they 
would endeavour to ſuppreſs pernicious Libels :

as may be meſs conducing to the Eaſe, as well as 
Syfery of the Country. 
Ne alſo recommend to your Care, That Trade bt 
encourazed, and all Metkods taken for the Adpance- 
ment thereof, either by amending former Laws, or 
making new onts, or any thing elſe that may be found 
needful and expedient for the good of the Kingdom. 
It hath been, and ſhall always be, our chief Study 
and Endeavour to eſtabliſh and ſecure the Peace, and 
promote the Good of that our ancient Kingdom; and 
therefore noe di expect your Concurrence and Aﬀſiſtance 
rar /uch god and great Ends; and that you vill pro- 
Fecute them «with that Wijdem, Prudence, and Unant- 
Tity, A may moſt tend to our common Aluantage ant 
Satisſacdion; but chiefty, that effectual Meairs may be 
bel urn for premorig of Religion, Virtue and trut 
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Piety and ſuppreſſing Vice and Immoraiity, and pro- 
diding for the Poor. 
We have appointed our Right Traſiy aud entirely, 


beloved Couſin and Counſellor, James Duke of Queenſ- 
berry, to be our Commuſſioner, to repreſent our Royat 
Perſon in this Seſſion of Parliament: being well ſa- 
tisfy'd, that the Experience that both wwe and you have 
had of brs great Abilities and Fidelity in his former 
Diſcharge of His Truſt, will fully commend our 
Choice, and render him to you arceptadle.

There was in this Parliament propoſed, an Ad 
for the Toleration of all Proteſtants in the Exerciſe } 
of Religious Worſhip : Whereupon a Repreſents | 
tion was offered againſt it, in the Name and at the 
Appointment of the General Aſſembly of the Kirk; 
wherein they inſiſt, that there could be no juſt 
- Ground, to grant Toleration to thofe of the Epiſ. 
copal Perſuaſion, ſince there was no ſinful Condi | 
tion of Community required of them, and Difference 
in Opinion about Church Government was not a 
ſufficient Reaſon for Separation in Worſhip ; and 
that, to grant a Toleration to that Party in the 
preſent Circumſtances of that Church and Nation, 
would ſhake the Foundations of their unhappy Con- 
ſtitution: And they do therefore mott humbly be- 
feech, yea they are bold in the Lord, in the Name 
of the Church of God, earneſtly to obteſt his

We find the Kirk managed Matters ſo dexte- 
roufly in this Parliament, that the Act of Tolera- 
tion was thrown out; and when the Supply was 
propoſed, they refuſed to go upon it, till an Act 
was paſs d for ſecuring their ancient Independency ; 
and which provided, That, in default of Iſſue of 
her Majeſty, the ſame Perſon ſhould in no Event 
be capable to be King or Queen both of 7aglond 
aud roland, unleſs a free Communication of 
Trade, the Freedom of Navigation, an.| the Li- 
berty of the Plantations, c. was fully agreed to 
by the Parliament of Zglexud ; and ſeveral Prox 
tons and Limitations were contained alſo in the 
ſaid Act, to the Prejudice of the Prerogative. of the 
Crown: And the Earl of Marckmont, in this Par- 
hament, afterwards propoſing the ſettling the Suc- 
eeſſion in the Houſe ef Ilancncr, his Motion was 
rejected. The Act of Security having been twice 
read, and the High Commiiſioner neglecting to 
give it the Royal Aſſent, was frequently addrefs'd 
to paſs it: In Anſwer to which he made a Speech; 
wherein he tells the Parliament, That he was fully 
1mporvered to give the Royal Aſlent to all the Acts 
Voted this Seſſion, except the Act of Security, which 
they might eaſily belicve required her Majeſty's 
farther Conſideration. At the ſame "lime her 
Majefiy expected they would mind their own Saſc- 
ty, in making the nece!fary Provifion for the 
Troyps : And that they would put the Trae and 
Cuſtoms upon that Foot, that the Civil Liſt might 
be ſapparted ; and entreated them to finiſli theſe 
Matters as ſoon as poſſible.

France. While the Duke of Marlborough was en. 
gaged in the Siege of this Place, the Marſhals V,. 
leroy and Bufflers ſurpriz'd Tongeren (a Town in 
the Biſhoprick of Liege, eight Miles Weſt of 
Aaeſtricht) making the Garriſon, which confiſted 
of two Britiſh Battalions, Priſoners of War: 
But Bon ſurrendering three Weeks after the | 
Trenches were opened, the Duke of Marlborough | 
march'd and offer d the Enemy Battle (who then 
lay in the Neighbourhood of the City of Liege) 
But the French Generals thought fit to decline it, 
and retire within their Lines, 4 firſt blow up 
the Walls of Zengeren : Whereupon the Generals 
Cokora and Spar were ordered to attack the French 
Lines, which they did with ſome Succeſs in the 
Country of I aes. | 

On the other hand, a Detachment of the French 
Army, commanded by Marſhal Boyfflers, came 
out of the Lines near Autzwerp, and ſurrounded a 
** Body of the Confederate Army, conſiſting 
of about fifreen thouſand Men, encamp'd at Ec- 
keren, under the Command of General Opdam, 
hich they attacked with great Bravery: Opdum 

Was 
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was cut off from his Troops in the beginning of 
the Engagement, and fled to Breda with only 30 
Horſe : from whence he ſent an Expreſs to the 
States, acquainting them that his Army was en- 
tirely defeated : But they ſoon after received ano- 
ther Expreſs from Mynheer Hop, Treaſurer of the 
States, and their Deputy in that Army, acquaint- 
ing them, that their Forces were indeed ſurrounded 
by a ſuperior Number of the French; but they had 
beat off the Enemy, and made an honourable Re- 
treat to Lillo- That there had been incredible 
Slaughter on both Sides; but the reſt of the Durch 
Generals behaved themſelves with that Bravery 


and Conduct, that the French were at length re- 


lsd : General Hangenberg, who commanded in 

hief in the Abſence of Opdam, gain d immortal 
Honour in this Action, and received the Thanks 
of his Maſters the States, for ſaving their Army 
when they had given it over for loſt. 


The Duke of Marlborough finding the French 


were determined to- wait within their Lines, and 
avoid a general Engagement, ſet down before Hyy, 
the taking whereof would pom the City of ops 
from being inſulted for the future; and had the 
good Fortune to oblige that Place to ſurrender in 
ten Days time, the Garriſon capitulating to be ex- 


chang'd for the two Battalions of Englifs that were 


taken at Tongeren. The 1oth of September the 


Confederate Army inveſted Limburgb, the Capital 
of the Province of that Name, ſituated about 


twenty Miles to the Eaſtward of Liege: This 


Town alſo ſurrender d the 28th Inſtant, and the 


Town of Gelder ſurrendering to the Pruſſian Troop 


the following Winter, the Allies were entirely 
22 of the Provinces of Gelderland and Lim- 
burgh. | 

Thus the Dutch, who, in the beginning of the 


Campai gn, repreſented their Condition, as deſpe- 
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rate, by the Aſſiſtance of the Bririſh Troops faw 
themſelves abundantly ſuperior to the Enemy, who 
did not ſo much as attempt to relieve one Place 
that was beſieged by the Allies the whole Cam- 
aign: Their Frontiers were now ſufficiently en- 
Ln and the Enemy removed to a convenient 
Dittance. But the Reaſon the Trench give of 
our Succeſs in the Netherlands, is, that they were 
obliged to attend a War of more Importance in the 
Heart of the Empire, where the Emperor's Af- 
fairs were indeed in great Confuſion; for, as the 
Imperial Generals had invaded the Electorate of 
Bavarin, and committed great Ravages in that 
Country, the Elector, on the other hand, made 
himſelf Maſter of Ratisbon, where the Diet of the 
Empire were Aſſembled : And tho' the French Ar- 
my fa been ſeveral times repuls'd by Prince Lewis 
of Baden, in their Attack of the Lines of Stol- 
tofftn ; yet Marſhal Villars at length penetrated 
through the Vale of Kintziz, and in 8 
of May joined the Elzctor of Bavaria. Upon the 
News of this Conjunction, the Dist of Ratisbon 
publiſhed a Reſolve, "That the preſent War was 
not entered into upan Account of Religion, but 
to check the growing Power of Frame, and pre- 
ſerve the Liberties of the Empire, and their Allies; 
and whoever ſhould raiſe or 3 any Report, as 
if this was a Religious War, as the French and 
Bavarjaus had ſuggeſted, ſhould be puniſhed as 
Enemies to their Country. | 
The Elector, to whom the Diet were in a man- 
ner Priſoners, ordered his Miniſter to preſent them 
two Memorials, 1mporting, That as his Country 
had been invaded by the Imperial Generals, and 
great Part of it already ruined, he was reſolved to 
make Uſe of the Atliſtance offered him by the 
French King, for repelling any future Violences; 
however, ks would not break the Promiſe he ol 
| made 
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made for the Security of the Diet, but with drew 
his Troops as ſoon as the Emperor ſhould ratify 
the Treaty for the Neutrality of that City; and 
therefore hoped they would not remove their Reſi- 
dence ; however, if they did, he ſhoul.{ grant 
them a general Paſs: But he would have it in- 
ſerted that his Miniſter ſhould, upon no Pretence 
whatſoever, be excluded from the Meetings and 
Debates of the Diet, and that nothing ſhould be 


reſolved or concluded in the Matter of the ninth 


Electorate, without his Knowledge and Conſent, 
and preſſed the Diet for a ſpeedy Anſwer : Bur 
they came to a Reſolutton, That it was a Matter 
of ſuch Conſequence, that they could not come to 
any Determination in it, without new Inſtructions 
from their Principals. | 
The Emperor having refuſed to conſent to the, 
Neutrality of Natisbon, required the Princes and 
Quota's, to ena- 
ble him to prevent the Mischiefs which threatened 
the Empire: But when ſome of the Deputies pro- 
ros d the entering upon Ways and Means, for ever 
Circle to raiſe their Share of Troops, Artillery and 
Ammunition, to compoſe an Army of 120,000 


Men, as had been reſolved at the Beginning of 


the War, it was anſwered, that the Cofi deration 
of theſe Matter: was too late for this Campaign, and 
100 ſoon for the next. The Elector thereupon, ob- 
erving the ſupine Negligence of the Diet, pub- 
liſhed a Manifefto, charging the Emperor and his 
Allies with plundering and burning his Country;

declaring a like Ine lination, he had conformably de. 
clar d on the Side of France, and wilh'd the Impe. 
rial Court, when they began the War in Traly, had 
had the Conſent of the Electoral College: That he 
had indeed poſſeſs d himſelf of Um and Memming. 
ben, and he thought it high Time, for his own Se. 
curity and the Preſervation of his Country, as he 
was in Danger of being cruſh'd by a Monarchial 
Adminiſtration before unheard of in the Empire. 


In the mean Time, it had been concerted be. 


tween the Llector of Bavaria, and Marſhal Yillars, 
that the Marſhal ſhould attend the Motions of 
Prince Leis of Baden, while the Elector invaded * 
the Country of Tyrol, in order to open a Commu. | 
nication with the French in Italy. The Elettor's Mo. 


tions were fo very ſwift, and his Succeſs ſuch, that 


it alarm'd the Court of Yienna, for in fix Days he 
made himſelf Maſter of the whole Country, and 


took as many ftrong Places as might have ſtopp'da 


numerous Army for as many Months, had they 
in ſuch a Condition as they ought : And at length 
the Elector made histriumphant Entry into Inſpruck, 


Florins: But the Elector, marching afterwards to 
the Mountain Brenner, in order to join the Duke 
cf Vendoſme in Italy, (in which Deſign he was dif 


appointed) the Peaſants in Tyrol took Arms, and 
rætook feveral of the Places he had taken, and cut 


the Garriſons in Pieces he had left in them: And 
tho the Elector afterwards reveng'd himſelf upon 
the Peafants ; yet underſtanding that ſome of the 
Imperial Generals were marching againſt him, and 
that his Country had ſuffer'd very much in his Ab- 
fence, he was obliged to abandon Tyrol again, and 

return to Minich. | 
The Duke of Bavaria having rejoined Marſhal 
Pillars, fell upon Count & rum, who commanded 2 
con- 


the Capital of Tyrol, from which he demanded Ho. 
mage, and a monthly Contribution of 120,000 
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conſiderable Body of the Imperialiſts, near Hocſtet, 
and defeated him: In the mean Time Count 
Tallard beſieged and took Old Zri/ar, and on the 
7th of October inveſted Landau. 
The Conſederates being ſenſible of what Impor- 
tance the Preſervation of Landau was, after they 
had diſpoſed the reſt of the Army into their Win- 
ter Quarters, order d the Hereditary Prince of 
Heſſe Caſſel to attempt the raiſing of the Siege; to 
which Purpoſe he march'd from the Netherlands 
with 12 Battalions, and twenty-nine Squadrons ; 
and having reach'd Atzey in the Palatinate with 
very long Marches, was there attended by Count 
Naſſau Meilbourgb, General of the Palatinate For- 
ces, in order to concert proper Meaſures for the re- 
leving of Landau, to which Purpoſe he promiſed 
to meet his Highneſs between Frankendale and an- 
leim. The French having Notice of this March, 
ſent away M. Pracontal with a Body of 10,000 Mer 
to follow the Prince; who uſed ſuch Diligence, thar 
he join d Count Tallard before the Confederares 
had any Notice of his March. The Prince of He /* 
being arrived at Spires, within four Leagues of 
Landau, the French Generals ſurpriz'd him on wie 
35thof November, and entirely deſeated his Forees : 
Whereupon the Count de Frize, Gr vernor of Lan- 
dau, deſpairing of Relief, ſurrendered to the Trench, 
the 19th, upon honourable Terms. 3 
Count Alurſin, being ſent about the ſame Time 
to command the French Army that acted in Con- 
junction with the Elector of Bavaria, in the Room 
of Marſhal Fillars (whoſe hauty and aſſuming 
Behaviour the Elector could not bear) they laid 
rege to the City of Augslourg, with their united 
Forces, the 6th of September, and the Town ſur- 
render'd the 14th : And another Addition to the Em- 
peror's ill Fortune this Winter was, that the Hun- 
gariar: 
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garians broke out into Rebellion, being led by the 
famous Prince Ragotzi, who publiſh'd a Declaration, 
ſetting forth, That they took up Arms in Defence of 
their Religion and Liberties : But if the Proteſtants 
might enjoy them without Moleſtation, and the 
Government of Ilungary was put into the Hands of 
2 Native, they would lay down their Arms. How- 
ever, the Emperor did not ſhew any Diſpoſition to 
afford them theſe Terms : On the contrary Prince 
Eugene with a Body of Troops was ſent to Presrrgh, 
to endeavour tv reduce the Malecontents by Force. 

But notwithſtanding the Affairs of the Allies in 
Gcrmony were in a bad Situation, they had no ill 


Aſpect in general: For this Year both the Duke of | 


Savoy and the King of Portugal came into the 
Grand Alliance, and the Malecontents in the Ce- 


vcnaes had greater Succeſs than could be expected | 


againſt the French King's Troops. 


His moſt Chriftian Majeſty had ſome Inti mation 


of the Duke of Sywoy's Intention to change Side 
before the End of the Campaign: W hereupon the 
Duke of I 1do/me, by the Orders of his Maſter, 
ſeiz d and difarm'd all the Troops of Syvcy that 
acted hitherto in Conjunction with Trace 5 and 
the Duke of Sg, on the other Hand, caus'd all 
the French Officers in Turin, together with the 
French A mbaſſador, to be apprehended and confin'd; 
which produced an Order from the French King w. 
the Duke of / ©x:doſine to invade Savoy immediately, 
and to tranſmit the followings Letter from th. 
Grand Monarch to his Royal Highneſs.

ment of Troops; and the Marquis of Viſconti, with 
filteen LOS Imperial Horſe, found Means to Join 
his Royal Highneſs on the 2d of November. 

Having ſeen the Succeſs of the Land Armies, I 
come in the next Place to obſerve the Motions of 
the Confederate Fleet, which conſiſting of thirty- 
five Engliſo, and fourteen Dutch Men of War, ſet 


| fail from Spithead, under the Command of Sir 


Cloude/ly Shovel, the Beginning of Fuly, and arriv'd 
at the Mouth of the River of Lisbon the 24th: One 
principal Defign of ſending out this Fleet being to 
encourage the King of Portugai to remain firm to 
the Allies, and to protect his Coaſts againſt the 
French: Another Deſign of this Voyage, was to

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he had a great Eſteem for the Exgliſh, but he was 
ſorry he was not in a Condition to oppoſe their 
Landing. The Eugliſ and Dutch Admirals after- 
wards publiſh'd a Declaration, ſetting forth, That 
purſuant to the Orders of her Majeſty, the Queen 
of Great Britain, and the States-General, they 
were come to protect ſuch of the good Subjects of 
Spain, as were willing to return to the Obedience 
of their Sovereign the Archduke Charles, and to 
deliver them from the Oppreſſion and Tyranny of * 
France: But the Admirals finding no conſiderable 
Numbers ready to join them (tho' the People 
ſhewed no Averſion to the Houſe of Auſtria, and 
brought in Plenty of Proviſions) they ſet fail the | 
zd of September, and ſome few Days after arriv d 
at Leghorn in Tuſcany, where Count Lamberg, the 
Imperial Ambaſlador to the Court of Rome, came 
on Sad Sir Qoudeſſy, and brought Advice, that 
the Archduke Charles (the late Emperor) was 
roclaimed King of Spain at Vienna the 12th of 
eptember, N. S. by the Name of Charles III; and 
thereupon the Guns of the Fleet were fir d, and his 
Cathotiek Majeſty's Health drunk. 

But I ſhould have taken Notice, that, when the 
Confederate Fleet ſailed from the Bay of Mea, the 
Pembroke and Tartar Men of War were detach'd 
to the Gulph of Narbonne with the Arms and Am- 
munition that were deſigned for the Cevennors : The 
Day after theſe Ships parted from the Fleet, they 
took a French Tartane, the Maſter whereof told 
them, their Deſign was diſcovered ; that he was at 
Ade, a Town not far from the Gulph of Narbonne, 
when the Marſhal Aſontreuil came thither, with ſe- 
veral Engineers to view the Coaſt ; and that the 
Marſhal had ordered all that could carry Arms, to 
rendezvous at certain Places upon the Coaſt, u 
bring oft the Guns from Fort Yreſcon; and that 
M Torrer Languedoc was under à great Conſterna- 

tion,

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tion, being afraid the Engliſb would land there, and 
relieve the Cævennois. On the 17th, they failed in 
Sight of Narbonne, and when they came over-againſt 


Agde, Fort Breſcon fir d four Guns, and imme- 


diately all the Country appear'd in Arms. The 
18th, the Tartar was ordered to ſtretch a Head, 
and advance as near the Shoar as poſlible ; and 
ſhe came into ten Fathom of Water, and the Pem- 
broke into thirteen, the Land about two Miles di- 
ſtance ; and there they made the Signals agreed on, 
but were not anſwer d from the Shore: Where- 


upon the Pembroke and Tartar ſer ſail for Leghorn, 


where they arriv'd the 23d, and join d the Grand 
Fleet that came thither three or four Days before. 
This Deſign of aſſiſting the Cevennors had been 
unluckily diſcovered by ſome of the French Refugees 
that had been diſpatch'd from England and Holland 
thither, to acquaint them with her Majeſty's Inten- 
tions of relieving them ; but one of all that had 
been ſent got ſafe thither, and returned again ; 
which was Monſieur Flotard, who ſtaid fix Days 


amongſt the Cevennois, and acquainted them with 


the Signals the Fleet would make, and directed them 
what Signal they ſhould make in Return: He 
viewed a Body of their Troops, eonſiſting of 6000 
Men; and they acquainted him, that they could 


muſter much greater Force, but they were then 


. in getting in their Harveſt: They com- 
miſſion d Flotard to ſoll ieit the Proteſtant Powers in 


their Behalf, and bid him aſſure the Marquiſs of 


Mirmont, who ſent him, that they would gladly 
receive him for their General. The other Meſſen- 
gers, who were ſent to the Cevennois, were taken, 
and broke alive upon the Wheel, or ſent to the 
Gallies: And thus ended the Project of relieving 


the Cevennors. The 22d of Ofober, Sir Clonde/ly 


Shovel ſet fail from Leghorn, and, having ordered 
3 Squadron of Men of War to Tunis, Trip ly and

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Algicr, to renew the Peace with thoſe Places, he 
came again into Atea Bay, on the Coaſt of Va. 
leiccia, where ſeveral of the Spaniards declared for 
King Charles, and came and ſerv'd on board the 
Fleet; and the Fleet having taken in Water, ſet 
fail for England, and arrived inthe Downs the 17th 
of November following. 8 | 
have already mentioned the Archduke Charles | 
being proclamed King of Spain at Vienna ; which 
Ceremony being over, the Emperor his Father, 
made Preparations to ſend him to Portugal, by 
Way of Holland and England; and, at the ſame 
Time, diſpatch'd Letters to his Portugueſe Majeſty, 
and the Queen of Great Britain, recommending 
the young Monarch to their Protection: About 
the Middle of September, King Charles ſet out from 
Fienma for Holland ; and, paſſing through the 
Territories of the Elector of Hanover, was met by | 
that Prince, and complimented on his Acceſſion: 
At Vuſſeldorpb he was received by the Elector Pals | 
tine, where the Duke of Marlborough attended o | 
him, and congratulated him, in the Name of her 
Britennick Majeſty, on his Acceſſion to the Throne 
of Spain; whereupon the Catholick King took his 
Sword from his Side (being very rich, and provided 
for that Purpoſe) and gave 1t the Duke, telling 
him in French he was but a poor Prince, 7e ny 
gue le Manteau & F Epce : I have nothing but ny 
Cloak and my Sword ; the latter may be of Uſe to your 
Grace, and] hope you ill not think it the worſe for 
my wearing it one Day. His Majeſty arrived at 
the Hague the 2d of November; where he repre- 
tented to the States, That the Province of Lin- 
bitrth belong'd to him, as King of Spain, and de- 
tired that he might have the Civil Government 
thereof; which the States complying with, his Ma- 
j-ity appointed Count Zinzndorf to take Poſſeiſion 
of the Town and Province of Linburgh in his 
EE Name, 
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Name. But to return to Bririf Affairs: 
The Duke of Ormond — been conſtituted 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, as has been obſerved 
already, held a Parliament of that Kingdom the

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the great Detriment of her Majeſty's Subjects, and 
Failure of Juſtice : And that it was from her Ma. 
reſty's gracious Interpoſition alone, in their Favour, 
that they hoped for Relief from theſe their mani. 


fold Griefs and Oppreiſions: That they did nat 


doubt her Majeſty would take ſome prudent Mea 


ſures for their Support, either by reſtoring to them 


the full Enjoyment of their Conſtitution, or by pro- 


moting a more firm and ſtrict Union with her Sub. 
jects of England, which would prove to the Ad. 
vantage of that Kingdom ; nothing being more 


certain, than that whatever Riches Treland ſhould © 
acquire, muſt at laſt neceflarily center in the Set

Scurrilous Libels abounded at this Time, re- 
flecting on the Conduct of the Houſe of Commons; 
but none were more ſcurrilous than thoſ2 of ohn 
Tutchin, the Writer of a News-Paper, called The 
Obſ/cruator : Whereupon the Commons reſolved, 
That his Papers contained Matters ſcandalous and 
malicious, reflecting on the Proceedings of the 
Houſe. of Commons, and tending to the promot- 
ing Sedition in the Kingdom; and that urchin 
the Author, How the Printer, and Brazg the Pub- 


liſner be taken into the Cuſtody of the Scrjeant at | 


Arms: And upon their abfconding, the Houſe ad- 
drels'd her Majeſty to iſſue a Proclamation for ap- 
prehending them; and accordingly a Proclamation 
was 1flued, offering a Reward cf 1001. for the 
taking of Zatckin, and 507. a piece for How and 

Bragg 3 
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Bragg; and Tutchin was afterwards proſecuted by 
the Attorney-General, and convicted 5 but there 
being ſome Error in the Proceeding he eſcaped 
Puniſhment. 

Another Proclamation was publiſhed about the 
fame Time, at the Inſtance of the Houſe of Peers, 
promiſing a Reward of 500 J. to any Perſon that 
could decypher ſome Papers that were ſuppoſed to 
relate to the Hottiſh Conſpiracy. 3 

There happened a Difference between the two 
Houſes this Seſſion, concerning a Suit of Law, 
that one A/by brought againſt William White, and 
the reſt of the Conſtables of AMesbury, for refuſing 
his Vote at the laſt Election of Burgeſſes, to ſerve 
in Parliament for that Borough. 

Aſpby, the Plaintiff, had a Verdict againſt the 
Conſtables at the Aſſizes; but, the Defendants mov- 
ing the Court of Kng's-Bench in Arreſt of Judg- 
ment, three of the Judges, (viz.). Poet, Gould, 
and Poris, were of Opinion the Action would nut 
lye; for that the judging of Elections belonged 
ſolely to the Houſe of Commons; adding, That 
this was the firſt Action of the Kind that had been 
brought; and, if theſe Suits were encouraged, it 
would make the Return- Officers liable to an infinite 
Number of Suits. The Lord Chief Juſtice Holt 
indeed differed from his Brethren, being of Opi- 
nion, that every Man had a Right to ſue the Re- 
turn Officers (if he had a legal Vote) where his Vote 
was refuſed : But there being three Judges againſt 
one, the Conſtables carried their Point. 

This Matter being brought before the Houſe of 
Lords, afterwards, by a Writ of Error, the Judges 
were ordered to deliver their Opinions. Whete- 
upon Sir Tlomas Trevor, Lord Chief Juſtice of the 
Common *Pleas, and ſeveral other Judges, declared 
it was their Opinion, That the Houſe of Commons 
only had a Right to judge of Elections, and con: 


ſequent:y 
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ſequently who were the Electors; and obſerved, that 


' Petitions to that Houſe were frequently founded 


on Allegations, that ſome of the Voters had no 
Right, and that others were refuſed that had 2 
Right; nor had it ever been diſputed that the 
Commons were the only proper Judges of this 
Matter; adding, that, if two independent Juriſdi- 
ctions ſhould be allowed in the ſame Caſe, this 
muſt frequently occaſion contrary Judgments, and 
create great Confuſion in the Execution of ſuch 
Judgments. | 

To this it was anſwer'd, that a Voter had no 
other Remedy; but in a Court of Law ; for ſup- 

fing the Perfon was returned he would have voted 
= he had no Pretence to complain tothe Houſe 


of Commons; and, if they could admit of ſuch a 


Complaint, they could give him no Damages to

the Court of King's-Bench. | 
The Commons receiving Information of this 
Decifion of the Houſe of Lords, refolv'd, That, 
according to the known Laws and Uſage of Par- 
lament, it was the ſole Right of the Commons 
( except in Caſes otherwiſe provided for by Act of 
Parliament) to examine and determine all Matters 
relating to the Right of Election of their own 
Members. 2. That neither the Qualitication of an 
Elector, 
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Elector, or the Right of any Perſon elected, js 
cognizable or determinable elſewhere than before 
the Commons, except as aforeſaid. 3. That the 
examining and determining the — or 
Right of any Elector, or any Perſon elected, in 
any Court of Law, or elſewhere, than before the 
Commons, except as aforeſaid, will expoſe all 
Mayors and other Return-Officers to Multiplicity 
of Actions and vexatious Suits, and ſubject them to 
different and independant Juriſdictions, and incon- 
ſiſtent Determinations.

diction than the Houſe of Commons, except as 
aforeſaid, ſuch Perſons, and all Attornies, Soliei- 
tors, Counſellors, and Serjeants at Law, ſolicit 
ing, pleading, or 8 in any ſuch Caſe, 
are guilty of a high Breach of the Privilege of this 
Houſe : And theſe Reſolutions were ordered to be 
fixed on Weſtminſter-Hall Gate, fignd by the 
Clerk. 
On the other Hand, the Lords reſolv'd, Firſt, 
That, by the known Laws of this Kingdom, every 
Freeholuer, or other Perſons having a Right to 
vote at the Election of Members to ſerve in Par- 
lament ; and being wilfully denied, or hinder'd ſo 
to do by the Officer, who ought to receive the 
ſame, may maintain his Action againſt ſuch Ofti- 
cer, and recover Damages for the Injury. 2. That 
the aſſerting that a Perſon, having a Right to give 
his Vote at an Election, and being hindered ſo to 
do by the Officer, who ought to take the ſame, Is 
without Remedy; for ſuch Wrong, by the ordi- 
nary Courſe of Law, is deſtructive of the Proper

and manifeſtly tends to encourage Corruption and 


Partiality in Officers who are to make Returns to

3. That the declaring Matthezo Abby guilty of a 
Breach of Privilege of the Houſe of Commons for

in Parliament for Recovery of his Damages, is an 
unprecedented Attempt upon the Judicature in Par- 
liament ; and is, in effect, to ſubject the Law of 
England to the Votes of the Houſe of Commons.

Actions in the ordinary Courſe of Law, where they 


are deprived of their Right of Voting; and the ter- 
rifying Attornies, Solicitors, Counſellors, and Ser-

* the impreſſing of Soldiers by 
the Crown had been look d upon as a very great 
Grievance before the Revolution, both Whi 5 and 

Tories agreed this Year in promoting an Act, im- 
powering Juſtices of the Peace to impreſs ſuch Men 
as they bo fit, (who were not intitled to a Vote for 
Members of Parliament) for the Land-Service :

To which 
her Majeſty anſwered, She thought 1t reaſonable 
that the Commiſſioners of the Peace ſhould be fill'd 
with Gentlemen of the beſt Quality and Eſtates, 
and as fit that they ſhould be of known Loyalty 
and Affection to the Government, the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion and the Church of England ; and ſhe 
ſhould give Directions accordingly. 

Complaint having been made to the Commons 
the latter End of this Seſſion, of two Books, con- 
taining ſome Heterodox Notions; the one aflert- 
ing, Tie Mortality of the Soul, and the other enti- 
tled, The Grand Eſſay or Vindication of Reaſon and

The 
King of Portugal expected the Englih General 
ſhould be commanded by the Governour of every 
Province where the Army happened to be; and 
Id not fo much as ſuffer the Exgliſu and Dutch 
rals to command their own Forces, or kee 
them in a Body; but diſtributed them into his little 
ged frontier Towns, that were not tenable, and 
where ſeveral Regiments were made Priſoners b 
the Duke of Aijou (the French King of Spain,) and 
the Duke of Berwick, who invaded Portugal this 
Campaign, with an Army of two and twenty thou. 
ſand French and Spaniards. The Marquis das 


Minas, the Portugueſe General, pretended to give

In the mean Time, Sir George Rook, having 
cruiſed for ſome Time with the Confederate Fleet 
on the Coaſt of Portugal, returned to Lisbon, and 
took the Prince of Hefſe-Darmſtat on board, with 
whom he ſail'd on the 2oth of April to Barcelona. 
On the Arrival of the Fleet in that Road, the Prince 
of Heſſe ſent a Letter to Don Yelaſio the Gover- 
nor, requiring him to ſurrender the Town to his 
lawful Sovereign, King Charles the Third; but he 
anſwered, he would have no Friendſhip or Corre- 
ſpondence with the Enemies of Philip the Fifth, the 
true King of Shan: However, ſome Priſoners 
aſſaring the Prince, that in the City there were 
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five to one for King Charlcs, and that upon the 
landing ſome Troops, they would oblige the Go. 
vernor to ſurrender, the Marines were landed, and 
a ſeeond Summons ſent to the Governor, requiring 
him to ſurrender ; but this being attended with no 
better Succeſs, the Admiral having thrown about 
fixty Bombs into the Place, reimbarked the Forces 
and failed to Nice, from whence continuing bis 
Courſe to Thorlon, he met with Captain Tayler in 
the Charles Galley, near that Harbour, by whom 
he received Advice, that the Count de 7 houlonſe | 
was come into the Mediterranean with the Breſt | 
Squadron, in order to join that of T houlon. Where | 
upon it was reſolv'd to alter their Courſe, and en. 
deavour to diſcover the French Fleet; and on the 
7th of June, the Scouts made the Signal for ſeeing 
them ; whereupon Sir George Rook ſtood after them; 
but, the French being to Windward, he could not 
bring them to an Engagement; and having laſt

Marſhals Vilteroy and TZaliard, with 45,000 Men, 
had paſſed the Rhine above Fort Keil; giving out, 
they would join the Elector of Bavaria, which it 
was not doubted but one of them at leaſt would 
attempt; and therefore his Highneſs defir'd a Re- 
inforcement of Horſe, to enable him to obſerve 
the Enemy's Motions: Thereupon Prince Maxi- 
milian of Hanover was detach'd with 30 Squadrons 
of Imperial Horſe to join the Prince. The 16th, 
the Garriſon of Rain defired to capitulate, and 
marched out the next Day, being conducted by a 
Party of Horſe to the Elector of Bavaria's Camp, 
near Augsburgh; and Orders were given for pro- 
viding Magazines at Newburgh and Rain, for the 
Subfittence of the Confederate Forces. The Army 
| marched again, and on the 23d encamped with 
their Right at Holfurtſpauſen, and their Leſt at 
Ooſcrmariing (the Town of Friedbrrgh being in the 
Centre of the Line) within a League of Augsburgb;

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time, to propoſe to the Elector of Pavia Terms 
of Accommodation; which were in a manner a- 
d on: But, upon Advice that Marſhal Tallard 
Fad aſſed the Black Foreſt, and was coming to 
in him, he ſent to acquaint Count ¶ ati ſſatv, the 
mperor's Miniſter, that fince the French King 
made ſuch powerful Efforts to ſupport him, he 
thought himſelf obliged in Honour to remain firm 
to that Alliance. This Procedure was fo reſented 
by the Duke of Aſarlborougb, that he detached 30 
Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, to plunder and 
burn the Country of Bavaria, to the Walls of 
Munich, his Capital City: Whereupon Deputations 
came from ſeveral Places to the Duke of 1/arlbo- 
rough, offering to pay Contributions to ſave them 


from Military Execution ; to whom his Grace 


anſwer'd, The Queen of England's Forces vere not 
come into Bavaria ro raiſe Money, but to bring their 


Prince to Reaſon. And the Orders for burning and

It being found impracticable to attack the Elec-

Prifoners to Holland : The fame Day the Duke of 
Marlborough received Advice from General T bun- 
gen, that Ulm beat a Parley the oth, and on the 
11th furrendered upon honourable Terms. ; 
Landau holding out longer than was expected, 
the Duke of Marlborough march'd with part of the 
Army towards Triers; and, on his Arrival at Her. 
merskel, three Deputies came from Triers to beg 
his Grace's Protection; acquainting him, that the 
French had ſtill three hundred Men in Fort K. 
Nartin, and they were apprehenſive of ſome ill 
Uſage from them, if they were not timely prevent- 
ed : Whereupon his Grace marched the next Morn- 
mg by Break at Day; and, being come within 
Sight of Triers, the French abandoned the Fort, 
throw ing their Ammunition into the 1fo/elle : The 
Duke afterwards took Poſſeſſion of Triers, and 
ſummon'd in great Numbers of Pioneers to repair 
the Fortitications; after which, his Grace cauſed

cauſed 
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moſt of the ſtrong Places in Bavaria, the Electreſs 
came to a Treaty with the Germans ; whereby it 
was concluded on the Toth of November, that the 
Electreſs ſhould ſurrender all the reſt of the Towns 
in Bavaria to his Imperial Majeſty, only the Elec- 
treſs was permitted to remain in Munch, the Ca- 
pital, with a Guard of four hundred Men, and 
allowed an annual Penſion out of the Revenues of 
the Electorate for the ſupport of her Courr. 
It being computed that Landau muſt foon ſur- 
render, the Duke of Marlborough ordered the Eu- 
g Foot to decamp, and march towards the 
Rhine, in order to embark for Holland ; the Horſe 
being ſent away before: And on the 24th of No- 
vember, N. S. the Town of Landau furrender'd to 
the Imperialiſts; as did Zracrbach, about the Mid- 
dle of December following. There was very little 
Action in Flanders this Campaign; the Dutch, tho 
ſuperior to the Enemy on that Side, contented 
themſelves with bombarding Bruges and Namur, 
— making ſome feeble Attempts on the French 
nes. 
There was a Negociation ſet on Foot this Sum- 
mer, between the Emperor and the Male- contents 


of Hungary ; the Engliſh and Dutch Miniſters act- 


ing the Part of Mediators : But after a great deal 
of Time ſpent in Treaties, the War was renew'd 
m Hungary ; and the Troops the Emperor had 
promis d ſhould march for 7raly, were ordered to 
remforce the Army that acted againſt the Male. con- 
tents; whereby the whole Burthen of the alia 
War was thrown upon the Hugliſ and Dutch. 
We had delivered the Empire indeed from the 
French and Bavarians; but his Imperial Majeſty 
did not think fit to oblige his Confederates fo far in 
return, as to make any conſiderable Conceſſions to 
the Hungarian Protettants, and compoſe the Dit- 
ferences in that Kingdom ; whereby he would dove

I ſhould have remember'd, that her Majeſty wag 
pleaſed to order, the 7th of Seprember O. S. to be 
obſerved in England as a Day of Thankſgiving fol 
the Victory of Hockſter, or Blenbeim; and that Adi 
dreſſes of Congratulation for that Victory were pres 
ſerted to her Majeſty, from all the Counties and

then come to England of the Sueceſſes of the Con 
federate Fleet.

The Fleet 
accordingly ſteering from Gibraltar, came to an Ars 
chor in that Bay the 21ſt: Whereupon the Marines, 
amounting to about two thouſand Men, commanded 
by the Prince of Heſſe,were landed ona Neck of Land, 
to the Northward of the Town, in order to cut off 
their Communication with the Country; and a Sum- 
mons was fent to the Governor requiring him W 
render that Fortreſs 3 but the Governor {lighted that 
Summons: Whereupon the Admiral gave Or- 
ders on the 22d to Rear-Admiral ZByng and Rear.

Shot were made in five or fix Hours time; where- 
by the Enemy were beat from their Guns, eſpe- 
cially at the South-Mole Head; and Capt. Si- 
tater was commanded, with all the Boats armed, 
to poſſeſs himſelf of it; which Orders he imme- 
diately executed: But the Enemy ſprung a Mine, 
whereby they kill'd two Lieutenants and forty Men, 
and wounded about 60 more of thoſe that landed 
firſt, led by Capt. Zumper and Capt. Hicks. This, 
however, did not diſcourage Capt. Vhitaber from 
advancing and making himſelf Maſter of molt of 
the Batteries and Works, to the very Walls of the 
Town : Whereupon another Summons being ſent. 
to the Governor, he thought fit to ſurrender, and 
the Prince of Heſſe, with the Marines took Poſſeſ- 
fion of the Place. | 
The Seamens Attack, tis ſaid, was one of the 
boldeſt and moſt difficult That ever was made; 
theſe brave Fellows being obliged to climb up 
Rocks and Precipices to come at the Enemy. 
Some of the Land Officers wers of Opinion it was 
impotlible to carry thoſe Works, eſpecially as they 
were defended by numerous Batteries; no leſs than 
an hundred Guns being mounted rowards the 
Sea: But no hazards could deter the Sailors from 
the Attempt, tho they ſaw many of the firſt De- 
nchment blown up in the Air, by the ſpringing 
of a Mine: They ſtill preſſed forwards, and car- 
ned moſt of the Out-works on that Side next the 
ea, at the firſt Afaulr; while the Prince of Her 
and the Marines attack'd the Place with equal 
Bravery on the Land Side, and obliged the Ge- 
vernor to capitulate. Indeed, both the one and 
the other gain'd immortal Honour, by carrying a 
Place in three Days, which has fince endur'd Sieges 
« many Months Continuance, and more than once 
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baffled the united Forces of France and Spain. Th 
proceed: The Admiral having left the Prince @ 
Heſſe and the Marines in the Place, with all off 
Ammunition he could ſpare, ſet ſail again fri 
Gibraltar to cruiſe inthe Areights: and on the ol 
of Auguſt, as the Ships were taking in Water @ 
the Coaſts of Barbary, the Scouts made Signals 
f-eing the Enemy's Fleet: Whereupon a Coung 
of War being call/d, it was refolved to fight the- 
tho the Confederates were much weaken'd by ll 
Dutch recalling a Squadron of their Ships, to cal 
voy ſome of their Merchant-men to &. Georgi 
and had this farther Diſadvantage, that — 
the Enemy's Ships were Firſt Rates, carrying | 
wards of an hundred Guns, full of Men, and] 
come clean out of Harbour; whereas the Confeds 
rates had ſcarce any Firſt Rates there, all tha 
Ships foul, and thinly mann'd, having been long 
from Home: However, under all theſe Diſadvats 
tages, Sir George Rouke purſued the French Fla 
till the r2th, and came up with them at Cape M 
lagàa that Evening. . 
On Sunday the 13th, in the Morning, O. S. thi 
Enemy (being about three Leagues diſtant, brougil 
to and ſtaid for him) form'd their Line and p 
par d for an Engagement: Their Line confillal 
of fiſty-two Ships, and they had befides twenl 
four Gallies: The Exgliſ and Durch had fifty-wrl 
Ships of the Line (but much ſmaller as has bel 
obſcrv'd already) and ſome Frigates that were 
der'd to obſerve the Gallies. The Allies bore dows 
upon the French, and at Ten o Clock the Bard 
begun: The French fought with great Fury in tl 
Center, engaging the Admiral with their Firſt! 
ſecond Rates; but were ſo bravely eneounter d, tha 
notwithſtanding the Inequality of Guns and Meg 
Victory had ſoon declared for the Confederates, iþ 
ſcveral Ships had not been oblig d to quit the Lind 
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for want of Ammunition. As it was, the Ene- 
mies Van gave Way about two in the Afternoon, 
and they centinued a Running-Fight till the 
Evening : The French having the Wind next 
Morning both Sides lay by, within three Leagues 
of each other, repairing their Defects; and Am- 
munition was deliver d by Admiral Rooke to ſuch 
of his Ships as wanted it. On the 15th the Freue 

bore away, and the Confederate Fleet ſtood after 
them till the 16th, when they loſt Sight of the 
Enemy, who retired to Thoulon, leaving the Al- 
lies triumphant in the Aſediterraucan, notwith- 


ſtanding all the great Diſadvantages they lay un- 


der: Whereupon the Admiral failed again to 
Cibraltur; and, having held a Council of War 
there, the 4th of September, it was reſolv'd to re- 
turn home, and accordingly the Confelerate Fleet 
ſet ſail from thence the 5th, and arrived at Spit head 
the 25th 3 Sir %u Leak and Admiral VanderdujJey 


being left at Lisbon to protect the Coaſts of Portu- 


gal and relieve Gibraltar, if it ſhould be beſieged, 
as was expected. | 

Nor was this Precaution unneceſſary ; for, on th; 
24th of Ofober, the French and Spaniards, com- 
manded by the Marquifs Villadarias, inveite 
the Place: However, Sir Fohn Leak arriving 
there from Portugal with a Squadron of Men cf 


War, and throwing Supplies into the Town from 


time to time, prevented their making themſelves 
Maſters of the Place. Sir hn Leak atterwards re- 
turning to the River of Lisbon for freſh Sucours, 
Monſieur *Poxts, the French Admiral, came out of 
Cadiz, with thirteen Men of War, and brought 
the Beſiegers great Supplies of Ammunition an. 
Proviſion, and block'd up Gibraltar on that Side 
towards the Sea; whereby the Town was reduced 
to the laſt Extremity, when Admiral Leak, re- 
turning to Gibraltar again, ſurprize! Monſieur 


2 2 Ponpi, 
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Ponti, with his Squadrons in the Bay, of which 
he took three, and run two of the largeſt Men of 
War aſhore, which the Enemy immediately quit. 
ted and ſet on Fire. Upon this Succeſs the Be. 
ſiegers (after they had lain before the Town near 
fix Monihs, and the beſt Part of their Army ruin d 
by Sickneſs or the Sword) thought fit to draw off 
their Batteries and raiſe the Siege, leaving only a 
Detachment of their Forces at ſome Diſtance, to 
block up the Place. e 
While almoſt every other Kingdom in Europe 
was engaged in a War with France, the Scots a 
peared exceedingly diſſatisfied with their Neiol. 
bours of England, on pretence of their intermed- 
dling in and influencing their Affairs; and ſfeem( 
only to wait for an Opportunity of ſhewing their 
Reſentment; They had refuſed to come into the 
Hanover Succeſſion, or to give Supplies for the 
War in laſt Parliament; from whence, mary 
concluded they were inelined to change Hands, 
to put themſelves under the Protection of France 


a zain, and bring in the Pretender. However, the 


Queen, having made ſome Alteration in the Sof 
Miniſtry, and appointed the Marquiſs of Tereedalt 
her High Commiſſioner, thought fit to aſſemble 
that Parliament again, on the 6th of y 1704; 
when the fo!Jowing Leiter from her Majeſty was 
preſented and read to them:

The High Commiſſioner afterwards enlarg'd on 
the ſeveral Articles her Majeſty had recommended; 
adding, That there having been a great Noiſe made 
concerning a Plot in their Neighbour Nation, her 
Majeſty had allowed him to acquaint them, that in 
due Time the whole Matter {hould be laid before 
them; and that ſhe had given the neceſſary Orders 
to have both the Perſons that had been examined in 
England, and the Papers that related to that Affair, 
ſent to them: And her Majeſty doubte. ] not, but 
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their Enquiries into this Plot, or any other Prac- 
tices of the like Nature, would end in their layi 
down ſolid Meaſures for N of them, or 
the fatal Conſequences of them, in Time to come: 
And, as to any Queſtions or Conteſt that might 
ariſe upon ſuch Enquiries amongſt them, her Mx 
jeſty hoped they would manage them with all the 
Temper 2nd Moderation that the Nature of the 
Thing would allow.

The 13th the Parliament met again, and the 
Duke of Hamilton made a Speech; deſiring that 
her Majeſty's Letter might be conſidered, and 
likewiſe the Nomination of a Proteſtant Succeſſor ; 


but infiſted, at the ſame time, that Com miſſioners 


might be named to treat previouſly with Euglanl. 
This Overture occaſioned a great Debate the 27th; 
and the Earl of Rothes having preſcribed another 
Reſolve, it was carried by a Majority of 55, That 
the Reſolve preſented by the ſaid Earl, and that 
preſented by the Duke of Hamilton, ſhould be 
pintly voted ; and they are as follows : 

Reſolved, * That the Parliament will not pro- 
* ceed to the Nomination of a Succeſſor, unleſs we 
have a previous Treaty with England, for regulat- 


ing our Commerce and other Concerns with that 


Nation. And farther it is reſolved, That this 
* Parliament will proceed to make ſuch Limitations

before they proceed to the ſaid Nomination. The 
firſt Part of this Reſolution was propoſed by Duke 

Hamilton, and the other by the Earl of Rozhes. 
The fame Day the Duke of Athol moved, That 
his Grace the Lord Commiſſioner would be pleaſe. 
o write to her Majeſty to ſend down the Perſons 
who were Witneſſes to the late Plot, and all the 
Papers relating to the ſame, that that Aﬀair might 
be examined to the Bottom ; and thoſe who were 
unjuſtly and falſely accuſed might be vindicated, 
Aa 2 an! 
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and thoſe who were guilty puniſh'd according to 
their Demerits : Whereupon the Lord Chancellor 
declared, That his Grace had written, and would 
write again for the Papers and Witneſſes to be 
ſent down; but, not receiving them as ſoon as they 
expected, the Parliament afterwards drew up the 
following Addreſs to her Majeſty on the ſame Sub- 
ject:

They alſo came to the following Reſolutions, 
That the Parliament will proceed to grant two 
Months Supply for ſubſiſting her Majelty's Forces; 
and as ſoon as the Act of Security now read has got 
the Royal Aſſent, will give four Months more. 
This Motion being oppoſed, the Earl of Ry/eburgh 
preſented the following Reſolution, as an Expe- 
dient, vi8. That there be a firſt Reading mark'd 
on the Act of MEANT and that both the Act and 
that ſor the Supply be without being farther pro- 
ceeded on, until his Grace, her Majeſty's Com- 
miſſioner, receive Inſtruments as to the Act of Se- 
eurity; it being then fres to the Parliament to pro- 
ceed to the Acts, jointly or ſeparately, as they 
ſhall think fit. This Reſolution was approv'd and 
the AQt of Security had a firſt Reading mark'd 
thereon. The 27th the Parliament adjourn'd to 
the 3d of Augiiſt, expecting by that Time that the 


Commiſſioners would have received her Majeſty's 


_ Inſtructions on the ſaid Act of Security. 


The Parliament meeting again the zd of Auguſt, 
and being acquainted that the High Commiſſioner 
was impower' d to paſs the Act of Security, both 


that and the Supply were paſs'd, and received the 


Royal Aſſent the 5th of Aug. 

By the Act of Security they ſtatute and ordain, 
That in Caſe of the Death of the Queen, her Heirs 
or Sueceſſors, the Parliament then in being ſhall 
ht; and if the Parliament happen to be adjourn'd, 
then they ſhall aſſemble and fit the twentieth Day 
after ſuch Death; and if there be no Parliament in 


being, then the Members of the preceeding Parlia- 


meat 
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ment ſhall meet at Edinburgh the twentieth Day af. 
ter ſuch Death; and the ſaid Eſtates of Parliament 
are impowerd to adminifter the Government: 
And, if the Queen ſhall leave Heirs of her Body, 
or a Sueceſſor be appointed by the Queen and Par. 
lament, the ſaid Eſtates ſhall tender the Corona, 
tion-Oath to ſuch Succeſſor, within thirty Days af. 
ter their Meeting; and if the Succeſſor be under 
Age, then the ſaid Eftates ſhall appoint a Regency 
until he attain the Age of Seventeen. 

And if her Majeſty die without Iſſue of her Body, 
or a Succeflor appointed as above, the aforcfaid 
Eſtates are impower d to nominate a Sueceſſor, and 
to ſettle the Succeiſion of the Crown upon the 
Heirs of ſuch Sueceſſor's Body; the ſaid Succeſſor 
and the Heirs of his Body being of the Royal Line 
of Scotland, and of the true Proteſtant Religion; 
Provided ſuch Succeſſor be not the Succeſſor to the 
Crown of England; unlefs during her Majeſty" 
Reign there be ' ſuch Conditions of Government 
enacted, as may ſecure the Honour and Sovere1gnty 
of this Crown and Kingdom, the Freedom of Par- 
liaments, the Religion, Liberty and Trade of the 
Nation, from Engliſp or any foreign Influence. 

And it is made High- Treaſon, to acknowledge 
any Perſon to be King or Queen of Korland, rot 
taking the Coronation-Oath, or not appointed as 
aforeſaid. | 

And until the Meeting of the ſaid Eſtates, on 
ſuch Death as aforeſaid, the Adminiſtration of the 
Government ſhall be by ſuch of the Members of 
the ſaid Eftates, and ſuch of the Privy-Council 
as are then at Edinburgh: And all Civil Commiſ- 
fions, grante! during Pleaſure, ſhall be void, ex- 
cept Sherifs, Stewards and Juſtices of the Peace. 

And for a further Security to the Kingdom, it 1s 
enacted, That rhe rie Proteſtant Heretors and all 
the Burg! s jboul l provide themſtlves with Fire Arms 


for | 
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, all the fenſible Men <who were Proteſtants ; and 


the - Heretors and Burghs ſhould decline* their 
ſaid fenſible Men once a Month at leaſt. 


The Scots as has been obſerved, were ſo ſet up- 
on this Bill, that they voted a four Months Ceſs or 
Tax extraordinary, upon the paſſing of it: And this, 
the Miniſtry in England made their Excuſe ſome 
time afterwards, for ſuffering the Royal Aſſent to 
be given to a Bill, which, upon the Matter, was 
little leſs than putting the S:ors in a Capacity of 
compelling the Engliſh by Force to ſubmit to their 
Terms. Others alledg'd, this was a neceſſary Piece 
of Policy, to prevent a Rebellion, for which that 
Nation was ripe at that Time ; but it was an odd 
Way to prevent Rebellion, by putting Arms into 
their Hands: When they were arm'd and diſei- 
plin d, as the Act directed, it was preſumed they 
would not be leſs formidable than before.

The next Day the Lords attended her * 1 


with an Addreſs of Thanks for her S peech ; decla- 


ring, they would 1mprove to the utmoſt the bleſſed 
Opportunity put into their Hands; and congratula- 
ted the Succeſs of her Majeſty's Arms under the 
Condu# of the Duke of Marlborough. 
The Commons in their Addreſs, congratulated 
her Majeſty, as well upon the Victory obtained. by 


George Rooke, as upon that other obtaind by 


the Duke of Marlborough; aſſuring her, they 
came diſpoſed to do every thing that was neceſſary 
for ooo Proſecution of the War; ant that 


they would give ſuch a ſpeedy Diſpatch to the 


publick Buſineſs, as might enable her Majeſty to 
purſue the Advantages ſhe had obtained over th: 
common Enemy: That they would uſe their ur- 
moſt Endeavours, by all proper Meaſures to pre- 
vent all Divifions amongſt them ; and they would 
have no Contention, but who ſhould molt promote 
and eſtabliſh the publick Weltare, both in Church 
and State. 

The Commons alſo addreſs'd her Majeſty, to 
beſtow her Bounty upon the Seamen ani Land 
Forces that kad behaved themſelves fo gallantly 
both by Sen and Land; and her Majeſty , gave 
Directions accordingly for diſtributing a Bounty 
amongſt them.

The 
Emperor indeed found his Account in the Blenheim 
Vidtory : But, if it be conſidered, that the Victory 
of Milaga did nut only oblige the French to quit 
the Mediterranean (the Field of Battle) and retire 
to their Ports there; but that their Grand Fleet 
never durſt appear upon the Sea afterwards during 
the whole War, and leſt us at Liberty to make 
Deſcents and carry on the War where we pleaſed. 
the whole 3 of France and Spain lying open 
to our Inſults after this Battle, the Victory of Ma- 
laga deſerves not to be ſlighted, eſpecially if we 
reflect again, that the French were raltly ſuperior in 
the Number of Guns and Men, and the Size of 
their Ships ; that they were come freſh out of Har- 
bour, and were affiſted by their Gallies, which the 
Allies wanted, and by the Help of theſe they 
towed off their diſable Ships: Add to this, that 
the Admiral, in Perſon, ſtood expoſed on the open 
Deck the whole Day, in the higheſt Part of his 
Ship, with his Sword drawn, animating his *

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and directing the Battle: That he was in the hot- 
teſt Part of the Fight, attacked by firſt Rate Men 
of War, and himſelf in the leaſt ſecond Rate in 


the Engliſp Fleet; and will it not be a Reproach 
to the Adminiſtration, that he was deprived of 


his Poſt ? 


On the other Hand, it has been obſerved by

then the Lords would become Judges of the Right 
of Electors to chuſe, and conſequently who were 
duly elected Members of the Commons Houſe; 
whereby the Commons would looſe their Indepen- 
dency, and become fubjett to the Lords, as to their 
very Being ; for tho' they allowed the Common 
to determine the Right of the Members to fit n 
the Houſe ; yet if the Lords could notwithſtand.

Whereupon his Catholick Majeſty, find- 
ins there was little more to be done on that Side, 
red to embark on board the Confederate Fleet, 
which arrived at Lisbon the latter End of Zune, 
with ſome Land Forces, commanded by the Earl 
of Peterborough, which were intended to make a 
Deſcent, either on the Coaſts of Spain or Italy.

This Town is fituated in a Plain near the Sea, 
having a Mole; within which, only Gallies and 
ſmall Ships can enter, and has a Platform with 
ſome Guns mounted for its Defence: This Cuy is 
not ſtrong, having only a Wall and Dutch, ten 
Baſtions, and ſome old Towers; the Diteh in ſome 
Places ſhallow, and the covered Way was not then 
finiſhed: The Caſtle of Mayjrch, or Montjoy, is 
fituated upon a Hill on the Eaſt Side of the City, and 
commands it: The Country along that Quaſk 1s 
level, very fruitful and well cultivated, WH 
by many Rivulets, which ran down from the 


neighbouring Mountains ; for, at about a League's 
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Diftance from the Sea, the Land begins to riſz;

and notwithſtanding the continual Fire of the Ene 
my, gain'da Baſtion : But the Prince of Heſſe, ex. 
po his Perſon too much, in order to poſſch 

imſelf af a Poſt that would cut off the Commu. 
nication between the Town and the Fort, was un. 
fortunately ſhot through the Thigh with a Musket. 
ball that tore an Artery, after which he march'd, 
however, above fiſty Paces, animating his Men, 
and then fell down through loſs of Blood: He wa; 
carried off to a little Houſe that ſtood near the 
Place; but died before they could look upon the 
Wound. 

This Accident, and the Marquiſs of Rzsbourg's 
bringing a Reinforcement of Troops at the ſame 
time from the Town into the Caſtle ; which, by 
the Way, ſurpriz'd and took three hundred of the 
Prince's Soldiers, was near throwing all into Conf 
ſion: The Soldiers, who had poſſeſs d the Outworks, 
were about abandoning them and retiring ; when 
the Earl of Peterborough advanced, and took upon 
him the Command, and, by his Preſence and Au- 
thority, prevail'd on the Men to maintain ther 
Ground; whereupon the Spaniſh Militia alfo retum. 
ed to the Charge, poſſeſs d themſelyes of St. Ber 
tram's Fort, with five Pieces of Cannon; whereby 
they cut off the Communication between the Town 
and Fort Alont jay; the Marquis of Risbourgh having 

Juſt before changed part of the Garriſon of the Fort, 
and retired into Barcelona with his Priſoners. 

And now the Earl of Pererborough, having re- 
ſolved to beſiege the Fort in Form, erected his Bat- 
teries, and bombarded the Place without ceafing ; 
and, on the 17th, three Days after he came before 
it, a Bomb luckily fell on a Place where there lay 
a Quantity of Powder, that blew up part of the 
Wall and Gate ; the Governor and A of his 
Officers being buried in the Ruins: Whereupon 
Colonel South e, who commanded in the Trenches, 
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advanced Sword in Hand to the Place that was 
blown up; and, finding the Enemy in Confuſion. 
and the Earl of Peterborough advancing to ſupport 
him, they ſtormed and took the Caſtle at once, 
making the Garriſon Priſoners of War: immedi- 
ately after which, the Earl of Peterborough order d 
the Town to be bombarded, and the Trenches 
open d before it, the 19th of September. The 
Bombs having ſet the Townon Fire in ſeveral Places, 


and particularly the Viceroy's Palace and Town- 
houſe ; this occaſion'd a great Conſternation in the 


Place : Whereupon the Governor gave leave to any 
ofthe Inhabitants to go out; and moſt of the Clergy, 
Nuns, Women, and Children, thereupon left the 
Place, and were kindly received by his Catholick 
Majeſty : The Batteries conſiſting of two and fiſty 


Pieces of Cannon, began to play the 22d; and the 


Fleet at the ſame time, thunder'd againſt the 
Town with their Ordinance. In the mean time, 
the greateſt part of the Nobility in Catalonia came 


and offered their Service to his Catholick Majeſty; 


befides ſeveral thouſand Horſe and Foot of the 
Militia compleatly armed: And nov. the Governor, 
deſpairing of Relief, thought fit to capitulate and 
ſurrender the Place the 4th of October, 1705. O. S. 
and the next Day the Earl of Peterbarough order d 
a Detachment of the Army to take Poſſeſſion of one 
of the Gates : The ſame Day Gironne declared for 


King Charles; as did all the reſt of the Towns in 


Catalonia, except Roſes. | 
The Populace wete ſo exaſperated againſt Pon 
Velaſco the Governor, and the reſt of the Officers of 
the Garriſon, that the Earl of *Prrerbororgh found 
more Difficulty, and run as great Hazurds in preſerv- 
ing them from the Fury of the Mob the Day he took 
Poſſeſſion of the Town, as he had done inthe ſtorm- 
ing Fort Aion: jar: One of the SH Militia, ſee- 
ing the Duke of Pop; a Neapolitain Nobleman 
| near 
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near his Lordſhip, fired at him, and miſſing hiy 


Aim, the Shot went through the Earl of Pererty. 
rough's Wig, and he was forced to put the Duke 
into a Houſe, and ſet a Guard upon him to ſave his 
Life; and as to Don Velaſco the Governor, the 
Earl found it neceſſary to order a Guard of eight 
hundred Men to convey him on Board the Fleet; 
however, on the 15th, the Day after this Tumult, 
the Shops were opened as in Time of Peace, and 
the City of Barcelona appeared to be in perfe} 
Tranquillity. | 

The King of Spain, having made his Entry in. 
to Barcelona, and received the Oath of Fidelity of 
his Subjects, a Council of the Land and Sea Ge. 
neral Officers was held; wherein it was thought 
fit to comply with the Reſolution of the King of 
Spain, who declared, That he would venture his 
own Perſon with the Catalonians ; and that the 
Earl of Peterborough ſhould continue with that 


Prince with the Land Forces, and all the Marine 


that could be ſpared from the Service of the Ship 
The Seaſon of the Year being far ſpent, it wa 
alſo reſolved, that Sir Cloudeſſey Shovel and Admin 
Allemond ſhould make the beſt of their Way home; 
and that twenty-five Engliſh, and fifteen Dutch 
Ships ſhould winter at Lisbon, under the Com- 
mand of Sir Fohn Leak, and Rear Admiral Wa 
ſenaer: They left four Engliſh and two Dutch 
Frigates at Barcelona; and the Fleet having ſailed 
from thence, landed at Malaga and Alicant Don 
Felaſco, and about a thouſand Men of the Garr- 
ſon of Barcelona, the reſt having liſted themſelves 
in the Service of King Charles. Sir Cloudeſtey ar- 
rived the 6th of November at Gibraltar, ſailed from 
thence the 9th, and arriv'd the 28th at Sr. Helens, 
and a few Days after came to London, where he 
was received by the Queen and Prince with great 
Marks of Eſtrem. 1

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To give the Reader a more perfe& Notion of 
this important Enterprize, and Situation of Affairs 
in the South of Spain at this Time, it is requiſite 
to tranſcribe the King of Spain's Letter to her Ma- 
jelly, and ſome Paragra hs out of the Earl of Pe- 
terborough's, after this 3 Succeſs : The King 
of Spain's was of the following Tenor: 


Madam my Siſter, SY 

I have not delayed to remind your Majeſty of my 
ſincere ReſpeFs, had I not waited for a good Occa- 
ſton of doing it; which I have now met with, in hav- 
ing the Honour to let you know, that the Town of 
Ratcelona Has ſurrendered to me by Capitulation. I 
make no Doubt but you will receive this great News 
with an entire Satisfattion ; as well becauſe this hap- 
fy Succeſs is but an Effect of your ever glorious Arms, 
as by Reaſon of thoſe kind and tender Sentiments of a 
Parent, with which you conſider me, and all that 

may contribute to the Alvancement of my Intereſt. 
I muſt do this Fuſtice to all your Officers and com- 
mon Soldiers, and in particular to my Lord Peterbo- 
rough, hat he has ſewn throughout this Expedition 
« Conftancy, Valour and Conduct, worthy the Choice 
which your Majeſty has.made of him ; and that he 
not give me greater Sati faction than he has 
done of the great Zeal and Application, which he has 
equally fhewn for my Intereſt and Service. I owe ite 
ſame Fuſtice to your Brigadier General Stanhope, 
upon Account of his great Zeal, Attention, and mo{: 
prudent Conducs, of which he has given me Proof's on 
all Manner of Occaſions ; as alſo to all your Officers 
of the Fleet, and principaliy your worthy Admiral 
Shovel, aſſuring your Majeſty, that he has ſeconded 
me tn this Expedition, with an inconcei vaùle Nradi- 
neſs and Application; and that no Almiral can ever 
"Make me more content than he has done. During the 
Lege of Barcelona ſome of your Majeſty's Ships, to- 
Se her 
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gether with the Troops of the Country, have reduce] 
the Town of Tarragona, and the Officers remained 
Priſoners of War. Other Troops of the Country, at 
the ſame Time, made themſelves Maſters of the Toy 
of Girona, by a Stratagem : The Town of Leridz 
has ſubmitted to me, as has alſo the Town of Tor. 
tona on the River Ebro: So that all the Places in 
Catalonia are taken, except the Town of Roſes. Son! 
Places in Arragon, not far from Saragoſa, have d. 
clared for mt, with the Caſile of Denia in Valencia; 
Four hundred of the Enemy's Horſe have entered int 
my Service, and a great Number of their Foot haw 
deſerted. This, Madam, is the Condition in which 
yaur Arms, and the Inclination of the People, hav 
placed my Affairs. I need not tell you what puts 
Stop to the Courſe of theſe Conqueſts ; it is neither 
the Seaſon nor the Enemy, thoſe are no Obſtacles to 
Four Troops, auh deſire nothing more than to be iu 
Action under the Conduct they now are. The taking 
of Barcelona t /o ſmall a Number of Troops is n. 
.markable enough ; but few Examples will be found 
of <what has happened in this Siege. Seven or eight 
thouſand Men of your Troops, and 2000 Miqueltts, 
have ſurrounded and inveſted a Place, which 3oooo 
French were not able to do.

tho near three Leagues diſtant from each other, a- 
gain a Garriſon almoſt as numerous as our Army, 
and who, in Horſe, were twice as ſtrong as ourſebocs. 
The rf Camp was ſo ævell entrench'd, that it was de- 
fended with 2000 Men, beſides the Dragoons, <chile 
the Attack <vas carried on vith the reſt; and, as 
ſion as a Breach was made, the Diſpoſition 505 
formed for giving the Aſſault wvith the whole Army. 
Theſe, Madam, are Circumſtances that perhaps di, 
tinguſh this Action from any other. 

There happened another Accident, <vhich <eas 
never known before ; the Cruelties of the pretented

The Catalans raiſed fix Regiments for the King's 
Service, beſides the Regiment his Majeſty had form'd 
out of the late Garriſon that took Service under him 
for his Guard, and which was commanded by Count 
Zinzendor f. At the ſame time Don Raphael Nebor, 
a Catalan, who had already three Brothers in the 
Service of King Charles, came over to him alſo 
with his whole Regiment, conſiſting of 500 Horſe, 
befides 150 other Horſe that joined him on the 
Way. Theſe, being join d by General Ramos and 
abundance of Miquelets, publiſhed a Declaration, 
inviting all true Spaniards to come over to them; 
whereupon Deputies came from ſeveral Towns in 


Valencia, to make their Submiſſion to King Charles. 
Being encouraged by theſe Succeſſes, they marched 


with a 4000 Horſe and 500 Foot, and a Body of

rmittzd their Allies, the Engliſh and Dutch, to 
have advanced to the Frontiers of Spain at this time, 
tis not 1mprobable, but all Spain had ſubmitted to 
For the Grandzes wers ſo diſguſte 
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at the Influence they ſaw the French Councils had in 
all their Affairs, and of ſome Promotions of the 
Subjects of that Nation, that when King Philip 
called the Grandees together, to conſult with them 
in this Exigence, they refufed to affiſt him with 
their Purſes, or even with their Advice. But not- 
withſtanding all the Repreſentations of the Earl of 
Gahꝛray and the Confederate Generals, the Porty- 
Zueſe could not be drawn out of their Quarters til 
the beginning of Ocober, when they laid Siege ty 
Badajox, and, one would think, only with a Deſign 
toraiſe it; for they ſuffered themſelves to be ſurprizd 
by the Marfhal de Thefſe, who threw a Supply of 
Troops and Proviſions into the Town, after they 
had made ſome Progreſs in the Siege, whereu 
the Beſiegers drew off their Batteries and — 
into Winter. Quarters. In this Siege the Earl of 
Gakeay loſt his Arm by a Cannon Ball. 

The Province of Valencia, as has been related, 
having followed the Example of Catalonia, the 
Spaniards were preparing to befiege. the Capital 
City of that Name, when the Earl of Peterborough 
marched with incredible Diligence to their Relief, 
diſperſed the Spaniſh Army with a Handful of Men, 
Ks entered Valencia in Triumph before the Endot 
the Year; where he was receiv'd as their Guardian 
Angel. Never any foreign Nobleman, gain d the 
Item and Affection of the Spaniards to that degree 
the Earl did; the ſtrict Diſciple he kept his Troops 
under, his generous Behaviour to the Natives, his 
Care to protect them; his Bravery, good Conduct, 
and unparallel'd Succeſs, had fo much endeared, 
him, and the Troops he commanded, to the Spani- 
ans, that the Diſorders at Port . Mary's wer? 
ntirely forgot; and they appeared ready to join the 
Allies, and run all Hazar.'s with them, to drive 
e icin and their Adhererts "whoſe Yoke they

The 
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The Confederates were not ſo ſucceſsful that 
Year in the Low Countries and Germany : Never 
were greater Preparations made; never more pro- 
bable Schemes laid, for the penetrating into the 
Heart of France, than the Duke of Marlborough 
had form'd; and yet, through the Jealouſy, Indo. 
lence, or ſelfiſh View of ſome of the Allies, both 
his and our Hopes were unaccountably defeated, 
But to deſcend to Particulars, the Duke of Marl. 
borough embarking for Holland the 31ft of March, 
arived at the Hague the 3d of April, O. S. and 
having concerted Meaſures with the Allies, for 
atacking the Frontiers of France on the Side of 
the Moſelle, he aſſembled his Army and marched 
w Triers, from whence he made a Journey to Na- 
falt, the Reſidence of Prince Letois of Baden, 
to confer with that General (who was then indiſ- 
poſed) on the Operations of the Campaign ; the 

rince repreſented, that the Germans had not yet 
furniſhed their Quota of Troops, that were to- 
form his Army; but as ſoon as Noſe Troops were 


aſſembled, he would leave a ſufficient Number of 


them for the Security of the Lines of Lauterberg 
and Sto} hoffen, under the Command of General 
Thungen, and join his Grace on the Moſelle with 
the Groſs of his Army. Whereupon the Duke 
returned to Tr/ers, and advanced from thence, with 
the Forces under his Command, through a Count 

full of Defiles, eight Leagues beyond that City, 
without any Interruption from the Enemy. Here 
his Grace poſted himſelf in an a.lvantageous Camp, 
propoſing to be joined by Prince Lewis and his 
Cermans, before he advanced any further; but the 
Prince ſtill declining in his Health, and the Circles 
neglecting to aſſemble their Troops, the French 
took Advantage of their Indolence, and attacked 


the Dith Frontiers with a numerous A rmy, beſieg- 


ed and took Ty and Licge, and laid Siege to the 
Caſtl. 
N . 
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Caſtle, which put the Duth into ſuch a Conſterna. 
tion, that they diſpatch'd Expreſs after Expreſs to 
the Duke of Marlborough to return to their Relief; 
whereupon he decamped, and leaving ſeven thou. 
ſand Palatines in Engliſþ Pay in Triers, under the 
Command of General LDanbark, for the Security of 
the Magazines he had erected on that Side, he re. 
turned with the utmoſt Expedition on the Nether. 
lands: Whereupon Marſhal Villars the French Ge. 
neral, advanc ing towards Triers, the Palatine Ge. 
neral ſent to the Governor of Sarbrock, to quit that 
Caſtle, and blow up the Fortifications and before the 
Enemy appear'd in Sight, burnt and deſtroyed all 
the Magazines the Engliſh and Dutch had erefed 
at Tiers, blew up the Fortifications of the Town, 
burnt the Boats prepared for Bridges, and then 
quitted the Place, of which Marſhal Villars took 
Poſſeſſion four Days after, being almoſt as much 
ſurpriz'd on finding the Town abandoned, as the 
Allies themſelves. 5 
In the mean time, the Duke of Marlborough 
marched with that Diligence, that he came time 
enough to fave the Citadel of Liege, tho' he loſt a 
great many Men and Horſes by the Fatigue of ſo 
ſwift a March in that Seaſon. The French aban- 
doned L.tege on the Approach of the Duke of Marl- 
berough, and he retoook Iluy three or four Days af. 
ter his Return, making the Garriſon Priſoners of 
War. And now the Dutch being revived from 
their Canſtcrration, his Grace attack'd the French 
Lines, and entered them with little Loſs; which 
Succeſs was then looked upon to be of ſuch Im- 
portance, that Expreſſes were diſpatched with the 
News to all the Courts in Europe, and a Thank(- 
giving obſerved in England, when her Majeſty went 
n great Splendor to St. Paul's, where the Preacher 
Dr. Ils held forth upon the then faſhionable 
Tories of Vin ant Aoderation, and the 9 
ral s 
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ral's Bravery and Conduct; but it does not appear, 


that the Allies gain d any great Advantage for paſ- 


fing the Enemies Lines; for the French having 
polleſſed themſelves of the ſtrong Camp of Parcł, 
that covered Hruſſels and Louvain, the Deputies 


of the State would not ſuffer the Duke to attack 
them, — upon the Enterprize as too hazar- 
en 


dous ; and w is Grace expoſtulated with them, 
and ſhewed them the great Probability there was 


of Succeſs, they ſtill peremptorily refuſed to concur 
with him; giving him to underftand, they did 


not pay that Deference to his Judgment, as he 
imagin d. | 

He found they would run no Riſques to advance 
his Glory, or oblige their Allies the Exgliſb, how 
many ſoever that Nation had fun for them; and 
that there was very little meant by all taat Flat- 


tery they were ſo laviſh of after the Battle of Ylen- 


tem: He was now thoroughly convinced he had 
no more than the Name of Generaliſſimo of the 
Confederate Army; being in Reality under the 
Tuition of the Field Deputies: And, under theſe 
martifying Reflections, this noble Peer, ſo remark- 
able for Temper, could not forbear expreſſing his 
Reſentment, in the following Letter to the States-

It is very probable that the Duke was fo exal- 


2 at this Affront, that the Dutch were in 


ome Danger of loſing his Intereſt, if ever they 
ſhould have Occaſion to apply to England again by 


him in their Diſtreſs: He had procured them an 


Augmentation of Troops from thence, and enlargd 
their Frontiers at the Expence of his own Coun- 
try; and now to find himſelf ſlighted, was ſome- 
thing locking: Nor were the Zutch themſelves 4 
little apprchenſive of his Reſentment 3 for o 

5 ben 
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ſen after Aiſpatch'd Monſieur Buys, Penſioner of 
Anſterdam, to conciliate Matters, and to aſſure 
rim their High Mightineſſes were ready to give 
al reaſonable Satisfaction for the Diſguſt he had 
entertained ; and that they would remove thoſe Per- 
ons that were moſt inclined to thwart his Grace's 
Defigns: And, in Fact, they removed General 
Sangenbursh, who had moſt oppoſed the attacking 
the French Army at Parck : And thus his Grace 
was again made eaſy in his Command. 

The Seaſon for Action being almoſt over, the 
Duke of Marlborough took a Tour through Ger- 
many to Vienna, where he was received with all 
imaginable Honours by the new Emperor; and his 
Imperial 12. in Conſideration of his Services 
to the Auſtrian Family and the Empire, made him 
a Grant of the Lordihip of Aindleheim in Suabia 
near Augsburg, which Fief being erected into a 
Principality, his Grace obtained the Stile and Title 
of Prince of Mindlebeim. About the Time his 
Grace was at Vienna, the Engliſh and Dutch En- 
wys at that Court uſed their Endeavours to accom- 
modate Matters between the Emperor and his Ilin- 
garian Rebels, but to no Effect; and Prince Ro- 
gotsks, and the other Hungarian Generals, had the 
Mortification to be ſeverely bang'd ſoon after by the 
Imperial Generals for their Obſtinacy ; as were the 
Bavarians, who had once more riſen in Favour of 
their Electur. The Duke of Marlborough ani the 
Earl of Sunderland, having tinyh'd their Negocia- 


tions at Vienna, ſet out for the Hague, where they 


arrived the 14th of December, N. S. 
His Grace and the Earl of Sunderland took the 


Courts of Berlin and Hanover in their Way to Hot 
land; and, in a Conference they had with the Prin- 


ceſs Sophia, tis ſaid, ſhe expreſs'd a very great 
Deſire of being invited over into England. 


The Army of the Empire did not take the Fiel! 
2.9. 1 8 till 
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till Auguſt; and then indeed it appear d much fu: 
perior to the French, who retired, and abandoned 
Haguenau, and ſome other Places of no great Im. 

rtance : After which, the Germans formed the 
Blockade of Fort Lewis ; and thus the Campaign 
ended on that Side, without any conſiderable Ac. 
tion. 

The War in Poland fill continued: The King 
of Szveden had cauſed Stani ſlaus, one of the Palatine 
of that Kingdom (the preſent French Queen's Fa. 
ther) to be elected King, and this Year he wa 
crown d; but Auguſtus ſtill diſputed the Croyn 
with him, which was very unfortunate fer the Al. 
lies; neither the Swedes or Saxons furniſhing ther 
Quota of Troops againſt France. To return to 
England : 

On the firſt of Seprember, this Year, a Pamphlet 

call'd The Memorial of the Church of England, wa 
preſented at the Old Baily, and ordered by the 
Court to be burnt by the common Hangman. The 
Deſign of it was to ſhew that the then Miniſtry 
were contriving the Deſtruction of the Church d 
England, and countenanced its greateſt Enemie; 
and now all Places and Preferments were poſſeſſel 
by the Whigs: William Cœuper, Eſq; a great Pr 
tron of the Diſſenters, was made Lord Keeper n 
the Room of Sir Nathan Wright; the Earl of 4 
bington was removed from his Place of Conſtable 
of the Tower; and on the 21ſt of the ſame Month, 
3 William Wake, was conſecrated Biſhop of Li 
COL. | 

The Parliament meeting the 25th of Oobvr, | 
and being directed to chuſe a Speaker, the C. 
didates for the Chair were Villiam Bromley, Eq; | 
and 7ohn Smith, Eſq; but the Whigs carried it for |

No good Engliſhman could at any Time be content 
zo ſit ſtill, and aſquieſte in ſuch a Proſpett ; and at 


this Time wwe have great Grounds to hope, that, by 


the Bleſſing of God upon our Arms, and thoſe of our 


Allies, a good Foundation is laid for reſtoring the 


Monarchy of Spain to the Houſe of Auſtria ; the Con- 


ſequence of <vhich will not only be ſafe and advantas-. 


geous, but glorious for England. 
I may ald, We have learnt by our own Experi- 
ence, that na Peace with France will laſt longer than 


the firſt Opportunity of their dividing the Allies, and 


of attacking ſome of them with Alvantage. 
All our Allies muſt needs be ſo ſenſible this is the 


true State of the Caſe, that I make no Doubt but 


Meaſures <vill ſoon be fo concerted, as that, if we 
be not wanting to ourſelves, ve ſhall ſee the next 
Campaign begin offenſively on all Sides againſt our 

Enemies, in a moſt vigorous Manner.

The Lords preſented an Addreſs, in Anſwer to 
her Majeſty's Speech, the 1ſt of November; wherein 
they concurr'd with whatever her Majeſty propos d, 
defiring and beſeeching her to proſecute and puniſh, 
with the utmoſt Rigour of the Law, all thoſe who 
ſhould ſuggeſt that the Church was in Danger, 4s 
being the moſt ſpiteful and dangerous Enemies to the 
Church aud State. . 

The Commons alſo, in their Addreſs, expreſs 
their Indignation againft thoſe Incendiaries, who 
ſuggeſted the Church of England to be in Danger: 
On rhe other Hand, the Lord Haverſham mate a 
remarkable Speech in the Houſe of Lords, the 15: 
of November; wherein he repreſented, That the 
Imperialiſts did not join the Duke of 1Marlborony) 
on his March to tae Aioſelle, whereby that Deſi 
prov d abortive : And that the Dutch prevented the 
Duke's engaging the French after he had forced 
their Lines: We had then (ſaid he) a fair Oppor- 
tunity of putting an End to the War at once; bu 
the Lutch held our Hands, and would not let us 
give the deciding Blow. Therefore, adds this No. 
ble Peer, let our Supplies be never ſo full and ſpee- 
ay, let our Management be never ſo great and tru- 
gal; vet if it be our Misfortune to have Allies that 
are as flow and backward, as we are zealous and 
forward; that hold our Hands, and ſuffer us not 

to 
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to take any Opportunity that offers ; that are com- 
ing into the Field, when we are going into Winter 
Quarters : I cannot ſee, what we are reaſonably to 
expect 11 this War. 

The next Thing he hinted at was the Decay of 
our Trade: He ſaid, there was a Word we were 
very fond of, which we call'd The Balance of Por- 
er; but the Dutch, who were a very wiſe People, 


had a double View, and took as much Care of the 
Balance of Trade, as they did of the Balance of 


Power, and were as much afraid of our Power by 
Sea, as of the Power of France by Land : That 
Trade begets Wealth, and Wealth begets Power; 
and it is very hard for England, that, while the 
Dutch lived at Peace under the Protection of our 
Arms, if we would have any Part of Trade with 


them, we muſt have it under the Protection of 


French Paſſes: That the Dutch indeed complain'd 
they were poor; but he did not ſee how they had 
been out of Pocket one Shilling ſince the War 
for they had more by Remittances and Money from 
England, than all the Money that went out of 
their Country to Portugal, Savoy and the Gernian 

Princes. | 
He anima l verts alſo on a Paragraph in her Ma- 
jeſty s Speech to the laſt Parliament; wherein ſhe 
tells rhem of ſome Heats ig the Houſe; which, he

A Motion being made in the Houſe of Commons 
by Sir Thomas Hammer, and ſeconded by Mr. Ze. 
fon and Mr. Bromley, for the inviting over the 
Princeſs Sophia, it was rejected by the Whi 
here, as it had been in the Houſe of Lords: T 
Tories, it ſeems, were for ſecuring the Proteſtant 
Succeflion, by bringing that Princeſs amongſt us: 
And the Whigs, who once pretended to be the beſt 
Friends to the Hanover Succeſſion, were now for 
keeping her at a Diſtance. 

There ſeems to have been a double Reaſon fur 
the Tories propoſing the bringing that Prince 
over at that Time: Firſt, to demonſtrate, that 
they were not in the Pretender's Intereſt, as ther 
Enemies ſuggeſted ; and ſecondly, that ſhe might 
be acquainted with the true Intereſt of the Nation, 
and not rely upon the partial Repreſentations of the 
Whigs, in ſorming a Judgment of the ſeveral 
Parties, and, in ſhort, to ſhew that illuſtrious 
Family, that the Tories were no leſs zealous for 
their Succeſſion than the Whigs, who repreſented 
them as Enemies to it; and much better Friends

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to Monarchy, than that Party could pretend to 


3 Houſes, it ſeems, were ſo far from cenſur- 
ing the Conduct of our Allies this Campaign, that 
they addreſs d her Majeſty to cultivate a good Un- 
derſtanding with the Allies, and particularly with 
the Dutch ; but being too conſcious of the Defi- 
ciencies of the Allies, they, at the ſame Time, de-

The Enemy had poſted a Brigade of Foot next 
to the Ae hai gn, and filled the Space between that 
ind Namillits with upwards of one hundred Squa- 
drons, among which were the Troops of the French 
King's Houſhold: At Ramillies they had above 
twenty Battalions of Foot, with about twelve Pieces 
of treble Cannon ; from thence to Autregli/e they 
| had formed a Line of Foot along the Gheeze, with 
a Line of Horſe at ſome Diſtance behind them. 
His Grace judging, by the Situation of the 
Ground, that the Streſs of the Action would bs on 
the Left, ordered that, beſides the Number of 
Horſe belonging to that Wing, the Daniſp Squa- 
drons, being twenty in Number, ſhould alſo be 
pun there. It was about Two in the Afternoon 
ore 


our Army could be formed in Order of Bat- 


tle; and then we began the Attack on the Left 
with four Battalions, which puſhed the Brigade of 
Foot above mention'd from their Poſt on the Me- 
haign., Monſieur d l about the ſame 
Time charged with the Horſe of that Wing. The 
Succeſs was doubtful about half an Hour; which 
the Duke of 14r/borourh perceiving, ordered the 
reſt of rhe Horſe of the Right Wing (except the 
Engliſþ, who. were ſeventeen Squadrons) to ſupport 
thoſe cn the Leſt. 

Here, while his Grace was rallying ſome, and 
giving his Orders for others to charge, he was in very 
great Danger, being fin gled out by ſexera] of tie 
reſoluteſt of the Enemy; and, falling from his 
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nillies, the Ground between them being open ang - 
level; The Gheere runs from Ramillies to Auter- 
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Horſe at the ſame Time, had either been killed « 
taken Priſoner, if ſome of our Foot, that was near x 
Hand, had not come very ſeaſonably to his Grace; 
Aſſiſtance, and obliged the Enemy to retire : Aﬀer 
this, my Lord Duke had ſtill a greater Eſcape, x 
Cannor-Ball having taken off Colonel Zringjil: 
Head, as he was remounting his Grace. 

The Village of Ramillies was attack d by a De. 
tachment of twelve Battalions of Foot, commanded 
by Lieutenant-General Schultz, which entered at 
once with great Vigour and Reſolution: His Grace 
haſten'd our Line of Foot thither, to ſupport them; 
which, tho' it was at a great Diſtance, yet came uy 
ſoon enough to beat the Enemy quite out of the 


Village; and at the ſame time charged the reſtof 


their Foot that were poſted behind the Gheere, as s 
above mentioned ; and my Lord Duke ordered the 
Engliſh Horfe to ſupport them. 

By this time the ＋ Right Wing of Horſe 
being entirely defeated; the Horſe of our Leſt fell 
upon the Foot on their Right; of whom they ſley 
great Numbers, cutting to Pieces about twenty of 
their Battalions, whoſe Colours they took, and like. 
wiſe their Cannon: The reſt of the Enemy's Foot 
were entirely broken: The Horſe of their Leſt 
Wing ſeem'd to make a Stand, to gain Time fer 
their Foot to retire ; but were charged fo quick, 
and with ſo much Bravery by the Engliſb Horle, 
that they entirely abandoned their Foot; and out 
Dragoons puſhing into the Village of Aurreghi/?, 
made a terrible Slaughter of them: The French 
King's own Regiment of Foot, called the Regi- 
ment du Roy, begged for Quarter, and delivered 
up their Arms and Colours to the Lord Fokn Hays's 


Dragoons.

The, EleQor of Bavaria and Marſhal 77lteroy, 
with. the. Remainder of their Army, retired to 
Louudin; where, having held a Council of War 
by Torch-light in the Market-place, they reſolved 
to abandon the City, an retire to Bruſſels : Of 
which the Duke of Marlborough having: Intelli- 
gence the next Morning, he ordered a Derachment 
of five. hundred Men to take Poſſeſſion af Lounan. 
His Grace continued his March ; and the 25th 
of May, N. 3. being arrived at Dighein, he re- 
ezived a Letter from the Marquis of Deynfe, Go- 
rernor, of Yruſſels, acquainting him, that the Ma- 


giſtracy of Fruſſels had reſolved to ſend Deputies 
to his Grace; and deſired his Grace to fend a 


Trumpeter to conduct them in Safety to the 
Place where he ſhauld think fit to receive them: 
Whereupon his Grace ſent Colonel Panton, his 
Aid de Camp, to acquaint them he ſhould be glad 
to ſee, them in the Afternoon ; accordingly they 
waited on his Grace at his Quarters near Deigbeim, 
and expreſs'd, or pretended, great Joy at their De- 
lirerance from the French Yoke. 

His Grace and the Field-Deputies the ſame Day, 
ſent a Letter o the States of Brabant, declaring, 
that the Queen of England and their High Mighti- 
neſſes had (ent them to maintain the juſt Rights of 
his Catholick Majeſty Charles III. to the Kingdom 
of Spaiz ;, not doubting hut they were convinced of 
his Right, and would embrace this Opportunity 
of ſubmitting to him as faithful Subjects; and that 
the King would maintain them in the entire En. 
joyment of their Rights, Liberties, and Religi- 
on; and aſſured them, from themſelves, that the 
Army ſhould be employed every where for their 
Protection. His Grace ſent two other Letters, to 
the ſame Effect, to the Sovereign Council of Fra- 
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' bant and the City of Bruſſels ; and received an An. 
ſwer from each, declaring their Submithon to his 
Majeſty King Charles III. There came alfo De. 
punes from each of theſe Bodies, who declareJthe 
—.— they had of the Queen's Goodneſs, in 
delivering them from the Oppreſſion of the French 
Government: And, in the Evening, the Magi. 
ſtrates of Aſeclin carne into the Camp, and made 
their Submiſſion; and Colonel Durei, Adjutant 
General, was detached with two hundred Horſe 9 
take Poſſeffion of that Place. 

For all theſe Succeſſes a Thankſgiving was ob. 
ferved in the Army on the iſt of June, N. S. and 
the ſame Day the Magiſtrates of Ghent came mt 
the Camp, and offered to. ſubmit to King Charles : 
Whereupon two Battalions were commanded to 
march into the City ; and the next Morning the 
Prince of Vintimilir ſurrendered the Caſtle, toge- 
ther with the Marquis de 70s Rzos's Regiment which 
was in Garriſon there, Priſoners of War; who de 
clared afterward for King Charles, except: fifty 
Oudenarde alfo ſurrendered upon a Sammons ; the 
Gatriſon, conſiſting in two Spanzfh, and one French 
Battalion, being permitted to march out. The 
Magiſtrates of Bruges alſo waited on his Grace, and 
defired his Protectidn, and made their Submiſſion 
in Form to King Chayles III. The 6th of Fur, 


the Gatriſon of Antwerp, conſiſting of fix Spaniſh, 


and as many French Battalions, capitulated, and 
were conducted to Auen; and the yth of unt 
N. S. the States of Flanders, being aſſembled at 
Ghent, formally recognized their Sovereign King 
Charles BI. 

In the mean Time, the French and Bavarians re. 
tired to Conrtrar, where their Army was reinfored 
by Marſhal 1ar/in, with a Body of Foot he 
brought from 41 his Horſe having joined

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The French were alſo joined by ſeveral other De- 
ackments, which rendered their Army very nu- 
merous again. Whereupon the Confederates, in 
order to maintain their Superiority, ordered twenty 


Battalions to join them out of the neighbouring 


Garriſons 3 and were alſo reinforced by the Troops 
of Hanover and Pruſſia, that ſerved the preceding 
Yearupon the Nhine: Whereupon it was reſolved 
to inveſt Oſtend, and the Trenches were opened 
before that Town the 28th of June, N. S. Sir 
Strfford Fairborne blocking up the Harbour at the 
fame Time with nine large Engliſp Men of War, 
attended by Bomb-veflels and Fire-ſhips : On the 
töth of July, the Enemy beat a Parley, and, on 
the 17th, ſurrendered ; being ——— to march 
out only with their Swords and Baggage, and pro- 
miſing not to ſerve againſt King Charles or his Al- 
lies for the Space of fix Months: The Garriſon 
confiſted of two Spaniſh Battalions, four French 
Regiments, and four Troops of Dragoons, of 
whom · the Spaniards moſt of thera entered into the 
Service of the Allies. There were found in the 


Harbour two Men of War, one of eighty, and : 


the other of fifty Guns, and about forty- ve ſmall 
— which were not comprized in the Capitu- 


The Army before Oſtend, having left a ſufficient 
Garriſon in that Place, marched and joined the 
Duke of Marlborough at his Cam p at Roufſelaer. 
About the ſame time, his Grace commanded the 
Prinee of Hylfeinbeck, with eight Battalions, to 


take Poſſeſſion of Courtray, which the Enemy had 


abandon d. On the 25th of July, N. S. Ment 
was inveſted by the Allies; but, the Artillery not 
being come up, the Trenches were not opened till 
the 4th of Auguſt. During the Siege, the Duke 
of Yc1doſme, the General the French King had 

pitched 
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pitched upon to reſtore the Credit of his Army in 
the Low Countries, arrived at Vatenciennes ; and i 
was given out, that he would attempt to raiſe th, 
Siege of Aſenin. On the 16th of Auguſt, Brigadier 
Cadogan, who . commanded a Party of Horſe that 
covered the Foragers, was ſurprized by a De. 
tachment of the Enemy's Cavalry, and carried 
Prifoner into Tcurnay; but, on the 18th, was ſent 
back by the Duke of Fendo/me, upon his Parole: 
Whereupon the Duke of 1Mar/borough releas'd By 
ron Palavicini, a Major-General in the French Ser. 
vice, who was taken at Ramillies, by Way of 
Exchange. 

The Town of Ain beat a Parley the 22d; 
and, on the 25th, the Garriſon, conſiſting of four 
thouſand Men, march'd out with the uſual Marks 
of Honour, and were conducted to Donay : They 
were allowed alſo to carry away four Pieces of Can. 

non, and two Mortars, and were provided with 
Waggons and Boats; and they were alſo allowed 
eight covered Waggons. In this Town, the Duke 
of Afariborough found four Pieces of Cannon, with 
the Arms of England upon them, which were taken 

by the French at the Battle of Landen; and theſe 
his Grace ſent to England. 

On the 29th of Auguſt, Dendermond was inveſt 
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the Duke of 1{ariborough arrived in the Camp be 
fore that Place, when a Breach being made in a 
Redoubt that covered the Town, it was carried 
by Storm : whereupon the Enemy beat a Parley, 
but were allowed no better Terms than to keep 
their Swords and Baggage, and be made Priſoners 
of War.

The French met with ſome. Succeſs in Fraly the 
Beginning of this Campaign, having attack'd the 
Imperialtits at Calcinato in the Abſence of Prince 
Engene; drove them from their Potts, and obliged 
them to quit the Nreſciau with the Loſs of three 
thouſand Men killed or taken, befides the Loſs of 
their Cannon and Baggage: Upon this Succeſs, 
the French King ordered the Duke de Ia Feuillade 


 tinveſt Turin, with which that General acquaint- 


ed his Royal Higneſs; but let him know at the 
ſame Time, that he was directed to have all imagi- 
nable Regard for the Royal Family there, and to 


aer chem Paſſports, with a Guard, before the Siege 


was begun, or even during the Siege : To which 


his Royal Highneſs anſwered, That he was oblig' d 


u the King for the Offers he made him, but he 


did not think of removing his Family yet; and,

way with Precipitation towards Pignerl, * ng 
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behind them fifty- ſeven Field-pieces, one hundred 
and twenty Pieces for Battery, four Thouſand Bombs, 
and ſeveral other Things neceſſary in a Siege: They 
left alſo behind them Marſhal Marſin Priſoner, 
who died three Days after of his Wounds ; five 
other Generals, a great many Officers, and near 
fix thouſand Priſoners ; beſides a great many Stan- 
dards, Colours, Kettle-Drums, c. Being in- 
formed, that Prince Eugene has acquainted you 
with all the Particalars of that glorious Action, I 
ſhall forbear to trouble your Excellency with any 
farther Account thereof, and tell you only ſome 
Particulars relating to the Siege of this Place : The 
Enemy, as your Excelleney knows very well, came 
before this Place with ſeventy Battalions, and fifty 
Squadrons, the 13th of May laſt; and on the 26th 
they opened their Trenches, and carried on two

noble Actions have been performed by our Garri- 
ſon on this Occafion ; and they have found out ſe. 
veral new Means to defend themſelves, and diſpute 
the Ground Inch by Inch, in order to gain Time; 
and, had they not wanted Powder, they would cer- 
tainly have made a greater Execution. The Con- 
ſtancy and Teal of the ſaid Garriſon cannot be ful. 
ficiently praiſed ; and tho' two Thirds of them 
were new- raiſed Men and Boors, yet every one, as 
well Soldiers as Officers, have ſhewed ſo much 
Bravery, that they always appeared ready to facri- 
fice themſelves for the common Cauſe. I am o- 
bliged to mention Colonel Haut hois, and give him 
the Praiſes he has ſo juſtly deſerved: he was leſt 
in this Place with five hundred Horſe; and has not 
only * ſeveral good and brave Services dur -· 
ing the Siege, but, having ſallied out the Day the 
Battle happened, he fell on the Enemies Rear, took 
a General, with a Colonel, a Lieutenant- Colonel, 
thirty-one Officers, and three hundred Soldier, 
Priſoners 3 whom he brought with him, beſides 
three Colours. This is the happy Event of a long 
and expenſive Siege, which has laſted four Months. 
The Officers taken Priſoners tell us, that they have 
loſt ſuch a Number of Men in the Siege before the 
Battle, that T have not Aſſurance Enough to report 
it.

Two Days after the Battle of Turin, however, 
the French under the Command of Count Medavi, 
defeated the Prince of Heſſe and a Body of Germans, 
near Medoli inthe Milaneſe; but this was a Trifle, 

_ compa 
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compared with the numerous Loſſes France ſuſtain- 
ed about this Time; for the Duke of Savoy and 
Prince Eugene, in order to improve their late Vic- 
tory, marched immediately into the Aſilartſe, where 
almoſt all the Towns ſurrendered to them on their 
Approack. And on the 24th of September, N. S. 
the City of Alilan itſelf ſent a Deputation, offer- 
ing to ſubmit to his Imperial Majeſty and the Houſe 
of Auſtria, and on the 26th Prince Eugene made a 
triumphant Entry into that City; the Duke of Sa- 
voy, having reduced Piccighitone, Tortona, Alex- 
andria, Modena, and ſeveral other Places of leſs 
Note, on the 16th of November appeared before 
Caſal, which ſurrendered on the 6th of December, 
the Garriſon, confiſting of 1886 Men, being made 
Priſoners of War; in this Place, his Royal High- 
neſs found 76 Pieces of Cannon, 70,000 Weight 
of Powder, 28,000 Grenadoes, and a great Quan- 
tity of other Ammunition and Provifions. With 
this Siege ended the Campaign in Faly, and the 
Troops, except a Body under the Prince of Heſſe- 
Caſſel, who were left to block up Cremona, were 
lent into Winter-Quarters. Prince Eugene went ta 
Milan on the 14th of December, of which Dutchy 
he 1 pays 2 for . 2 * Im- 
perial Majeſty havi ted the Inveſtiture there- 
of to the tha of Sparn: The Caſtle however con- 
tinued in the Poſſeſſion of the Enemy till the 12th 
of March, N. S. when the Marquis de S. Pater 
arrived here with the Ratification of a Treaty by 
the French King, for the quitting of all Places, 
which he or King Philip held in the Milaneſe, 
Mantuan, Cremoneſe, and Myntferrat; on Condi- 
tion, that their Troops ſhould be ſafely conducted te 
Suza.

# Peterborough afterwards marched from Barcelona

ſeveral other Detachments, that had marched from 
thence to Tortoſa, Lerida, Gironne, and other 
Towns; they aſſembled their Forces, and on the 
2d of April inveſted Barcelona, to the great Sur. 
prize of that City; and had not Count de Thelouſe 
the French Admiral, who was ordered to convoy 
the Proviſions and Ammunition, to be employed in 
that Siege, been put back, and detained a conſi der- 
able Time by contrary Winds, Barcelona would 
have run a great Hazard of falling into the Ene. 
mies Hands, before it could poſſibly have been re. 
lieved by the Allies. | 
It was very fortunate for the Confederates alſo, 
that King Philip's Army was not numerous enough 
to prevent Relief being thrown into the Town; for 
the Lord Donnegal, Major-General St, Amand, and 
four Regiments of the Garriſon of Gironne, threw 
themſelves into the Place through the Intervals the 
Enemy were obligedto leave intheir Camp: King 
Philip took up his Quarters at Scrr/a, at the ſame 
Houſe where King Charles had his Head Quarters 
the Year before; but the Miquelets from the 


Mountains harraſſed him perpetually, and one 


Night particular'y, having attacked his Quarters, 
and killed two or three ned of his Guards, 
they were ſo near ſurprizing of him, that he fled 
out at a back Door, leaving his Hat behind him, 
and the Miquelers ſeized Part of his Plate and Fur- 
niture. The Garriſon of 2arcclona received a fur- 
ther Reinforcement of Troops from Gironne and 
Terida, ſo that the Regular Troops amounted to 
three thouſand Men, beſides a good Body of Mili. 
tia and the Tnhabitants, who were in Arms, and 


did good Service in the Siege. My Lord Donnegs 
| an 
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and Major-General SS. Amand commanded by 


Turns in Fort Montjoy; General Nefelt command 


ed in the City, and an old Span; Officer on the 
Line of Communication between the Town and 
the Fort. The Prince of Heſſe Colonel Nebor, 
and the Miquelets, kept the Enemy 1n perpetual 
Alarms without, and -cut off all Provifion coming 
to them from the Country; ſo that had they not 
been ſupplied by Count de Thoulouſe from the 
French Fleet it would have been 1mpoſfible for 
them to have continued the Siege; which gave an 
Officer in the Town occafion to ſay, Nẽ rather be- 
flege them, than they us. But, notwithſtanding 


theſe Inconveniencies, the Enemy's Army being 


compoſed of good old Troops and experienced Ge- 
nerals, carried on the Siege very vigorouſly, and 
in an Attack of Fort Mont joy, on the 21ſt at Night, 
they lodg'd themſelves in the Out · works, took a- 
above four hundred of the Garriſon, and moſt of 
the Officers Priſoners ; and my Lord Donnegal was 
ſhot through the Heart after he had cut down ſeve- 
ral of the Enemy's Grenadiers with his own Hand. 
On the 24th, my Lord Pezerborough threw four 
hundred Neapolizans into the Town, after a ſharp 
Engagement between the Boats upon the Water ; 
but Fort Montjoy being no longer tenable, the Gar- 
riſon having ſet every Thing on Fire that t 
could not remove, retired in the Evening into the 
Town. | | 
On the 3oth of April, N. S. the Prince of He, 
in two half Gallies, paſſed the Line of Boats, that 
lay before the Harbour, and got into the Town 
with fixty Soldiers; and on the ſecond of May the 
Lord Peterborough ſent Intelligence, that the Con- 
federate Fleet was at Hand, which raiſed the Sol- 
diers drooping Spirits, that were almoſt ſunk with 
- continual Duty. On the other Side, the Enemy 
redoubled their Fire, in Hopes of making them- 


ſelves 
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ſelves Maſters of the Place before their Arrival ; bye 
on the 7th, N. S. in the Afternoon, the Town oh. 


ſerved the Enemy's Fleet had looſed their Foretop 


Sails, and ſeveral of them weighed and ſtood out 


to Sea, which gave the Town an Aſſurance, that 


the Confederate Fleet was not far off; and the Go- 


vernment afterwards received the following Account 


of the raifing the Siege of Barcelona. 
The Englifþ and Dutch Men of War, command. 


ed by Sir George Bing, joined thoſe under the Com- 
mond of Sir Zahn Leake the firſt of May, N. S. (20 


April, O. S.) in the Bay of Altea. The third, they 


were joined by Commodore Walker, with ſeveral 


Men of War, and divers Tranſport-ſhips ; ſo that 
the Fleet confiſted of thirty-ſeven Eugliſh and thir- 


teen Dutch Ships, in all fifty Ships of the Line 
of Battle, beſides eight Frigates, Fire-ſhips, Tranf- 


ports and other Veſſels. The 7th, the Fleet was 
off of Taragona, where the Earl of Peterborough 
joined us with ſeveral Barks, on board of which were 
fourteen hundred Land Forces. His Excellency 


went on board the Prince George, and hoifted the 


Union Flag on the Main-top. The Eighth, in the 
Morning we came off of Cape Montjoy, and about 
Noon anchored in Barcelona Bay, to the inexpreſ-

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and; Deſertiow The Garriſon, when the Enemy 
at down before it, was not above eight hundred 
dong, it having not been apprehended, that the 
would have ventured upon this Siege, with- 
aut firſt having taken Zerida or Gironne: The 
Breaches we had made, were not yet quite repaired, 
and Fort Montjoy was in the ſame Condition as 
when we poſſefled ourſelves of it; but the-King of 
Spain's great Magnanimity, Reſolution and Cou- 
142 the eaſy Depertment, whereby he entire- 
won the Hearts of his People, ſupplied all De- 
His Majeſty ſhewed no Concern, but for 
the Danger of his City; and, inſtead of taking any 
Meaſures to ſecure his own Perſon, uſed the utmoſt 
Diligence to get Reinforcements, and to ſet the In- 
| habitants to work, encouraging them by his Exam- 
le to make a vigorous Defence : The Earl of Pe- 
terborough, with great Expedition, brought about 
two or three thouſand Menfrom Valencia, of which 
he threw ſeven or eight hundred into the Town by 
Boats: The Garriſon of Gironne had likewiſe the 
god Fortune to get in, and great Numbers of Mique- 
lets from all Parts did the ſame. My Lord Pe- 
thorough, with thoſe who could not get into the 
Place, poſſeſſed themſelves of the ſtrong Poſts in the 
Hills about the Enemy's Camp, and the Miquelets 
eured all the Avenues by which Proviſions might 
be brought to the Enemy; and this was done fo 
efeQtually, that moſt of the Letters and Couriers, 
went and came between their Camp, and Ma- 
drid, fell into our Hands; ſo that at laſt they were 
reed to diſpatch a Frigate to Alicant with every 
Packet they had occaſion to ſend away. The Gar- 


ſon being reinforced, as is before mentioned, a- 

mounted to about four thouſand Horſe and Foot,

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in Hand; but my Lord Donnegal, who command. 
ed there, made fo good a Defence, that the Enemy, 
being twice repulſed with conſiderable 
thought fit to proceed with greater Circumſpecti 
made regular Approaches, raiſed up ſeveral Bart. 
ries above twenty Pieces of Cannon againſt it, and 
thus ſpent twenty two Days in taking a Place, 
which the Earl of Peterborough had taken in four, 
During this Attack on the Fort, the Breachesof the 
Town were all fully repaired, the Works were put 
in a good Condition, and a great many Canna 
were mounted, both the Garriſon and Burghers out- 
vying each other, in doing what was neceſſary for 
the Defence of the Place, The King's Preſence 
and Example gave Life and Vigour to the whole, 
who with great Intrepidity often ſhewed himſelf 
in thoſe Places where there was moſt Danger; nor 
can one ſufficiently commend his Majeſty's Refs 
lution in the greateſt Extremities, his canitant Ap. 
lication ta direct every thing that was neceſſary w 
be done, and above all, his wonderful Temper, and 
thoſe engaging Ways by which he gained the Af. 
ſections of his People. During the Siege, there hap: 
pen'd a Mutiny, in which the People killed ſome 
of their Magiſtrates; the King in theſe Diſorders 
came out ta them, and by his Preſence and affable 
Carriage ſoon appeaſed the Tumult; nor ought 
the great Reſolution of the Inhabitants of this City 
to be paſſed by in Silence, whom neither the Duke 
of Anjou's Threats, nor his Offers of Pardon, could 
draw fram their Allegiance to their King, or make 
them forget their true Intereſt and Care of their 
Liberty. The Earl of Donnegal being killed, and 
our Troops having quitted Fort Montjay the 25th 
paſt, the Enemy then turned their Batteries againſt 
the Town ; but the vigorous Reſiſtance they met 
with, obliged them to carry en their Approaches 
with the utmoſt Regularities; however firing con 
| tinually 


Enually upon the Place with a confiderable Num 
her of Cannon, they had already made two Breaches, 
one of which was practicable, as the other would 
ſoon have been, and their Approaches were brought 
to the Cover d Way. 

Things were in this Poſture when the Fleet ar- 


rived: The Earl of Peterborough went on Shore the 


fame Evening, with all the Forces that were on 
board the Fleet, who were à great Part of the Night 
under Arms behind the Breaches, the Enemy having 
given out that they would ſtorm the Place. The 
yext Day there was great Skirmiſhing between the 
French and the Miquelets that lay about their Camp, 
m which the Enemy loſt between two and three 
hundred Men, as we were told by Deſerters, who 


aſured us at the fame time, they were preparing to 


march off; upon which, Orders were ſent to all 
Parts of the — to take Arms. The Enemy 
however, kept firing with their Cannon; but about 
one o Clock, the iſt of May (12 N. S.) in the 
Morning, they marched off in a Manner unexpected, 
leaving behind them near two hundred Braſs Bat- 
tering Guns, thirty Mortars, a large Quantity of 
Boms, Shot, Shels, Working tools, and other War- 
like Stores, ſixteen thouſand Sacks of Meal, above 
three thouſand Barrels of Powder, and all their fick 
and wounded Men, whom the Marſhal de Te, b 
a Letter, recommended to the Earl of Peterborong bs 
Clemency, (and his Excellency was very generous 
and indulgent towards them.) 
There happened a total Echpſe of the Sun, that 
Morning the Siege was raiſed, about Nine o Clock. 
a Thankſgiving was held in England on the 27th 
of June, for our Succeſs in Handers, and for the raiſ- 
ing the Siege of Barcelona; the News of both ar- 
ning much about the fame Time. An Or ler of 
Council was alſo publiſhed for opening a Trade 
vich ſueh Part ofthe Spaniſh Netherlands as acknow- 
k 2 edged 
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ledged King Charles; and numerous Addrefles camg 
up from all Parts of the Kingdom, congratulating 
her Majeſty on the Succeſſes. Fs 

In the mean time, the Confederate Forces in Por. 
rugal being much ſuperior to the Duke of Berwick, 
began the.Campaign on that Side with the Sie 
Alcantara, before which Town they ſat down 
ioth of April, N. S. and this being a Place of m 
great Strength, the Garriſon capitulated the 14th, 
ſubmitting to be made Priſoners of War, to the 
Number of 3,282, beſides Officers: W hereupon 
the Earl of Galway advanced further into Spain, 
and publiſhed a Manifeſto, declaring that he did 
not come into Spain as an Enemy, but to deliver 
them from the French Yoke; and, whatever Offi 
cers would return to the Obedience of their lawful 
Sovereign, King Charles III. ſhould enjoy the fame 
Poſts they held under the Duke of Anjou. 

The Court of Spain were in a terrible Conſter- 
nation on the taking of Acantara; apprehending 
that the Allies would have march'd directly to Ma- 
drid: Whereupon King Philip's Queen, having 
fummon'd the Grandees and Magiſtrates to att 
her made them the following Speech, vis. 


L have ſent for you, to acquaint you what Dif- 
* treſs the State is in: I cannot conceal it from 
* you while the King is expofing his Life in 
% your Defence; Heaven bleſſes his Arms in Ca- 
«* zalonia, and we hope that rebellious Province 
will ſhortly be reduced; but Affairs do not go fo 
well in Eſtramadura, the Portugueſe advance: 
Will you tamely fee ſuch Enemies approach you? 
Do you not think of exerting your utmoſt Eforts 
to make them repent their Audaciouſneſs ? The 
© Preſervation of the Monarchy is now the Point 
in Queſtion: You ought in this preſſing Ne- 
* ceflity, to ſhew your Loyalty and Zeal, by fa- 

* crificing

« erificing your All for the King, for me, and for 
« yourſelves; powerful and ſpeedy Succours are 
« neceflary. I am the firſt Groen that has ap- 
« in this Place on ſuch an Occafion: When 
give you ſuch extraordinary Marks of my Af 
« ſection, I well deſerve you ſhould do ſomething 
« for me, and appear in my Defence. 


The Spaniards however appear d very little mo- 
wed at this pathetick Diſcourſe: They were op- 
wſſed by the French, inſulted and trampled on by 
2 People that, of all others they moſt contemned 
and hated, and feared no Alteration for the worſe ; 
| but this favourable Juncture was unhappily boſt 
- through the abundant Caution or Obſtinacy of the 
Portugueſe ; notwithſtanding all the Remonſtrances 
of the Confederate Generals to induce them to ad- 
rance towards Madrid, during the Siege of Barce-

lun; they perſiſted in their Reſolution of remaining 
near their own Frontiers till the Fate of Barcelons - 


was determined, and therefore, on the firſt of May, 
0.5. or the 12th of May, N. S. the very Day the 
diege of Parcelona was raiſed, they began their 
March towards Cividad Rodrigo, which they inveſt- 
ed the 21ſt Inſtant; and, beyond their Expedtat ion, 
the Place ſurrendered the 26th, the Regiment of 
Afturia being permitted to march out; and three 
thouſand of the Militia, that were in Garriſon, ſur- 
render'd their Arms, taking an Oath never to ſerve 
zanſt the Allies. The next Day, being the 27th 
May, the News of the raifing the Siege of Bar- 
(long being brought to the Camp, it was unani- 
mouſly agreed to march to Madrid, and the neceſ- 
ary Diſpofirions were made for that Enterprize. 
On the 7th of June, the Confederate Army ar- 
nd at Salamanca; and on the 18th, encamp'd at 
Epinal, where Deputies from the Eſcurial came 
make their Submiſſion: Here, by Letters of ſome 

. intercepted 
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intercepted Couriers, they received Advice of the 
Victory obtained by the Allies at Ramillies; and 
underſtood, that the Spaniards leoked upon King 
Philip's Affairs as deſperate. It ſeems, that Prince 
was ſo hard preſſed -_ by the Earl of Pererly: 
rough, on his raifing the Siege of Barcelona, that 
he was forced to retire to the Frontiers of Fancy, 
where he left his Army, and went round about, by 
the Way of Navarre, to Madrid; but, finding the 
Portugueſe were advancing thither, he quitted his 
Capital again, and retired ' with his Court to the 
Confines of France: Soon after which, vis. the 
24th of une, the Marquiſs das Minas, and the 
Earl of Galway took Poſſeſſion of Madrid, where 
they cauſed King Charles III. to be proclaim d the 
27th ; which had ſuch an Influence on the Spaniard, 
that Toledo immediately declared for him; and even 
Cardinal Portacarero wrote to the Marquis das Minas, 


aſſuring him of his Submiſſion to King Charles Ill. 


and the Courts of Judicature adminiſter'd Juſtice in 
his Name : Whereupon the Confederate Generals 
ſent Expreſs after Expreſs, to King Charles, to ha. 
iten his March to liis Capital City, and join them 
with all the Forces he could aſſemble; but the Pro- 
vince of Arragon, declaring for King Charlies at the 
ſame Time, he marched into Saragoſſa, where he 
unhappily ſpent ſo much Time, that his Rival, King 
Philip, aſſembled an Army ſuperior to that of the 
Allies, and obliged them to quit Madrid; where 
upon Toledo, Salamanca, and the reſt of the Towns 
in Caſtile, which had declared for King Charts, 
ſubmitted again for King Philip ; and when it 
was too late, King Charles join'd the Marquiſs das 
Minas and the Earl of Galway at Guadalaxara with 
fix or ſeven Regiments: But all that could be done 
now was to retire into Falencia, and take up Wim 
ter Quarters there, for their Retreat to Portugal was 
cut off; and Arantara, that had been taken ” — 

_ Tori 
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Portugueſe in the beginning of the Year, was re* 
taken by the Spaniards, together with Carthagenas 
lately taken by Admiral Zeake. Thus unhappily 
ended the Campaign in Spain, which began ſo gle- 
riouſly : We did not ſeem to know how to improve 
the great Succeſſes we had been bleſs d with, cr 
we were afraid of r the Glory of our favou- 
rite General; for, inſtead of ſending an immediate 
Reinforcement to the Earl of Galway or Peterbo- 
5, to have enabled them to have maintained 
their Conqueſts in Spain, we actually kept ten thou- 
and Land- men on board the Fleet this Summer, on 
pretence of making a Deſcent ſome where in France, 
nll one half of the Men periſh'd : Had theſe been 
ſent immediately to Portugal or Spain with five or 
fixthouſand Men more, that might have been ſpar'd 
from other Places, there had been almoſt as ſudden 
a Revolution in Spain, in the Year 1706, as there 
vas in England in 1688, and a happy Period had 
been put to this bloody and expenſi ve War; but 
chen * brave Nobleman, the Earl of Pererbo- 
rough, who had done ſuch Wonders in Spain with 
a Handful of Men, would have had too great a 
Share in the Honour of accompliſhing it, 2 ight 
hare rival'd another illuftrious Hero in Glory and 
Merit: Certain it is, we either did not know how 
d make uſe of our Victories, or we never intended 
w improve them into an honuurable Peace. The 
French King immediately ſaw the Conſequence of 
u ning fis Grandſon's Adherents while Things 
were in Suſpence, and poured in Troops into Spain 
from all Parts, while the Allies indolently looked 
on, and ſuffered their Friends, who had declared 
for King Charles, to be abandon d to the Rage of 
their incenſed Prince; the Kingdom loft, and their 
own Forces deſtroy'd for want of being ſupported | 
in Time. The Earl of Rivers was not ſuffered to 
fail to Portugal with the Land Foxces till the Win- 
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ter following; and, on his Arrival at Lisbon in Mo- 
dember, finding the Communication between Por- 
rugal and the Allies was cut off, he ſail'd round to 
Alicant, in order to join the Earl of Galway on that 
Side; but his Men had endured ſuch Hardſhips on 
board, that ſcarce half of them arriv'd there alive, 
though they had been in no Action. The Troops 
being landed in this miſerable Condition, the Earl 
returned to England, together with the Earl of E 
ſex and Brigadier Gorges, who embark d with thoſe 
Troops in the firſt Defign. | 

The War was chiefly carried on in aly, Spain, 
and Flaxders, this Campaign little or nothing was 
done upon the Rhine; as well becauſe both Parties 
had drawn what Troops they could from that Side; 
as becauſe Prince Lewis of Baden was very ill at this 
time, and not in a Condition for Action: He died the 
following Winter, on the 4th of January, with the 
Character of one of the greateſt Generals of the Age; 
tho the Indolence and Sluggiſhneſs of the Germans 
he commanded, occafioned his Reputation to ſuffer 
in the latter Part of his Life, Ws £2 was by no 
means equal to the beginning, at leaſt in Succeſs ; 
Some little time before (v:2.) the beginning of De. 


cember, died Don Pedro, King of Portugal, in the 


58th Year of his Age, and was ſucceeded by his 
eldeſt Son Don John IV. who declared at his Ac- 
ceſſion, that he would faithfully obſerve all his Fa- 
ther's Engagements with the Allies. | 

The King of Sweden this Year, obſerving that he 
ſhould never be able effectually to dethrone King 
Auguſtus, unleſs hecut off the Supplies he conſtantly 
received from Saxony, marched through Sileſia and 


_ £Lt/atia into Saxony, plundered the open Country 


from one End to the other, obliged the rich City of 
Lifſick, and other Towns to pay him Contribution, 
and took up his Winter Quarters there, to the great 
Terror of the reſt of the Empire, as well as of the 
SAx . In 
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in the mean Time, age and the States · 
General continued their Mediation between the 
Emperor and his Hungarian Subjects, but to ve 
little purpoſe; the Negoctations were broken off, 
and each Side again prepared to renew the 'War. 
While almoſt every Kingdom in Europe was be- 


come a Scene of War, of Rapine and Confuſion, 


England and Scotland were engag d in treating of a 


Union between the two Kingdoms, which Treaty 
Vas opened as has been already intimated, at the 


Cock-pit in Whitehall, April 16, 1706, when the 
Commiſſion being read, the Lord Keeper Co per 
made a Speech in the Name of the. Zyglih Com- 
miffioners, as the Earl of Seafeld Lord Chaneellor 
of Scotland, did on the Behalt of the Commiſſioners 
of that Nation; and then they adjourn d to the 22d, 


when the Preliminaries were adjuſted. 


There were Conferences held between the Com- 
miffioners of both Nations afterwards five and forty 
ſereral Days; at ſome of which the Queen was pre- 
ſent, and offered her Thoughts upon the Occaſion.

cafion renewed her Aſſurances of maintaining the 
Government of their Church, as by Law eſtabliſh'd;

the Union, within the Limits of Sco7land ; and ob- 
ſerved, That there was no reaſon to doubt, but the 
Parliament of England would do what was neceſſary 
on their Part, after the Readineſs they had ſhewn 
to remove what may obſtruct the entering on that 
Treaty: She alſo deſired, that they would provide 
the neceſſary Supplies, till the Parliament of Grett-

The Lord Commiſſioner (the Duke of 2 ucensb1- 
73) and the Lord Chancellor Seafield having each 
of them endeavoured to ſhew the great Advantages 
ariſing from the Union of the two Kingdoms, the 
Articles of Union were read, and order'd to be 
printed, with the Proceedings of the Com miſſioner 
of both Kingdoms ; and then the Parliament was 
adjourn'd for a Week : At their next meeting, the 
15th of OFober, it being put to the Vote, Whether 
they ſhould proceed preſently to the Conſideration 
of the Anek of Union, or reſer the Conſideration 
thereof? It was carried to proceed, 116 Voices 
againſt 52; from whence the Strength of the Court

Guards for their Protection: The Inſtructions alfo 
the People gave their Repreſentatives ſuffie ĩently 
diſcovered their Averſion to the Union, as well as 
their Petitions and Repreſentations againſt it from 
moſt Parts of the Kingdom; wherein they declared, 
that the devolving the Power of the HCotiſh Parlia- 
ment into the Hands of a ſmall Number of Lords, 
Barons and Burgeſſes, allow'd to fit and vote with 
all the Lords and Commons of England in the Par- 
lament of Great-Brituin, was diſhonourable and 


- prejudicial to the Kingdom of Sotland; tendin 


to the Deſtruction of the antient Conſtitution, an 
all their Right and Privileges, as a free People in 
general, and to every individual Perſon, and Society 
in the Kingdom in Particular; That they ſhould 
entirely loſe their r and Independency, 
and give up the Birthright of the Peers, and the 
Privileges of the Barons and Burgs. That the 
Rights and Intereſts reſerved to them by the Articles 
ef Union were capable of no Security, ſecing the Plu- 
rality of Voices in the Parliament of Great-Britain, 
muſt determine whatever was brought before them.

the Hierarchy, and Ceremonsees of a Church, which 


they held to be ſinful and abominable. 


Theſe Repreſentations were followed by farther 
Tumults at Dumfries, the Articles of Union were 
publickly burnt, and the People declared, that 
their Commiſſioners muſt either be fimple, ignorant, 
or treacherous, or all together; and that the Ratif 
cation of this Treaty will bring them and their Po- 
ſterity to be Tributary and Bondflaves to their 
Neighbours. Even in Edenburgh, the High Com- 
miftioner was inſulted, and Stones threw at him in 
his Coach, while he was ſurrounded with the 
Guards; and on the 3oth- of November, the Mob 
entered the Parliament Cloſe, with loud Outcries for 
rejecting the Articles of Union, which gave the 
Miniſtry ſuch Apprehenſions, that it was thought 
convenient to march ſeveral Regiments of Horſe and 


Dragoons to the North of England, to be in a Rex 


dineſs to protect them. 


But, notw ithſtandig all the Clamour and Op- 
Poſition that was made, the Act for the Ratification 
of the Union paſſed on the 16th of Fanuary ; Yeas 
110, Noes 69. Every Article of the Union being 
debated as it was read, the Parliament had not gone 
through them all till January, and, tho they were 
at length agreed to, it was with ſome Alterations, 
and an Act paſſed at the ſame time for the Security

to his Grace, and another to the Field-Deputies, 


with their reſpective Anſwers, were communicated 
to the Miniſters of the reſt of the Allies. The E

HE moſt Chriſtian King, Sir; finding, that 
ſome Overtures of Peace, which he had caus'd

ao hom the Intereſts of England are ſo ſafely entruſt 
ed, the Deputies the States ſhall pleaſe to nominate, 
and the Perſons whom the King of France ſhall 
impower, they may open their Intentions upon fo 
important an Affair. I am extremely pleafed, 
Sir, to have ſuch an Occaſion to make you this

Overture for a Treaty is ſaid to have been intended 
only to amuſe and divide the Allies, ſurely we might 
have entered into a Treaty, whether we had liked 
their Terms, or not, if it had been only to amuſe 
the Enemy, and prevent the Loſs of that Part of 


Spain that had declar'd for King Charles, till we 


could have ſent 2 Body of Troops to their Protec- 
tion; for our Miniſters were not 1gnorant at that 
Time, That the French and Spaniards were ſuperior 


to the Allies in that Kingdom: That the Confede. 


rate Army had already been forced to abandon the 
Towns in _ that had declare4 for King 
Charles, and leave the miſerable Natives to the 


Mercy of the Enemy. That the remaining Pro- 


vinces of Arragon, Catalonia and Valencia, which 
the Allies yet poſſeſs d, would alſo be compell'd to 
ſubmit to King Philip again the next Campaign, by 
the Superiority of Troops that Prince bod andy, 
as well as by the great Reinforcements the French 
King was ſending to Spain, now the War in [raly 
was at an End ; for we took very little Care, either 
to reinforce our Army from England or Italy, from 
whence twenty or thirty thouſand Men might have 
been ſent this Winter, and eſtabliſh'd King Charles 
on that Throne, and thereby have put an End to 
the War at once, if this had been our Defign. The 


Lord Pererborough was ſo ſenſible of this Neglect, 


and of the great Preparations the French King was 
making to 55 his Grandſon on the Throne of Hain, 
that he wrote the moſt moving Letters to the Court 
of England, not to abandon that People and their 
own Troops to inevitable Deſtruction ; and actually 
made a Voyage to Haly, where the Confederates 
bad at this Time upwards of fixty thouſand Men 
(and no Enemy that durſt appear in the Field) in 
erder to procure a Reinforcement of Troops, and 
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at the ſame Time begg'd Leave of the Confederat 
Generals in Spain, to remain upon the Defenſive, 
till a Body of _ could be ſent over, foreſeeing 
they could not reſiſt the united Force of France and 
Spain, if a Battle happened, before they received 
freſh Supplies : But the Allies neither took Care to 
ſend Forces in Time, to defend the Spaniards that 
had declared for them, nor would enter into a Trea- 
ty of Peace, whereby they might have pond 
the Provinces they poſſeſs d in Spain, tilt a Rein- 
forcement had been got ready; to which ſtupid ot 
treacherous Conduct we may juſtly aſcribe the Loſs 
of that Kingdom; for when this People had been 


M0 . forward to declare for us, and found 


themſelves deſerted and abandoned to the Rage of 
their incens d Prince, they could never be prevailed 
on to rely on the Honour of the Allies a ſecond

with an 2nſerior Aſſembly, who had no Share in the 
Legiſlature. The Friends of the Church reply d, 
That this very aſſembly, how contemptible foeve! 
in the Eyes of ſome Men at this Day, had been 
conſulted in the Act of Uniformity, and the Eſta- 
bliſhment of the Liturgy; and that our Religion 
was not merely a parhamentary Inſtitution, as its 
greateſt Enemies £ Papiſts and Presbiterians fug 
geſted: But the Friends of the Conſtitution, 

ſerving that the Whigs had a great Majority; that 
all Arguments were loſt upon them, and that they 
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peard refolv'd upon the Ratification of. the Ar- 
ticles without Alteration, they left the Houſe; 
and thereupon the Articles paſſed, in almoſt as 
ſhort a Time as they were ready.

Act of Ratification: But this was thought too great 
a Favour to the Church of England, by that Houſe 
of Commons. It was propoſed alſo, That a Clauſe 


might be receiv'd, That the two Univerſities of this 
Kingdom might continue for ever, as they were by 


Law eſtabliſhed : And a further Clauſe, That the 
Subjects of this Kingdom ſhould be for ever free 
om any Oath, Teſt or Subſcription within this 

gdom, contrary to, or- inconſiſtent with the 
tue Proteſtant Religion, Worſhip and Diſcipline 
of the Church of England, as now by Law eſta- 
blind: But both theſe Clauſes were rejected, not- 
wihitanding the ots had declar'd their Kirk and 
Univerſities by the very ſame Words. Another 
Clauſe alſo, that was propos d in favour of the Con- 
vocation, was laugh'd out of Doors, tho the Privi- 
leges of the General Aſſembly of the Kirk of Scot- 
land were expreſly ſtipulated for. 

While the Articles were debating in a Committee 
of the Houſe of Peers, the Lord Haverjham made a

to them as their Lordſhips were at that Time, by 
the fundamental Laws of their Kingdom ; by the 
Claim of Right, and by Act of Parliament; where- 
by it was mace High Treaſon, to make any Alte» 
ration in the Conſtitution of this Kingdom.

upon them to denounce Judgments againſt the

But, having made the Miniſtry their Enemies, 
Bias Marion, the buſieſt of theſe Prophets, was 
indicted, and convicted of pretending to be a true 
Prophet, and printing and uttering many Things as 
dictated and revealed to him by the Holy Spirit 


und Fob Aude and Nicholas Facco, his Accom- 


ces, were convicted of abetting and aſſiſting him 
mths printing and publiſhing theſe Blaſphemies; 
for which the three were fin'd twenty Marks each, 
and adjugd'd to be expos'd on a Scaffold at Cha- 
ring-Croſs and the Royal Exchange, with a Paper 
on their Hats, containing the Subſtance of their 
Crimes: Which Sentence having been executed, 
they removed to North-Britain; where, meeting 
with no better Entertainment, they had not the 
Honour of giving Birth to a new Sect of En- 
thufiaſts, 
During the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, the Con- 
weation was aſſembled as uſual, and both Houſes

ber, ſurrendered upon honourable Terms: After 


which, both Armies went into Winter Quarters. 
On che Side of Portugal the Spaniards, under the

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Command of the M . de Bay, took Cipida 
Rodrigo, by Storm; but the Autumnal Rams comi 
on, there was no further Action there this Campaign. 
And here it is impoſſible to avoid making fone 
Remarks on this unaccountable Campaign; nothing 
15 more evident, than that our Misſortunes in Spain 
might have been prevented this Vear, if we had 
remained upon the Defenfive there, till Reinforce. 
ments could have been ſent thither from Traly © 
England; as both King Charles and the Earl df 
_ Peterborough inſiſted: The Earl preſs d this very 
warmly in a Letter he ſent, the Winter before the 
fatal Battle of Almanza, to the Portugueſe Ambaſſi. 
dor, who then reſided in King Charles's Court in 
Spain. His Words are theſe : | 
Would to God you might be free from Uneaf. 
neſs; when J hope to be in Quiet: It ſeems to 
me as if Storms were threatening Spain; and Iam 
the more concerned, becauſe of the Probability 
of your General's (the Marquiſs das Minas) cor 
tinuing in a Diſpoſition of raſh Meaſures, It is 
certain, they (our Forces in Spain) are only in a 
Condition for a denfenſive (War); and that ſut- 
fices forthe Publick, fince the Preparatives againſt 
France are fo terrible in Italy and Flanders. You 
know my Opinion in the Council of War held at 
Valencia : But the Succours which are coming, 
and the Perſon of the Duke of Orleans, are cer 
rain Proofs of the great Efforts the Enemy will 
make the Beginning of the next Campaign. If we 
reſiſt their firſt Impetuoſity, whilſt Naples, Sicily 
and Sardinia may be ſecured, Peace will give us 
all we can defire. I am obliged to give you No- 
tice, that no Endeavours can prevent the Impe- 
rialiſts from marching towards Naples: If it * 
impoſſible to hinder that Diverſion of their Troops, 
it is in. our Intereſt to give the neceſſary Help to- 
wards bringing that Affair to a ſpeedy Concluſion;

at London, the 8th of une 1707, by Count Gallas, 
and the reſt of the Imperial and Spaniſs Miniſters 
(being a little after the Battle of Amanza) they re- 
ſent, in behalf of King Charles, That his Ma- 
jeſty was neither conſulted before nor after that Bat- 
20 the Marquiſs das Minas and the Earl of Gal. 
49, and lament, that an Action of that great Con- 
ſequence was not undertaken at a more favourable 
Junfture : However, they ſaid, his Majefty hoped 
that the Queen would apply the moſt effectual Means 
for redreſſing a Misfortune that had ſet fo far back 
the Expectation they had of ſuddenly attainmg that 
defired End: That the King, being again threat- 
ened with the ſame Danger from which he was fo 
happily delivered the laſt Year (when he was be- 
ſeged in Barcelona) could not forbear repreſenting 
it to her Britamick Majeſty ; to the End, that by 
her generous Aſſiſtance, the Conſequence of this 
Difaſter might be prevented: For the Defeat was 
fo general, that his Majeſty was apprehenfive his 
Kingdoms of Valencia and Arragon would, be ſub- 
dued ; and that the Enemy's Forces would, from 
all Sides, pour in upon the Principality of Catalo- 
ma: He defires therefore, that Admiral Shovel 
may not only be order'd to tranſport a Body of 
Troops to Catalonia from Traly, but that the Admi- 


ral might remain in the Mediterranean during this 


unhappy Situation of his Affairs; for that it was 


not 
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not to be doubted, that the Enemy would again be 
fiege the Capital of that Principality, as ſoon ay 
the Fleet ſhould leave thoſe Seas : And though the 
King would not fail to defend it as 9 as he 
did the laſt Vear; yet, it was to be feared, all his 
Efforts might prove ineffectual; and that, with 
Barcelona, all would be loſt in Spain. 

That Experience having ſhewn that the King, 
arriving with a ſmall Body of Troops in Catalonia, 
the whole Principality preſently declared for him, 
and the Kingdoms of Valencia and Arragon followed 
the Example; and that all thoſe Countries, anima - 
ted by his Preſence, had given him all poſlible 
Proofs of their Fidelity and Zeal for his Service; his 
Majeſty was of Opinion, his Preſence with the 
Army might have been of ſome Advantage to the 
Common Cauſe; but ſeeing himſelf fo little regard- 
ed, and without Authority or Power in the Army, 
he judg'd himſelf uſeleſs there: Wherefore the 
King, having Reaſon to fear, the future Efforts 
her Majeſty ſhould be pleaſed to make, would have 
no better Succeſs, unleſs the Command was entirely 
ſettled, he promiſed himſelf from her Majeſtys 
Wiſdom, that ſhe would regulate an Affair Ache 
Conſequence, as he had already beſought her ſeve- 
ral Times; aſſuring her afreſh, That if her Majeſty 
would honour him with ſome Truſt and Confidence 
in that reſpect, he would endeavour to make the 
beſt Uſe of it, and conſtantly concur with the prin- 
cipal Officers, in whatever might be for the Ser- 
vice of her Majeſty and the Common Cauſe: That, 
the Command being once regulated, her Majeſty 
might rely upon it the King would never quit the 
Country; but, as he did laſt Year, maintain him- 
felf in it, for the Defence of his faithful Subjects, 
the Glory of her Majeſty, and the Welfare of all 
Lurope, till the Succours from Taly and Britain 
could arrive.

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From the Earl of Pererborough's Letter and this 


Memorial it appears, that his Catholick Majeſty,

Portugal and ſtrengthening the Duke of Savoy. 
They acknowledge, that her Majeſty, throughout

rh Trade, for want of Cruifers and Convoys ; and 
le | read a Petition, preſented by the Sheriffs of Zou- 
be don, and two hundred conſiderable Merchants, 


complaining of their Loſſes at Sea, and defiring 
ſome ſpeedy Remedy. Whereupon the old Lord 
Haverſham made a Speech, and obſerved, that our 
Ships had been taken by the Enemy, as the Dutch 
take Herrings by Shoals upon our Coaſts, and 
that the Royal Navy itſelf had not eſcaped. That 
by theſe Misfortunes our Merchants were beggar d. 
our Commerce broke, our Trade was gone, our 
Manufactures ruin d; the Queen loſt her Cuſtoms, 
and the Parliament muſt make good the Deficien- 
cies; <v/4/e aur Allies had an open and fiourifpins 
Trade, and the Enemy made uſe of our Ships and 
Seamen againſt us: That they were now upon the 
Enquiry, who brought them into this miſerable 
Condition; but wherever they began, if they did 
not end with the Miniſtry, they ſhould be in a worſe 
Condition than they were before : That he took rhe 
Root of all their Misfortunes to lie in the Alinſtry, 
and without a Change of Miniſtry, in his Opiniuz, 
no other Remedy would be effeckual. He ſaid, if 
he was not confident he ſtood upon ſure Grouncs, 
he ſhould not have ventured to have ſaid fo much; 
but be bad tis Fuſtification in his Hand: The 
Prince he excus d, and ſaid he thought the Navy 
ater in his Hands than any Man's, as not being 
capable of being influenced by any great Miniſter;

; thus the old Queſtion was reviv'd, Whether 
the Land or Sea-Service, ought to be moſt at 
tended to? Not, that the thing would bear a Queſ 
tion ; but every one knows, who commanded at 
Land, what Alliances and Friendſhips he had con 
tracted with the Treaſury, and other great Mini- 
ſters; that his Troops were conſtantly paid, e. 
ervited, and augmented at his Defire, and that he 
had raet with fuitable Succeſs ; and, as a learned 
Gentleman obſerves, was crown'd with Victory 
eve: y other Year ; The Trophies of his Victories 
were hung up in our View ; we frequently went m 
ſolemn Proceſſion to St. Paul's (the Pomp wheredl 
was little inferior to a Roman Triumph) to return 
our Thanks to Heaven for the Succeſſes of out 
great Leader. And can it be thought ſtrange, that 
the Nation ſhould be ſtruck with the Splendour of 
the Cavalcade, that the Hero ſhould attract all our 
Hearts, and engaged all our Powers to ſupport his 
Glory ? Ir is very netural to ſuppoſe, that we wete 
fo far amuſed with theſe Things, that we neglected 
others of equal Conſequence : W fee, that thus in 
Fact it was; for tho' our Fleet and our Trade is uni- 
verſally acknowledged to be of the greateſt Impot- 
tance to the Nation, and tho' we were Maſters at 
Sea, yet the Enemy domineer'd in the Soundings, 
and in the Channel, and hardly ſuffered 3 
| chant 
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chant to eſcape them; and, as my Lord Hiverſham 
obſerves, even our Men of War fell inte their 
Hands: And the Prince bearing the Title of Ad- 
miral, the Miniſtry thought themſelves ſufficiently 
ckreen'd againſt any Complaints on this Head: 
But the Nation could no longer be blinded by the 
| Glittering and Eclat of our Arms in Handers; the 
Merchants grew clamorous, our Manufactures were 
mined, the Workmen and their Families were 
farving, and even the Name of the Prince, her 
Majeſty's deareſt Conſort, whom the People fo 
muck adored, could no longer ſtop the Mouths of 
that Multitude of Sufferers. 
On the Nineteenth, a Debate was begun 1n the 
Houſe of Lords concerning the War in FHpain, 
wherein the Earl of Pererborough's Conduct was on 
all Sides highly applauded ; but when it was mov'd, 
that he might have the Thanks of the Houſe, this 
vas oppoſed by ſome, who imagin d it might tend 
v eclipſe the Glory of another General. The Earl 
& Rocheſter obſerv'd on this Occaſion, that it was 
: Saying of old Duke S:homberg's, that the at- 
acking France in the Netherlands, was like taking 
a Bull by the Horns; and therefore his Lordſhip 
propoſed the ſtanding upon the Defenfive in Flan- 
ders, and ſending from thence fifteen or twenty 
thouſand Men to Catalonia.

the Defenſive; infomuch, that the Houſe took 
Notice of his Warmth, and a certain Lord ſaid, he 
vonder d that Nobleman, who had been always fo 
conſpicuous for his Calmneſs and Moderation, ſhould 
ww be out of Temper; and there being an abſo- 
ute Neceſſity to ſuccour Spain, he would be glad 
hear where elſe they could provide Troops to 
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ſ:nd thither. To this it was anſwer'd, the Thin 
was of too great Concern to be ſpoken of without 
Warmth, and there were Meaſures already concen. 
ed for ſending powerful Succours to King Charles, 
but how powerful thoſe Suecours were, the Event 
ſufficiently manifefted. 
In the mean time, the Prince's Council 

an Anſwer to the Complaints of the Merchants fir 
want of Cruiſers and Convoys to protect their Trade, 
which was delivered in to the Houſe of Lords; 
wherein they obſerve that the Admiralty had been 
obliged to fend ſuch large Fleets to the Mediterry- 
nean, that there were not Ships or Seamen ſufficient 
to guard all our Trade, eſpecially fince the Enemy 
employed their own Force at Sea in a piratical 
Way, to diſtreſs our Merchants: They obferved 
alſo, that notwithſtanding the great Sums that had 

been given for building Ships in King Milian; 
Reign, the Royal Navy was then much dimi- 
niſlied; and that four thoufand Merchant-ſhips had 
been taken by the Enemy in that War : To which 
the Whigs reply'd, there had been as great ot 
greater Loſſes in this Reign: But the Tories 
obſerv'd, that both then and now the Whigs were 
in the Adminiſtration, that the Prince's Council 
were put in by the Advice of the Cabinet-Council, 
and directed by them; and conſequently that the 
Miniſtry were anſwerable for all the Miſconduft 
at Sea, if there had been any; which began to ap- 
pear fo evidently, that the Enquiry into paſs'd Miſ- 
managements was dropped, and a Bill ordered to 
be brought in for the future well Government of 
the Navy, in relation to Cruiſers and Convoys:

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Cruiſers were employ d, It was farther enacted, 
That all Ships, taken from the Enemy during the

given to the ſaid Captors of five Pounds for every 
Man, that ſhould be found on board ſuch Prizes, 
when taken; and ten Pounds for every Gun the 
Prize carried. 

The Whigs found themſelves mightily embar- 
taſo d at this Time by the Credit Mr. Secretary Har- 
ky bad with the Queen which was much 1mprov'd 
by the good Offices done him by Mrs. Maſham, his 
near Relation, who was of the Queen's Bed-cham- 
ber. As another great Lady had been very uſeful

Mrs. Maſham, tis ſaid, was of no leſs Service to 


the Secretary : And the new Favourite had this Ad- 
jantage of her Predeceſſor, that while ſhe began 
w ſlight her Majeſty's Favours, and inſiſt much on 
the Merit of her Husband, claiming a kind of

Favours; Mrs. A on the contrary, aſſumed 


o ſuch Liberties, but was all Obedience and Sub- 


miſſion, ſtudying only how to render her Majeſty's 
Life eaſy and happy; and by that means, ſoon ob- 
tained a greater 3 of her Majeſty's Affection, 
than her Rival. ES 

The Prince alſo, tis ſaid, obſerved, that he was, 
in a manner, excluded from any Share in tne Ad- 
miniſtration, by ſome over-bearing Miniſters; and, 
3 the Lord Haverſuam had hinted in the Houſe of 


lers, ten times more Application was made to a 


certain great Lady, than to the Queen: And there- 
ion, tis ſaid, his Royal Highneſs concurr'd with 


Mr. Secretary Harley in endeavouring to procure a 
hange in the Adminiſtration, which the two great 
Uuz | Stateſ- 
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Stateſmen, who yet managed every Thing, diſeo. 
vering, reſolved to be before-hand with the Secre- 
tary ; and, if poſſible, drive him from Court; which, 
while they were meditating upon, an Accident 
pened, that gave them ſome Colour for attacking 
their Rival. | 
One Gregg, a Secretary in Mr. Harley's Office, 
whoſe Extravagances had run him deep in Debt, 
to ſupply his Neceſſities, had entered into a tres. 
ſonable Correſpondence with the Court of France, 
and given ſome Intelligence that had been prejudi. 
cial to the Publick; which was diſcovered by the 
Poſtmaſter at * : Gregg was thereupon ap- 
prehended the laſt of December; and great Pains 
taken to make the World believe, that what he 
had done was by Mr. Secretary Harley's Direction, 
or Connivance at leaſt: He was brought to his 
Trial for this treaſonahle Correſpondence the 19th 
of January, when he pleaded guilty, and was con. 
demn'd ; but was reprieved from time to time, till 
the 28th of April 1708, to ſee if the Hopes of Par- 
don would induce him to accuſe the Enemies of the 
Adminiſtration as his Accomplices : But the Man 
continued Proof againſt all Temptations: He took 
the whole Guilt upon himſelf at his Execution, and 
acquitted his Maſter, Mr. Harley, and every bo- 
dy elſe, of having any Knowledge of his Crime. 
The Peers however, in the Examination of this Af. 
fair taking Notice that Papers of a ſecret Nature 
were too much expoſed in the Secretary's Office; 
whereby Gregg and other Clerks had it in their 
Power to give the Enemy Intelligence of the Sta- 
tions of our Cruiſers and Convoys, and diſcover 
our Naval Enterprizes, thought fit to offer her Ma- 
jeſty an Addreſs upon this Head, which ſeemed 
highly to reflect on Mr. Harley: The Duke, and 
the Treaſurer alſo, gave ſo much Colour to the 
Suggeſtion, as to offer to lay down their Commer 
ons, 
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if the Secretary was employed any longer : 
But all to no Purpoſe; the Queen was too well ſatis- 
fed of the Secretary's Fidelity to receive any ill Im- 
preſſion of him. However Mr. Harley, finding the 
Torrent run ſo ſtrong againſt him, deſired her Ma- 
jeſty's Leave to refign his Poſt and retire, rather 
than her Affairs ſhould ſuffer any Prejudice by her 
endeavouring to protect him unſeaſonably. To 
which her Majeſty, with ſome Reluctance, con- 
ſented; and with him Sir Thomas Manſel, Comp- 
toller of the Houſhold ; Sir Simon Harcourt, At- 
torney-General ; and Mr. S. Jahn, Secretary of 
War, reſign d their Places. 

However, before Mr. Harley and his Friends 
laid down, they had recommended ſeveral conſider- 
able Men in the Church to her Majeſty's Favour ; 
Sir onathan Trelatuney, was tranſlated from Exeter 
to Wincheſter; Dr. Blackall, was made Biſhop of 
Exeter; and Sir William Daves, Biſhop of Cheſter : 
And, on the other Side, the Whigs prevail'd on her 


Majeſty to tranſlate Dr. Moore from Norwich to 


Ely, and to nominate Dr. Trimne} Biſhop of Nor- 
wch: And, about the ſame Time, the Honourable 
Henry Boyle, Eſq; was made Secretary of State in 
the room of Mr. Harley. 
The Parliament were ſtill taken up in examining 
into the Miſmanagements of the laſt Campaign 
and the Commons reſolved, That it appeared ro 
them, that of near thirty thouſand Men provided for 
by Parliament, for the Service of Spain and Portugal, 
in the Tear 1707, there were but eigbt thouſand ſix 
bundred ſixty-nine Men, beſides Officers and Servants 
in Spain and Portugal, at the Time of the Battle of 
Almanza : This they repreſented in an Addreſs to 
the Queen: To which the Miniſtry adviſed her 
Majeity to give an Anſwer to this Effect, That in 
the Number of 29,395 Men provided for by Par- 
liament, were included the Officers and * 
whacl 
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which made a full fourth Part of the Whole, 20. 
cording to the Eſtabliſhment and Allowance alway, 
made upon Muſters: That the Forces, under the 
Farl of Peterborough and the Earl of Galway, had 
been reduced by Death, Sickneſs, Sc. before that 
Battle to 8207 Men, befides 1729 Priſoners with 
the Enemy: That the Regiments under the Earl of 
Rivers, which went from Torbay, 8297 Men, 
when they arrived at Valencia, were reduced to 
4500, and, that the Battle happened fo ſoon after 


the Vote of Parliament for employing 29395 Men 


in Spain and Portugal, that it was impoſſible more 
of the intended Number could be there: But that 
the Queen compleated four Regiments that were 
upon the Triſh Eſtabliſhment, and ſent them to Por. 
tugal in April 1707: That three Regiments more 
alſo were ſent thither ſoon after; and, to ſupply 
the Loſs at Amanza, the Queen had hired 7000 
Palatines, Zooo Germans more, and 12000 Italians, 


which were embark'd for Barcelona in her Majeſty's 


Pay: Befides which, her Majeſty had made a 
Propoſal to the Emperor for 6000 Germans more; 
concluding, that no Care had been wanting to ſup- 
port the War in Spain and Portugal in the moſ 
effectual Manner. 

This Anſwer being taken into Confideration, the 
Queſtion was put the 24th of February, That timely 
Recruits for Spain had been wanting, which paſs d in 
the Negative; and they addreſs'd her Majeſty to 
thank her for the Meaſures ſhe had taken to reſtore 
the Affairs of Spain, and provide foreign Troops 
for that Service. | 8 

While the Parliament was thus taken up with 
examining into the Conduct of our Affairs Abroad, 
we were, on a ſudden, alarmed with an Invaſion 
intended from France; and the French beginning 
the miidle of February to embark their Troops at 
Dundirë, tne Admiralty of England immediately 

aſſembled 
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aff:mbled a ſtrong Squadron of Men of War, and 
ſent them, under the Command of Sir George Byng 
and the Lord Durſſey, to lye before Dunkirk, an 
wait the Motions of the French. But the Engliſh 
Admirals being driven from their Stations by ſtormy 
Weather, and forc'd to return into the Downs, the 
French took the Adyantage of their Abſence, and 
ſet Sail the 6th of March, with the Pretender and 
twelve French and Triſh Battalions on board, beſides 
great Quantities of Ammunition and ſpare Arms; 
but were luckily detain d by contrary Winds in 
Newport Pits, till the 8th Inſtant, when they ſet 
Sail for Scorland again. 

Sir George Byng, being reinforc'd to the Num- 
ber of about forty Sail of the Line of Battle, be- 
fides Frigates and Fire-Ships, ſet Sail again for 
Dunkirk the 6th, [17th]; and being between 
Dunkirk and Calais on the gth [2oth] in the 


Morning, he received Intelligence by an Oftend 


Ship, diſpatch'd by Major-General Cadogan, that 
the Dunkirk Squadron was ſail'd Northwards. 
Whereupon a Council of War was held, and it 
was reſolved to ſet Sail immediately after the Ene- 
my, whoſe Deſign they judg'd to be upon E lin- 


burgh ; and a ſtrong Squadron was detach'd, un- 


der the Cammand of Admiral Baker, to convoy 
over the Eugliſa Troops that were embarked at 
fend. 

There were not only ten Battalions ſent from 
end to Tinmouth on this Occaſion, but the firſt 
and ſecond Troop of Horſe Guards, and ſeveral 
other Regiments marched to the North of Eng- 
land, and the Earl of Leven, Governor of Edin— 
burgh Caſtle, and Commander in Chief of the 
Forces in Scotland, was ſent thither, and ſeveral 


egiments in Ireland were commanded to the 


North, to lie ready to be tranſported to Sc 


id. 
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The French Fleet arrived at Edinburgh Frith 
the 12th of March, O. S. and late the ſame Night 
Sir George Byng arrived there with the Eygj;6 
Fleet; who, firing a Gun as a Signal to come to an 
Anchor, the French took the Alarm; and, ſtealing 
out of the Frith in the Dark, were ſeen ſtandi 
out at Sea the next Morning : Whereupon the 
Engliſh gave them Chace; but having few clean 
Ships, the Enemy out- ſailed them, and Sir George 
took but one of their Men of War, called the 
Salisbury, a Prize the French had taken from us; 
on board whereof were the Lord Griſſin, the Lord 
Clermont, Mr. Middleton, the Marquis de Levi, a 
French Lieutenant-General, with ſome other French 
and Triſh Officers, and five Companies of French 
Soldiers: And Sir George having purſued the teſt 
of the Fleet till he loſt Sight of them, returned to 
Edinliurgb Frith the fifteen Inſtant with his Pri- 
ſoners; who being afterwards brought to Zondon, 
the Lord Gr:#*7 was committed to the Tower, 
with the reſt of the Priſoners of Diſtinction; and 
his Lordſhip being already outlawed for High-Trea- 
fon, Execution was awarded againſt him by the 
King's-Bench : But her Majeſty being pleaſed to 
reprieve him from Time to Time, he died at length 
in the Tower. 

The 17cach Squadron being returned home, the 
Commons addreſſed hts Royal Highneſs the Prince, 
returning him Thanks for his great Care, in fitting 
out tke Fleet in the intended Invaſion; which was 
attended with no ill Conſequence but a great Run 
upon the Bank, and the Fall of Stocks, that foun 
roſe again when the Panger was over. But the 
three Years being expired, which the preſent Par- 
liament was to fit, a Proclamation iſſued the 15th 
of April, 1708, for the calling of another to meet 
the eigth of VH. 


The 
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The Duke of Marlborough meeting Prince Eu- 


rene of Savoy at the Hague the beginning of April 


5505, they aſterwards waited on the Elector of 


Hanover, who had taken upon him the Command 
of the Imperial Army upon the Rhine; and it was 
zgreed amongſt them, that the Imperialiſts ſhould 
remain upon the Defenſive in Germany, and detach 
what Forces they could ſpare under the Command 
of Prince Eugene, to act in Conjunction with thoſe 
if the Duke of Marlborough in Flanders, where the 


Allies propoſed to make their greateſt Efforts this 


Campaign: Accordingly the Duke of Marlborough 
took the Field about the middle of May; and 
having poſted himſelf on the Enemies Frontiers, 
bew moſt of the Garriſons out of the Towns in 
Randers, imagining they were ſufficiently covered 
fom the Attacks of the Enemy by his Army : But 
the Flemmings, who were generally better affected 
v the French than the Dutch, as well upon the Ac- 
count of Religion, as other Conſiderations; and 
raining a very great Affection for the Elector of 
Bavaria, who had lately governed them with great 
Humanity and Tenderneſs, they readily liſtened to 
lis Invitation to ſubmit to King Philip, and pro- 
miſed to open their Gates, if a Detachment of the 
French Troops ſhould appear before them in the 
Abſence of the Confederate Army : The principal 
Towns that had enter' d into this Conſpiracy were 
Antwerp, Ghent, and Bruges; but the Treachery 
of Autererp was diſcovered, and prevented: How- 
ever, a Body of French Troops having found Means 
w paſs the Duke of Marlborough's Army undiſco- 
reed, and coming before Ghent and Bruges in the 
Nighttime, were let in by the Burghers, and poſ- 
ſed themſelves of thoſe two great Cities; 
and from thence the French Array marched into 
Dutch Flanders, and laid that Country under Con- 
tribution: About which Time, the Dukes of Bur- 
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_ Tundy and Berry taking the Field, and joining the 


Duke of Yendaſme, they hai ſo great a Superiorig 
of Troops before the Grrmans joined the Duke of 
Marlberough, that they ventured to lay Siege ty 
Oudenarde, which was inveſted the gth of Fu, 
Whereupon the Duke of Marlborough, who wa 
joined about the ſame Time by Prince Eugene, and 
part of the Germans, made a very long ſwift March 
to the Relief of that Place. On the Approach 
the Allies, the French thought fit to raiſe the Sig 
and prepare for an Engagement; and the Conſede 
rate Generals not declining it, a Battle enſued, d 
which the Dutch Deputies in the Army gave the 
following Relation to the States- General. |

The few Horſe that had paſſed with the Detach- 
* ment, attack d likewiſe the French Squadrons, 
poſted behind the Village with ſo much Succeſs, 
* that they were put into Diſorder, and puſhed ; 
* our Men taking from them eight or ten Stand- 
* ards, and ſome Horſes. Hereupon the Enemy 
© were forc'd to face about to us, and form them- 
* ſelves about four of the Clock, when moſt of our 
Foot being over and formed: The general En- 
gagement began firſt on the Right, afterwards on 
* the Left Wing : The Fight was properly between 
* the Fogt, and was obſtinate ; but our Men got 
* Ground and drove the Enemy from one Hedge 
to another, till Night put and End to the Combat. 


The Horſe, who by Reaſon of the broken Ground 


could not act, were detach'd to the Right an 

Left Wing; and advanced ſo far, that they at- 

' kack'd the Enemy in the Flank and Rear; which,

when they perceiv'd, they fell in the Night iato 
the utmoſt Confuſion, and. part of them retired, 
with the Baggage and Artillery, towards Ghent 
and Deynſe ; another Part towards the Road of 
Caurtray; and, according to Computation, fix 
of ſeven thouſand ſurren.ler'd themſelves Priſon- 
ers, with three or four Hundred Officers at their 
Head, among whom are ſeveral Dukes and Ge. 
neral Officers: Had not the Nioht come to their 
Aſſiſtance, we believe they would have ſaved very 
little of their Army. We therefore congratulate 
your High Mightinefſes upon this compleat Vic- 
tory, which God Almighty has ſo graciouſly 
vouchſafed; and which gives us an Opportunity, 
with this victorious Army, and that of Prince 
Eugene, who was preſent at this Action, to ex- 
tend the Frontiers further, and bring the Enemy 
to Reaſon. Each General made ſo good a Diſpo- 
ſition, and every Regiment attack d the Enemy 
ſo well, and with ſo much 2 that it was 
impoſſible for any one to ſignalize himſelf in a 
articular Manner. Our Loſs, God be thanked, is 
15 ſmall, that there is not, as we know of, one Regi- 
ment out of a Condition to make the reſt of the 
Campaign. Among the Horſe, our Loſs is nothing 
at all ; nor do we yet know that we have loſt any 
Head Officer of the State: With which,

ſhal Bouflers having informed the Duke of Va. 
 doſme that Ammunition began to be wanting in 
the Town, the Duke of / endoſme detach'd the 
Chevalier de Luxcmburgh with two thouſand Horſe 
and T-ragoons, each of them carrying fixty Pound 
Weight of Powder, to endeavour to break through 
the Lines of Circumvallation, and throw themſelves 
into Lie.

They made their Retreat in ſo great Confuſion, 
that they left moſt of their Cannon in a Wood, 
which they did not carry off till next Day about 
Elven o'Clock, after hearing that our Couvoy was 
falling Rov/tlaer : We remain'd on the Field of Bat- 
tetill two o Clock the next Morning, having firſt ears 
ned oft all our wounded, and ſeveral of the Enemy.

The Plenipotentiaries of the Allies having fign- 
e theſe Preliminaries, the twenty- eight of May 
1709, thoſe of France declared, they had no Di- 
r1ons to ſign them: However, the Marquiſs of 
Icy ſaid, he would lay them before his Maſter the 
molt Chriſtian King, and endeavour to procure his 
Ratification, and that he would acquaint Prince 
Eugene with his Majeſty's Reſolution by the fourth 
« next Month, and then ſet out for France ; from 
whence he ſent an Anſwer according to his Pro- 
miſe : Wherein he told the Prince, That his Ma- 
fly found it impoſſible for him to accept theſe 
Terms; and therefore had ſend Orders to Monſiæur 
Rowe, to notify the ſame to the Potentates engaged 
nthe War ; and that it was to be hoped that more 
favourable Terms would preſent for the eſtabliſhing 
a Peace ſn neceſſary to all Euro pe. 

And Monſieur Rouille accordingly acquainted the 
Miniſters of the Allies, that unlefs they would agree 
o ſome Alterations in the Preliminary Articles, 
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mediately received an Information, that he ſhould 


until a like Number of Officers and Soldiers of the 
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his Maſter could not confent to them: To which 
the Miniſters of the Allies anſwered, That they 
would not recede from any of the Articles a 

to; and that, if his Maſter did not think fit tg 
accept them, neither would the Allies think theme 
ſelves bound by them; and Monfieur Rowlle im- 


depart from the Hague, which he did on the ninth 
of June following. 

But whatever were the Views of France or of 
fome defigning Stateſmen among the Allies, the 
French Mmiſters were no ſooner returned, bur both 
Armies prepared to take the Field. The French 
poſleſs'd themſelves of a Camp naturally ſtrong, 
and threw up ſuch Intrenchments, that the Allies 
did not think fit to attack them; but reſolved to 
open the Campaign with.the Siege of Tournay; and 
accordingly that Place was inveſted by the Confe. 
derate Troops the 27th of June, N. S. On the 
2th of July the Trenches were opened, and on the 
zoth the Town ſurrendered, and the Garriſon 
marched into the Citadel; which held out till the 
zd of September, and then ſurrendered upon Con- 
dition, that all the Officers and Soldiers ſhould re- 
tain their Swords and Baggage, and be permitted 
to return into France, provided they did not ferve, 


Allies, that were Priſoners, ſhould be exchanged 
for them; and that they ſhould leave their Co- 
tours and Fire-Arms behind them. 9 
Tournay being reduced, the Allies reſolved upon 
the Siege of Ars; but Marſhal Villars, having 
poſſcſo d himſelf of the ſtrong Camp of Zlarcgnics il 
or Malplaquet, in the Woods of Sart and Sanſart, 
it was luund impracticable to form the Siege until 
the French were driven from that Poſt : Where- 
upon happened the blcodieſt Battle that ever was 
fought in Flanders. 1 
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Tt was in Reality, a Battle between two Armies 
of a Side; Prince Eugene commanded a compleat 
Army of ſifey thouſand Men, with Wings of 
Horſe on the Right and Left; and the Duke of 
Marlborourh another entire Army, of which the 
Enzliſþ formed the Right, and the Dutch the 
Left; while Marihal Vilars commanded a ſeparate 
Army of the French on the Left, drawn up againſt 
that of Prince Eugene; and Marſhal Houfflers ano- 
ther upon the Right, which engag'd that under the 
Command of the Duke of Marlborough. Theſe 
great Armies lay near each other ſeveral Days; and 
on the gth of September, the Enemies poffefſcd 
 themfelves of the Woods of Sart and Sarſart, 
where they cut down Trees, erected Batteries, and 
S threw up Int.enchinents for their Defence. The 

\ fame Day, and the next, the Armies on both Sides 
were drawn up in order of Battle; and the Tct:;, 
in the Evening, the Generals of the Allies “ 
folved to attack the French : Accordingly, on the 
nch of September at Break of Day, the Infantry of 
me Allies marched in three Lines, an the Cavalry 
m two Columns, advancing dir-Aly towards the 
Enemy, who were fo ftrongly imrench'd, that their 
Works looke4 more like a Citadel than a Camp: 
Their Left Wing, as a certain General relates, 
was covered by a great ani thick Wood, in 
which they had caſt up many Intrenchments, an: 
poitel their Infantry; and their Right was co- 
vered by another Wood and thick Hedge, which 
tun along the ſame like a Chain; and beſides, 
mey had caſt up three Intrenehments, and had a 
marſhy Ground beſore them, which rendered the 
Acceſs to their Intrenchments ſtill more dicult: 
Their Cercer was in a little Plain, where they had 
calt up ſeveral Intrenchments alſo, one behind the 
other, all defended in convenisit Places with a 
geod Artillery, which annoyed us very much:

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They had beſides cut down the Hedges behind their 


Lines, for the more eaſy marching of their Ca- 
valry, to ſupport their Infantry, wherever Occafion 
ſhould require. In this advantageous Situation we 
attacked the Enemy, and begun to cannonade 
them about half an Hour paſt Eight, and they 
anſwered us with the Jike Vane; while all our 
Forces marched to begin the Attack as the Gene- 
rals had directed. Our Left Wing (of Prince 
Enugene's Army) attack d the Enemy in the Wood 
aforeſaid, about that Time, with all imaginable 
Vigour; but were received with a great deal of 
Bravery.. We beat the Enemy from that Poſt, 
and they beat us again from thence; but, aſter an 
obſtinate Fight of two Hours, in which abundance 
of Blood was ſhed on both Sides, the Soldiers kill- 
ing one another with their Bayonets and the Butts 
of their Muskets, we made ourſelves Maſters of the 
Wood ; and thereu our whole Left Wing 
marched, without Loss of Time, towards the 
Enemy, and begun another Fight as obſtinate as 
the Firſt Attack. As they were covered by three 
{ſtrong Intrenchments, which we were obliged to 


attack one after another, the Fight continued five 


Hours, with an incredible Fury ; but all this while 
with doubtful Succeſs, becauſe the Enemy rallied 
ſeveral Times, regaining with an extraordinary 
Valour the Entrenchments from whence we had 
beaten them; during which, they attempted ſere- 
ral Times to drive us from the Wood we had 
ained ; but we maintained our Ground, and beat 
them from all their Intrenchments : It was about 
that Time, that their Cavalry, which was drawn 
up 1n ſeveral Lines, ſeeing that their Infantry was 
beaten from their Poſt, advanced in very good Or- 
der to charge our Cavalry, and regain the Intrench- 
ments wherein we had taken Poſt; and this new 
Fight proved very obſtinate: They forced us ſome- 
times 
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times to give Ground, and were forced, in their 
Turn, to give Way. The Action became then 


more general; and ſome 3 of the Right 


Wing of my Lord Duke's Army beine repulſed by 
the great Numbers of the Enemy, the Duke of 
Wirtemberg, with ſome Daniſh and other Squa- 
drons of Prince Eugene's Army, advanced to ſup- 

them. The French Cavalry, being thus vi- 
porouſly attacked, fell ſoon into Diſorder, and 


were ſo much preſs'd, that they could not rally 


again: They endeavour'd to do it behind a Hedge, 
but the Duke of J/irtembers cauſed immediately 
the Dragoons of Mirtemberg Oocls to diſmount to 
attack the Enemy on Foot behind the Hedge afore- 


faid, from which they were driven, and they did 


not form again into any Order till they came be- 
hind a little Hill, at a pretty diſtance from us, 
having behind them the little Town of Bavay, and 
2 Moraſs and a Defile before; and their Infantry, 
by favour of the Hedges and Woods, made, for 
the moſt part, their Retreat that Way, and formed 
themſelves again, near their Cavalry: The Defile 
and Moraſs x aw Fr did not permit us to purſue 
them further in a Body ; but two Regiments of 
Huffars, and ſome Squadrons of Horſe and Dra- 
goons were detached to annoy them as much as 


ble in their Retreat. The Battle ended about 


Four 1n the Afternoon. 


Marſhal Villars being dangerouſly wounded, and 
forced to retreat out of the Battle, Marſhal Boryffers 
commanded the whole Forces of the Enemy the 
latter Part of the Day : In the Letter he wrote to 
the French King, giving an Account of this ter- 
rible Action, he tells his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, 
that never was Misfortune attended with preater 
Glory: That all his Majeſty's Troops acquired the 
greateſt Reputation for their Valour and Firmneſs, 
dot yielding at laſt but ta the Superiority of the

Enemy: That all the Marſhal Fillars's Diſpoſi- 
tions were entirely good, the beſt that could be 
made by the moſt accompliſhed an] experienced 


General: That he benaved himſelf in the Action 


with all imaginable Bravery and Activity; and, 
beſides his good Example, ciifcovered the greateſt 
Preſence of Mind in giving his Orders: But his 


Valour, and the Neglect of his own Perſon, had 


occaſioned his receiving a Wound, which gave an 
unhappy Turn to the Affairs of that unfortunate 
Day: That the Enemy marched ſo many Horſe and 
Foot againſt the Center of his (Zo:g%rs) Army, 
which was ſomething expoſed, there being none 
but Horſe tv oppoſe them ; that they were at 
length obliged to yield to the infinitely ſuperior 
Number, and prodigious Eirorts of tne Enemy, 
after they had repulſed them at 1-aſt fix Times, 
and had entirely beaten them, 1f it had not been 
for their Infantry, by whoſe Favour they rallied, 
and returned to the Charge; and aſſured his Ma- 
jeſty, that the Loſs of the Allies was three Times 
2 than they had ſuſtained: And whenever 
1s Majeſty ſhould think fit to make Peace, his 
Enemies would have a Reſpect for his Troops, 
and perhaps become more tra table. He obſerves 


_ alfo, That the Chevalier St. George behaved him- 


ſelf, during the whole Action, with all poſſible 


Bravery and Vivacity; but adds, that he could 


ſay nothing of the Left (of the Army commanded 
by Marſhal Villars) becauſe he was not there till 
they retired ; which ſhews, that the two Marſhals 
commanded two diſtinct Armies; and that there 
was a conſiderable Interval between them, as has 
been hinted already. 

In this Battle, according to the Account of the 
Allies, they had 5, 547 Men killed, and 12, 806 
wounded ; in all, upwards of eighteen Thouſand; 
and, on the French bide, there were, according K 

the 
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the Allies, about f fteen thouſan! killed and wound- 
ed; and it is very natural to believe, that the Al- 
lies loſt more Mien than the Enemy, ſince they 
were cut down from Morning till Noon, by the 
great and ſmall Shot of the Enemy, before they 
became Maſters of their Intrenchments; and, after 
ſo hot an Action, it is no wonder they did not 


purſue the Enemy above three Miles from the Field 


of Battle. They took about forty or fifty of the 


Enemy's Cannon in the Tatrenchments, fifty Co- 


lours and Standards, and ſome thouſands of wound. 


ed Officers and Soldiers were made Priſoners: Prince 


Eugene received a {light Wound in the Head in this 
Engagement, which did not, however, hinder his 


giving his Orders during the whole Action. That 
celebrated General I/ebb alſo was dangerouſix 


wounded ; and give me Leave, for Friendſhip- 


fake, to mention the brave Colonel Rivet of the 


Engliſh Guards, who being wounded in the Be- 
ginning of the Day, and carried of to the Sur- 
Faure Tent, upon hearing of the joyful Cry of 
Vittory, reſolved to have a Share in it, as he had 
in the hot Service of the Morning; but was un- 
fortunately killed by a Shot from the retiring Ene- 
my: It is obſervable, that the Generals on both 
Sides pretend they were out · numbered; but, from 
the beſt Information I can get, there were about 
n hundred thouſand Men of a Side; and the Al- 
lies certainly gained abundance of Honour in dif 
ie the Enemy from a Camp ſo ſtrongly fort i- 
ly d by Art and Nature. 1 

After the Victory of Aſalplaguct or Blaregnics, 
the Allies marched towareis Mons; and, having 
nvelte that City the 21ſt inſtant, it ſurræn dered 


the 2oth of October following, winch finiſlied the 


ampaign in Handers; and both Armies thereupon 
vent into W inter-Quarters. 

There had been ſuch large Detachments made 
wm the Imperial Army on the Rhine this Cam- 


paign 
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paign for Flanders, that the Elector of Hanoves 
who commanded that Army, did not attempt any 
thing of Moment, unleſs the ſending Count Mere; 
into the Upper Alſace to make a Diverſion, who 
was ſurprized by the Count de Bourg, the French

In Savoy, the Emperor refuſine to grant all 
that Duke's Demands on the Milaneſe, his High.

creaſe her Forces to the utmoſt of her Power, that 
the reſt of the Allies might be incited, by the Ex- 
ample of Great Britain, to augment their Troops 
beyond what had been hitherto done: WWꝗhereupon 
tlie repeated her Inſtances to that illuſtrious Coun- 
eil of the Empire, That they would exhort all the 
Electors, Princes, and States, to make great Ef- 
torts, that there might be a powerful Army on the 
Cpper Rhine, not only to cover the Frontiers of 
the Empire, but to extend the ſame, that Fraule 
might not be in a Condition to carry the whole 
Weight of the War into Flanders ; adding, That 
if every one would furniſh his Quora of Troops in

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Fable and numerous, that there was no Reaſon to 


doubt, with God's Bleſſing, they ſhould pull down

Battalions, which General S$:anhope had interlined 
with the Horſe, whom he ordered to advance, and 
take Poſt on the Brow of the Hill, by which 
means he gained Time for his Wing of Horſe to 
form after they were got up. Our Left Wing, 
from their Situation, coming firſt to the Enemy, 
began the Battle, which increaſed towards the 
Center, and ſo continued to the Right till the 
whole were engaged: But, notwithſtanding a Diſ- 


Troops, the Enemies, with their 1 Numbers 
and Advantage of Ground, ſeemed at firſt to have 


the beſt of the Day; which probably they would 


have maintained, if our Generals, commanding on 
the Left, had not ſeaſonably led on freſh Troops, 
to ſupport and rally ſuch as they ſaw puſhed or

While the Affair was obſtinately diſputed on the Left, 
our Foot, being deeply engaged, made a great

ame Night, the Citadel of Saragofa capitulated 
and the Garriſon ſurrendered themſelves Priſoners ul 
War. 


This Victory coſt the Allies two thouſand Men, 


and the Enemy at leaſt three thouſand, as was given 
out; beſides five or ſix thouſand that were made 
Priſoners. The Allies alſo took ſeventy two Coleurs 
and Standards, two and twenty Pieces of Cannon, 
and Part of the Enemv's Baggage. K ing Philip 
made all the haſte he could to Madrid, where he ar 
rived the 24th of Auguſt; and, notwithſtanding 
this Misfortune, the Caſtilians gave him till freſh 
Proofs of their Loyalty and Affection: But, ap 
hending the Allies would bend their March that 
Way, , thought fit to ſend the Queen, and the 
Prince of the Auſturia's, to Valadolid, whither all the 
Grandlees and Officers of State attended them, tho 
he offer d to diſpenſe with their Attendance. Such 
were the Affections of the Caſtilians towards that 
Prince at this Time; to which nothing had more 
contributed than the Confederates abandoning them 
to the Mercy of their Enemies, . when they, had 
made their Submiſſion, and declar'd for King Chari 
on his firſt taking Poſſetſion of Madrid. 5 
King Charles, having ſtaid ſome time at Sara 


Zofia to refreſh his Treops, ſet out for Madrid; 


and, on the 2oth of tember, arrived in the Neigh- 


hourhood 
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bourhood of Acala de la Henares; and, the next 
Day, General Stanhope, with a Detachment of the 
Army, took Poſſeſſion of Madrid. On the 28th, 
King Charles made his triumphant Entry into that 
City ; and, having performed his Devotions at the 
Church of Neueſtra Signora d Attochia, his Ma- 
jeſty took up his Quarters at a Country Seat be- 
ba ing to the Conde d. Azuillar, the City of Ala- 
drid having agreed to furniſh his Majeſty with a 


Subfidy of forty thouſand Crowns a Month for the 


Subfiſtance of his Army. A Detachinent was ſent 
to take Poſſeſſion of Toledo; which, lying upon 
the Tagus, was looked upon as an advantageous 
Poſt, for facilitating the intended Conjunction with 
the Portugueſe : But that People, having had ſuch 
ill Succeſs in their former March to Madrid, could 


never be brought to march that Way again. 


Whereupon King Charles, after he had continu'd 
near Madrid till the Beginning of December, re- 


22 Advice that the French were in Motion on 


the Side of Royſton, in order to invade Catalonia, 
thought fit to return into that Province, taking 


with him only a Regiment of Dragoons, and ano- 


ther of Foot. His Majeſty arrived at Zarrelons 
the 16th Inſtant; which did not however prevent 
the Duke of Noailles penetrating into Catalonia, and 
laying Siege to Gironne ſome few Days after: And 
what was ſtill more unfortunate, was the Enemy's 

rizing the Engliſh Forces, under the Commaud 


ſy 
of General Sanbope, in their Retreat towards A- 


ragon, and making them Priſoners of War; for 
which however the Victory, obtained the Day fol- 


lowing at Villa Vicioſa by General Sraremberg, 
made ſome Amends: Of both theſe Actions, thar 

ral gave the following Relation, in a Letter 
to King Charles, dated the 12th of Occcmbcr.

Whereupon we thought fit to retire between thy 
Tagus and the Tajuna, which was performed with 
Succeſs, till wwe came near to Cituentes, altho' thy 
Enemy had endeavoured ſeveral Times to attack ur 
Rear; and the Country People in Caſtille had taken 
Arms to fall upon our Troops, and plunder our By: 
gage; which we prevented on all Sides with ttt 
greateſt Care imaginable. | 


The late Seaſon of the Near, and the Neceſſity o 


getting Proviſions and Forage for the Troops, . 
bliged us to march in Columns, and by different 
Ways ; the Englith Troops, believing they might 
find ſome Proviſions in Brihuega, and ſubſiſt better 
there, took that Road, and halted there the $th. 
The ſame Day the Enemy came up with thin 
whole Army; and, baving ſurrounded them, bi. 
gan to batter the Malls. Before I was informed 
of this Accident, I had given Orders to all tht 
feparate Bodies of Troops to come and join me, a 
thtikung that it was very hazardous to Jet then 
march in Columns, As ſoon as 1 bad Notice 
the Danger which the Engliſh were in, I made 
the Army march the aubele Night of the 8th, and 
all the Day folloꝛving, to endeavour to relieve thin. 
tie arrived the lotb, as Night as coming on, 
within a League of the Town; and I tmmediattly 
ordered ſome Cannon to be fired, to give Notice 10 
the Beſieged that wwe were coming to their Relief. 
He found the Enemy dratun np in Order of Battle: 
Orr Troops, which were ſhut up in Brihenga, cor. 
ſiſted of eight Battalions. I thought I ought nut 
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0 abandon ſo conſiderable a Body of Men, <vhich 
was the Reaſon that obliged me to hazard a Bat- 
tle, altbo the Enemy's Army was much ſuperior to 
mine, eſpecially in Horſe ; beſides that, the Ground 
was leſs advantageous for us than for the Enemy, 
awe being in a Phan, and under great Difficulty 
to-form ourſelves in a Place which was open on all 
Sides; but it was not a Time now to think of retir- 
ing. T poſted the Left Ning in a Ground which was 
_ tfficult of Atceſs, and I covered the Right on the 
Side of the Plain with ſome Battalions. I Pla- 
ced the Horſe behind the firſt and ſecond Line, and 
fo made four Lines. In this Poſture I flood expeci- 
ing the Enemy, who came on, and ſcarce gave 
me Time enough to finiſh my Diſpoſition. In 
the mean while the Artillery played continually, 
and. did conſiderable Damage on both Sides. The 
Enemy began their Attack in good Order, and with 
great Vigour, having flanked our Right Wing in 
ſome Places, which however recovered that Di 
order immediately ; but, our Left being entirely 
routed, the Enemy attacked us in the Rear: 
Whereupon Major General Contrecour, with three 
Squadrons of the Portuguzſe Horſe, having with 
tin three Battalions of the ſecond Line, one of the 
Stiſons, one of Babylon, and one of Report, ad- 
vanced ſo ſeaſonably, and in ſo goud Order, that he 
repulſed the Enemy. Daring that Time, our Left 
Wing rallied again, and the Enemy were routcd 
both on their Right and their Left. We puſod 
them above half a League, purſuing and defeating 
them entirely. We made ourſelves Maſters of all 
their Train of Artillery, and of a good Number of 
Colours and Standards; the Slanghter was very 
Heat; and above ſix Thouſand of the Enemy lay 
dead on the Field of Battle: 1 
Our Troops did not trouble themſelves to make 
Priſoners, but killed all they could meet =cith ; 
$& 8 Eee there 
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there avere none ſpared, but the Marquis of Thouy, 
ſome Brigadiers and inferior Officers, and a wery 
{mall Number of Soldiers. The Enemy s Army cop 
ſited of thirty-two Battalions and eighty Squadrons; 
that is to ſay twenty Battalions which were formed 
out of the Remains of forty-four, which they had 
at the Battle of Saragoſſa; and twelve more, which 
they had drawn from Eſtremadura ; and forty-four 
Squadrons, which had been formed in like Manner 
our of the Remains of ſeventy, which they bad at 
2 Battle; and thirty-ſix others, which they 
had alſo drawn out of Eſtremadura. 

Our Army was compoſed of teventy-nine Sui 
drens, and tæuenty- ſeuen Battalions ; that is 10 1 
four Imperial Squadrons, tauo Spaniſh, oue Engliſh, 
ten Portugueſe, ſi Dutch, and ſix Palatines. The 
Izfantry conſiſted of thirteen Battalions of Inperi- 
aliſts, five Spaniſh, tuo Portugueſe, tuo Engliſh, 
7vo Dutch, and two Palatines. The moſt part of 
theſe Corps were much weakened ; which could aut 
ke uthermſe, after ſo bard a Campaign, and in ile 
Month of December. The Horſe of the Left Wing 
went off quite at the firſt Shock of the Enemy, tage- 
tber 2vith ſeven Battalions ; ſo that I found myj/tif 
reduced to fight wwith twenty Battalions, and ſixtem 
Sjuadrons, which was one to three. 

But God gave ſo much Courage and good Cundult 
40 rhe Officers and Soldiers, that, without being a. 
ſtoniſhed at the great Superiority of the Eneny, 
they repu{ſcd them, and did ſuch Actions as 10 
almoſt paſs for ſupernatural. All of them = 
guiſhed themſelves ; but more particularly the Litu- 
ienant-Generals Baron de Wetzel, Count d Atalaya, 
and Don Antonio de Villaruel ; he Major- General. 
Count Eck and Hamilton, and Don Pedro d'Almar 
da: Theſe Gentlemen Save fenal Proofs of ther 
grauer, Prudence and good Conduct: Theſe auer 
the only Perſons that were able to act during tht 
irhole Engagement; «ce having loſt in * — 
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Attack the Generals Beleaſtel, Frankenberg, Copi, 
and St. Amand. The Combat was ſo bloody, that 
ſtoeral Times the Battalions and Squadrons charged 
| themſelves ; their Commanders being obliged to 
4 the Duty of Generals, in re pulſing the Enemy on 
all Sides, as they attacked us. 5 
I believe I do not exaggerate the Matter, in ſay- 
ing that there were above ſix thouſand killed on the 
Pntmy's Side; who, after an Engagement <vbich 
lafted from three o'Clock in the Afternoon till pretty 
late at Nizht, were entirely put to Flight. Having 
taten their Cannons, we turned them againſt the 
Premy, and ſtayed the next Day in the Place to 
which we had purſued them. Having afterwards 
heard from Priſoners and Deſerters, that the Eng- 
liſh in Brihuega were made Priſoners of War, and 
bal marched out in the Morning an Hour before 
our Arrival, and part of the left Wing being gone 
ſb far that I have not yet heard any certain Account 
of it, only that, without ſtopping, they made their 
Way towards Arragon ; and the Troops being alſo 
evithont Bread, and in Want of all Sorts of *Provi- 
ons, in ſo rigorous a Seaſon, I found myſelf nece/- 
rated to retire that Day, being the 11th, and to 
draw nearer to the Magazines in Arragon. Part 
var Baggage, on which ſome Squadrons of the 
Enemy fell, at the Time when our left Wing was in 
Diſorder, was pillaged by them and the Country 
Prople. Befides 2 Ct * aulicb happened 
on this Occaſion, there was likewiſt anther, which 
was, That alt the People belonging to the r! 
bad run away uit h the Horſes of the Train : , 
& it n impoſſible to carry off either the Enemy 
Common, or our own, I was obliged to burn the Car 
riages and Whetls. This, Sir, is as true and exact. 
Account as the Shortneſs of the Time will allow me 
'0 make to your Majeſty. * 
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The Count de Salvaterra, in a Letter to Don 75 
cinto de Pozo Bueno, which happened to be inter- 
cepted by the Allies, in deſcribing this Battle, ſayz; 
General Staremberg gain'd a great deal of Honour, 


which ought not to be denied him, tho an Enemy; 


eſpecially bis Foot, which I don't believe, ſays he, 
the World can match: Whether we conſider their 
Bravery in fighting, or that gallant Air with which 
they made their Retreat, the like. perhaps never 
was ſeen before, as all that ſaw them muſt own. 
As for us, tho we all endeavoured to do our Duty, 
yet the chief Part of our Succeſs muſt be attributed 
to God and the Juſtice of the King's Cauſe ; and, 
under Heaven, to General Stambope's ill Conduct: 
For, if we had not taken that Body under his Com- 


mand, God only knows what would have becune . 


of us. | 
General Starcmbers continued his March after 
the Battle, and arrived at Barcelona the Beginning 
of February, with about eleven thouſand effeQive 
Men; and ſoon after they received the News there, 
that Gironne ſurrendered to the Duke of Noailles, 
the 31ſt of January, N. S. having held out 2 
Siege of about fix Weeks: And on the 23d of 
February, the Marquis de Valdecenas the Spaniſh 
General, advancing to Palaguer, the Garriſon Count 
Staremberg left 4 conſiſting of two Battalions 
and a hundred Horſe, abandoned that Place, and 
retired towards Barcelona ; ſo that King Charles, 
who a little before looked upon himſelf as Maſter 
of all Spain, had not now in his Poſſeſſion the err 
tire Province of Catalonia. 5 
The Retreat of King Charles a ſecond Time from 
Madrid, and the Loſs of almoſt all Spain that fol 


lowed it, is generally aſcribed to the Obſtinacy af 


the Portugueſe, in refuſing to join the Confederate 


Army : But their Generals publiſhed a Defence of 


their Conduct; in which they endeavoured to ſhew, 
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That the Thing was impracticable, as well on Ac- 
-ount of the Badneſs of the Weather and the Roads, 


a the Spaniards advancing to the Frontiers of Por- 


gal, and poſting themſelves between the Army 
of King Charles, and that of the Portugusſe. Cer- 
ain it is, King Charles, and the Engl;þ Miniſter 


then at Lisbon, preſs'd the Portugueſe to advance 


wwards Caſtile, and General Stanhope marched as 
far as Mmaraz, with four thouſand Horſe, to favour 
that Conjunction; but underſtanding that the Por- 
zugueſe ſtill employed theinſelves in ſome trifling 
Sieges on the Frontiers, and would not ſuffer even 
the Engliſh, and Dutch Auxiliaries in Portugal to 
join him, he returned to the Grand Army in Caſtile, 

m whence King Charles found it neceſſary to re- 


tire towards Arragon; which occaſioned the Actions 


of Brihenga and Villa Vicioſa, already related. 

On the Side of Daupbinp, little or nothing was 
done this Year. The Duke of Savoy had recover d 
all his Territories, and made himſelf Maſter of the 
Fortreſſes that defended his Frontiers; after which 
he did very little to deſerve thoſe Supplies of Troops 
and Subfidies, which -the Allies, and particularly 


the Queen furniſhed him with : And ſurely ſuch 


Allies, as the Germans, Portugueſe and Iralians, 
never any Powers were bleſſed with: They expect- 
ed we ſhould bear the whole Charges of the War, 
and yet would never enter upon Action, but when 
they had a View to their particular Intereſts. 
The Confederate Fleet in the Mediterranean was 
commanded this Year by the Admirals Norris and 
Somerſdyke, who were yery active in the Service of 
the Allies, They convoyed a Reinforcement of 
Troops from Traly to Catalonia; and receiving Ad- 
yice that the Spani Admiral the Duke of Turſis 
had made a Deſcent on the Iſland of Sardinia, they 
failed with ſome Land Forces for that Iſland, and 
came ſo unexpectedly upon the Spaniards, that they 
| made 
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made moſt of them Priſoners of War, and encov. 


raped the Natives to remain faithful to King Clarlal 
From thence the Admirals ſailed to execute a Py. 
ject that had been formed for the Relief of the Ce. 
vennois: For Monſ. Seiſſan, a Major General in 
the French Service, having been taken Priſoner 2 
Tournay the preceding Campaign, was ſo diſguſted 
at the Neglect of that Court to exchange him, that 
he offered to aſſiſt the Allies in making a Deſcen 
in LI, and joining the Proteſtants in tha 
Province. on & Seiſſan was himfelf of that 
Country, and «6 Eſtate of his Family lay mea 


Port Ceſie: Whereupon that Place was pitched 


upon for the Deſcent ; and according to tha Re 
tution, Land Forces were embarked on board the 
F leet, and ſeven hundred of them landed at Pit 
Cefte, without Oppoſition, on the 24th of J 
From thence they marched to Alge, which = 


alſo made themſelves Mafters of : Bat the Duke 
Roquelaure aſſembling four hundred Dragoons, and 
ten thouſand of the — Militia on one Side, 
while the Duke of NMailles advanced by ſwift 
Marches from Nonſſillon on the other ; and none of 
the Cevenmis appearing to join the Troops of the 
Allies, the Forces were embarked again, with the 
Loſs only of fifty Men, who were made Prifonen 
in a ble Fort they had poſſeſſed themſelves of. 
Theſe being the moſt confiderable Actions we were 
concerned in abtoad, I return now to England, in 
order to relate ſuch domeſtick —— as hap- 
pened while the Armies were in the Field.

In theſe the Conduct of the Miniſtry and the 

the Parliament were highly applauded, and the 
General egregiouſly flattered. 
In the mean Time, Dr. Sacheverel entered 
upon a Kind of triumphant Progreſs, almoſt 
from one End of the Kingdom to the other : 
He had been preſented to a Living in North- 
Wales, it ſeems by an honeſt Tory Friend ; 
and, about the middle of May, ſet out from 
London, in order to take Poſſeſſion of it: 
He was huzza'd, and in a manner adord, 
by the common People wherever he came; 
and, arriving at Oxford, was met and mag- 
nificently entertained by the Vice-Chancellor 
and Heads of that Univerfity ; as well as by 
moſt Perfons of Diſtinction in the Neigh- 
bourhood of that City: When he approach- 
ed Shrewsbury, he was met by near five 
thouſand Horſe, and ſaluted with the moſt 
joyful Acclamations 3 the People being per- 
ſuaded, that the Proſecution of the Doctor 
was rather intended to condemn the avow- 
ed Doctrines of the Church of England, which 
he maintained, than to correct his private 
Miſtakes. 

The Queen, notwithſtanding the Threats of 
the Faction, had ventured to conſtitute the Duke 
of Shrezosbury Lord Chamberlain of the Houſe- 
hold, on the 19th of April, in the room of 
the Marquis of Kent, whom ſhe made a Duke; 
which gave the Whigs a terrible Alarm: But 
the did not proceed to any farther conſiderable 
Alterations, till ſhe ſaw how the Nation ſtood 
affected by their Addreſſes, and the Reception 
of Dr. Sacbeuerel.

Mr. Harley a Peer, by the 
Stile and Title of Baron Harley of Wigmore, in the 
County of Hereford, Earl of Oxford, and Earl 
Mortimer: And on the 29th of the ſame Month, 
the was conſtituted Lord high Treaſurer of Great 
Dritain; into which Othce his Lordſhip was ſworn 
in the Court of Chancery, the 12th of June.

Having been detained by croſs Winds and other 
unavoidable Accidents, till it was late in the Year, 
and, meeting with thick foggy Weather, after he 
had ſailed eighty Leagues up the River of Sr. Lau- 
rence, eight of the Tranſports, in a hard Gale of 
Wind, were ſplit upon the Rocks, whereby eight 
hundred of the Soldiers and Seamen were loft : 
The Admiral therefore made a Signal for the reſt 
of the Fleet to come to Anchor ; and, being in- 
form'd by the Pilots, that the Navigation of this 
River, which 1s fixty Miles over, was very hazard- 
ous, ſubject to Fogs and uncertain Currents, which 
deceived them to that Degree, that when they 
thought themſelves on the North-fide, they frequent- 
ly found themſelves on the South-ſhore ; and that 
they uſually met with hard Gales of Wind at this 
Time of the Year z, it was reſolved, in a Council 
of War, to return to England, whither they fteerd 
their Courſe, and arrived at Porr/mouth the th of 
October: But, to add to their Misfortune, the Ad- 
miral's Ship, (the Edgor) was blown up at Spit- 
tend, with four hundred of the Seamen that were 
left on board, beſides ſeveral of their Friends who 
came to welcome them home; but moſt of the Of- 
ficers happening to be on Shore, eſcaped.

In the Beginning of January Prince Eugene of 
Savoy arrived in England, to divert, if poſſible, the

And they did not doubt, but by the Effects of 
this Reſolution, ſo unanimouſly taken by the 
whole. Body of the Empire, and their united 
Forces, to reduce the exorbitant Power and intoler- 
able Ambition of France, and reſtore Germany to 
its former flouriſhing Condition. How miſerably 
they were miſtaken will appear hereafter ; but tis 
Time now to return to England. 

The Peace between Great Britain and France 
having been ratify'd, was proclaim d at London the 
sth of May, 1713, and ſoon after in all the 
Cities and Market Towns of Great Britain and

 treland. 

On the qth of Aſay her Majeſty. communicated 
the ſeveral Treaties of Peace and Commerce be- 
tween Great Britain and France to the Houſe of 
Commons. 

The Treaty of Commerce was in a great Mea- 
ſure left to be perfected by the Parliament of 
Great Britain; it being requiſite to repeal and al- 
ter ſeveral Laws, before the ſame could take Ef- 
fect. And it having been found by Experience, 
as well after the Peace concluded by King IV.. 
liam, as in the preſent Treaty, that a Trade with 
France could never be of any real Advantage to 
theſe Kingdoms, the Treaty of Commerce was 
never fully ſettled. But notwithſtanding the Bull 
for making effectual certain Articles in the Treaty 
of Commerce did not paſs, the Commons attended 
her Majeſty with the following Addreſs;

Dangers, which may grote by Popiſh Recuſants; 
and alſo another Act of the 1 W. & M. entitled, 
An Act to Veſt in the two Univerſities, the Preſen- 
tation of Renejices belonging to Papiſts ; and for 
Veſtng in the Lords of Fu{tictary, Porver to inflict 
the ſame Puniſhments againſt Feſuits, Prirſts, and 
other traffiching Papifes, which the Privy 2 of

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Scotland avas empowered to do, by an AF paſs'd ii; 
Scotland for preventing the Growth of Popery. 
An AF for providing a publick Reward for ſuch 
Perſons as ſpould diſcover the Longitude at Sea. 
An AT to reduce the Rate of con without 
Prejudice ro parliamentary Securities : By this AQ, 
Intereſt was reduced from Six to Five per Cent. and 
it was provided that no Scrivener, Broker, c. 
ſhould take more than Five Shillings for procuring 
an hundred Pounds, and fo ratably no more than 
one 2 for making the Bond, or Bill, for the 
Loan, or fo 
Pain of 20. with Coſts, one Motety to the Crown, 
and the other to the Informers ; and the Offender 
alſo ſhall ſtand committed for Half a Year. 
An AF for the preſerving of all ſuch Ships, 
and Goods, as ſnall happen to be forced on Shore ;

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The Convocation had been aſſembled every 
Year with the Parliament, fince the DW of the 
Miniſtry ; but Biſhop Burnet, it ſeems, had ſuch 
an Influence on the Upper Houſe, that little or 
nothing was done to the Advantage of the Church. 
The Lower Houſe, indeed, cenſured ſome Opi- 
nions of Dr. Clark's, Rector of St. Zames's, in 
Relation to the Trinity; but the Biſhops not 
concuring with them, the Doctor ſtill continued to 
maintain the Doctrines he had advanced, with 
Tmpunity.

We may now look back, and obſerve what a 
Figure the Germans made, when they pretended 
fingly to oppoſe the whole Power of France, and 
we ſhall find it anſwerable to our Expectations : 
They were ſoon * to retire into their forti- 
fied Towns, and behind their Lines, while Mar- 
ſhal Villars reduced one Place after another, and 
made them begin to think of Peace in Earneſt. 

He inveſted Landau the Beginning of June, 1713, 
and in the Night, between the 24th and 25th of 
the fame Month, the Trenches were opened: 
Prince Eugene, in the mean Time, remained quiet 
in his Camp, which was extended along the Rhine 
from Philipsburg to Mentz, without being able to 
give the French any Diſturbance : And though the 
Garriſon made a noble Defence, yet having no 
Expectations of Relief, on the twentieth of Auguſt, 
= were compelled to ſurrender Priſqers of 
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The latter End of September, Marſhal Villars 
cuuſed Friburg to be inveſted, and on the laſt of 
that Month the Trenehes were open d: This Town 
alſo made a very good Defence; and the Governor 
having defended it as long as it was tenable, on the 
Thirty. firſt of OFober, retired into the Caſtle; and 
being defirous to ſave his Garriſon, obtained Leave 
to ſend an Officer to Prince Eugene for Inſtruc- 
tions: Whereupon a Suſpenſion of Arms was agreed 
on, which ended in a Capitulation, that was fign'd 
the ſixteenth of November; by which the Garriſon 


were permitted to march out with Bag and Bag. 


e, four Pieces of Cannon, and two Mortars, 
and all other Marks of Honour, and were con- 
ducted to the Imperial Camp at Rotæwiel. | 
The Empire finding themſelves unable to reſiſt 

the Progreſs of the French Arms, a Treaty of Peace 
was again ſet on Foot this Winter, which was ma: 
naged ſolely by the two Generals, Prince Eugene 
of Savoy, and the Marſhal Villars, at the Caſtle of 


Alt Raſtadt, and was brought tv a Concluſion, and 


ſigned the 6th of March, 1714. | 
By this Treaty, the Emperor was obliged to 
quit his Pretenſions to Landau, which he might 
ave retained, if he had thought fit to have ſigned 
the Peace with his Allies: As for the reſt, the Rhine 
was agreed to be the Barrier between the Empire 
and France, and the other Articles were conform- 
able to the Treaty of Ry/wick. 
It will be neceſſary now to take a View of the 
Behaviour of the Catalans, on the Emperor's eva- 
cuating that Country. TT 
Count Starenberg having received the laſt Or- 
ders of the Emperer, to embark for Italy, with the 


Forces under his Command, acquainted the Cata- 
tans with it; and appointed Count Coniugſeck to 


regulate the Evacuation of that Principality with 
the Britiſh and Spaniſh Commiſſaries. On the

Ihe States of Catalonia having been ſummoned 
to meet on this Occaſion, the Cardinal de Sala, Bi- 
ſhop of Barcelona, made a Speech to them, exhort- 
ing them to ſubmit to King Philip; and aſſured 
them, that the Queen of Great Britain had obtain- 
ed a general Pardon for them, and that they would 
enjoy equal Privileges with the reſt of the Subjects 
of Spain: Several other Members of that Aſſembly 
ſpoke to the ſame Effect; but the Majority were 
of another Mind, and choſe to hazard every Thing, 
rather than ſubmit to King Philips Government. 
Accordingly they took a Refolution to form an 
Army out of the Inhabitants of that Principality, 
and named their Generals, viz. General Villareal, 
Count Puelba, and General Nebot. The Inhabi- 
tants of Barcelona were immediately commanded to 
Arms, and the Aſiquelets were ordered to draw 
near to that City: The States of Catalonia after- 
wards ſent a Deputation to Count Sraremberg, ta 
acquaint him, That they ſhould ſtill preſerve the 
ſame Zeal and Affection for the Emperor, their 
lawful Sovereign, as they had always expreſs d 
and hoped he had not conſented to deliver up Har: 
celona to their Enemies; and that therefore he 
would evacuate that City, and the Caſtle of Monr- 
Joy, and leave it to the Inhabitants and the States 
of Catalonia, to make the beſt Terms they could. 
That General did not think fit publickly to ap- 
prove their Defign, but fo far connived at it, ag 
to ſuffer them to ſeize. the principal Poſts abont 
Barcelona, and to garriſon Fort Montjoy.. Count 
Staremberg, and the Imperial Troops, ſoon after 
embarked and were conveyed by the Britiſh; Adr 
miral, Sir bn ming, t6 Genoa, where they 
atrived about the . of , 1713. |

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Upon the Departure of the Germans, the Cata- 
lans proclaimed War, by Beat of Drum, and 


Sound, of Trumpet, againſt France and the Duke 


of Anjou, to whom they pretended they could not 
ſubmit, he having betrayed the Intereſt of the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, by yielding Minorca and Gibraltar 
to Hugliſi Hereticks. | 

The 29th of July, the Duke of Popoli being ar- 
rived before Barcelona with an Army of twenty fix 
thouſand Men, ſent a Letter into the City, fig- 
nifying, that if they did not open their Gates that 
very Day, to the Troops of the King their Sove- 
reign, the Pardon his Majeſty had granted them, 
would be of no Force, but they would be uſed as 
obſtinate Rebels: And whereas the Army of his 
Majeſty had inveſted that City, he warned them, 
out of a Motive of Compaſſion, beſore the Opera- 
trons to chaſtiſe them had begun, to prevent their 
total Ruing, by accepting the Amneſty his Majeſty 
had granted them. 

The City ſent him an Anſwer by the ſame Trum- 


peter, That they perſiſted in their Reſolution to 


continue the War, and that his Menaces did not 
diſcourage them; he might take what Reſolution 
he plcaſei, the City was reſolved vigorouſly to 


oppoſe all the Enterprizes of the Enemy, as they | 


ö had done in Time raſt. 

The Spaniards not expecting to find the Catalans 
ſo obttinate, had not made Preparation to under- 
take ſuch a Siege; and therefore the Duke of Po- 
fali was forced to content himſelf with blocking 


up the Place for ſeveral Months, till he could re- 


ccive Artillery, and other Neceſſaries to form the 
Siege. In the mean Time, he ſent them another 
Sammons to ſurrender, declaring, That it would 
be too late to offer their Submiſſion after the Bat- 


teries were rais d; that no Quarters would be given 


them and that their very Houſes and Walls would 
be laid even with the Ground.

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The City fent him Word, they ſaw no Reaſon to 
alter their former Reſolution, -and that he would - 
never have the Satisfaction to fee any of them im- 
ploring his Clemency; fince they were refolv'd to 
defend themſelves to the laſt Man; they would ra- 
ther die free, than live Slaves to his Maſter. 
The Catalans afterwards threw off their Allegi- 
ance to the Emperor, as well as to King Philip, 
and ſet up for a Commonwealth Independent of 
both; they gave out Commiſſions in their own 
Names, and Coin'd Money with their own Arms; 
and having receiv'd a conſiderable Convoy from 
Majorca, thought themſelves in a Condition ta bid 
Defiance to the United Powers of France and Spain. 
Tn the mean Time, the whole Principality of Ca- 
talonia was laid wafte, all the Houſes and Buildings 
ere burnt down to the Ground, hardly any Thing 
but Trees, and ſome few Vineyards, were left 
ſtanding. | | 
Barcelona having been block'dup all the Winter, 
in the Spring they received Letters from his Im- 
perial Majeſty, importing that he had been oblig'd 
to conclude a Peace with the French King, which 
was fign'd at Raſtadt the Sixth of March, One 
Thouſand Seven Hundred and Fourteen; but that 
he had preſerv'd by that Treaty, his Right, Ti- 
tles, and Pretenſions to the Crown of Spain; and 
aſſured them that he woul:l aſſiſt them with all his 
Might, in Order to procure them the Advantages 
they deſerv d for their Fidelity, their Firmneſs, and 
glorious Actions. They received alſo Letters from 
the Empreſs to the ſame Effect, dated as the other 
was from Vienna, the Twenty Eighth of Merch, 
One Thouſand Seven Humlred and Fourteen, Up- 
on the Receipt of theſe Letters, the City expreſs d 
an extraordinary, Joy, and after: a ſulemn Proceſſion, 
Te deum was Sung wir great Salemnity. 
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: Soon after King Philip diſpatch'd Monfieut 
Orry to that City, offering them the Confirmation of 


their antient Privileges ; but they were fo elated - 


with the Emperor's Promiſes, that they declar'd 


they would not treat with him: Whereupon the 


neceſſary Diſpoſitions were made for bombarding 
the City. The French King ordered a great Body 
of his Troops to join the Spaniſh Army before Bar- 
celona, and the Duke of Berwick ſet out the Twenty 
Third of June, in Order to command that Siege. 


The Spaniards having thrown about Eleven 


Thouſand Bombs into the Place, and ' deſtroyed 


ſeveral Churches and Monaſteries, and above Five 
Thouſand Houſes, and the Duke of Berwick being 
arrived in the Camp, on the Night between the 
Twelfth and Thirteenth of July, the Trenches 
were open d, and on the Twenty-fixth, the Town 
was batter d, with above Eighty Pieces of Cannon, 
and twenty-four Mortars. They held out however 


till the Eleventh of September, when there was a 
General Storm; and the Citizens having defended . 
themſclves very obftinately till Four the next Morn- 


ing, were at lenth compell'd to retire into the new 
Cy, and beat the Chamade; they hung out at the 


ſame Time ſeveral white Flags; and the Duke of 


Bereeick having conſented to treat with them, it was 


agreed, that they ſhould be aſſured of their Lives, 


and the City ſhould not be plunder'd ; that all thoſe 


who had ſerved in the regular Troops, and would 
not enter into the Service of France, or Hain, ſhould 
have Liberty to go were they p! 

upon the Town and Caitle were deliver'd up to the 
Duke of Zeriwick, and the Miguelets and Voluntiers 
were ſent to their Habitations. 

TT have continued the Relation of this Siege, tho 
the Town was not ſurrendered till aſter the Queen's 
Death, believing the Reader would be inquititive 
to know what became of this People at lait, 
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To return to England : On the Twenty niath of 

une, Baron Bothmar, Envoy Extraordinary from 
the Elector of Hanover, arrived in London ; and 
having had a private Audience of Her Majeſty, he 
Notified the Death of the Princeſs Sh. This 
Princeſs being walking in the Gardens of Herren- 
Heuſen, the Eighth of Zune, in the Evening, was 
taken with an Apoplectick Fit, and dy'd in the 
Arms of the Electoral Princeſs, before any one 
could come to her Aſſiſtance. | 5 

She was the Fourth and Youngeſt Daughter of 
Frederick King of Bohemia, and Elizabeth his 
Wife, only Daughter of King James the Firſt ; 
and was Born at the Hague, the Third of OFober, 
One Thouſand Six Hundred and Thirty. 

Upon the Death of the Princeſs Sophia, an Or- 
der of Council was publiſhed, for praying for the 
Elector of Brunſwick ; but it was made great Mat- 
ter of Complaint by ſome, that he was not ſtyPd 
in the Prayers, His Moſt Serene Highneſs George 
Elector of Brunſwick, but barely Elefor of Brun- 
ſwick. | 

There appear alſo to have been ſome miſunder- 
ſtanding among the Miniſters at this Time, which 
gave People occaſion to form various Conjectures, 
tho' poſſibly there was little in it than that ſome 

Courtiers began to Worſhip the Riſing- Sun, and 
were now diſcovered making their Applications pri- 
vately to the Succeſſor; among whom, *tis ſaid, 
the late Earl of Oxford was one which drew on him 
the Reſentment of his Brethren, and even of the 
Queen, fo far, that ſhe diſmifs' him from his Poſt 
the latter End of July, and gave the Treaſurer's 
Staff to the Duke of Shrewsbury, already Lord 
Chamberlain of the Houſhold, and Lord Lieute- 
nant of Ireland: But if the late Treaſurer did offer 
his Service to the Elector, he did not ſucceed : His 
Ene mies of another Claſs were ſo much in the Con- 

. fidence 
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fidence of that Pooh, that the Earl could never 
recover any Degree” of Favour there, and he had 
the Mortifleation, as it often happens in ſuch Caſes, 
by the Pineſs of his Palicicks to loſe his Intereſt in 
Z % 1 

As to chat vulger Suggeſtion, That the Miniſtry 
were divided in their Opinions about a Sueceſſor, 
and that ſome of them looked towards the Pre- 
tender, their future conduct ſeems to aquit them 
of any ſuch Thoughts; and ſome have been of 


Opinion that if they had not 1 the Loſs 
wy their Heads, as well as the Loſs of their Places, 
they had appeared as zealous for the Government, 
as thoſe that charg'd them with ſuch Views: They 
might perhaps be dren into the Meaſures ſome of 
them took after the King's Acceſſion, by their 
Fears. The Diſaffection that diſcover d itſelf a- 
mong the People, tis preſum d alſo proceeded from 
a falſe Notion, that they ſhould ſhare the Fate of 
their Leaders; for till the Miniſtry and the Par- 
liament, which were Sitting at the King's Acceſſion, 
were diſmiſsd with ſome Marks » 2 Diſpleaſure, 
there was no Part of the Three Kingdoms that ex- 
prefs'd the leaſt Diſaffection or Uneatineſs on ſeeing 
the Hanover Succeſſion take Place; but remained 
perfectly = till the King arrived: But whatever 
were the Views of the Miniſters, or whether her 
Majeſty's Hgalcth was affected by their jarring (as 
ſome gave out) or not, certain it is, the Queen found 
herſelf very much indiſpoſed the 29th of July, with 
a Drowſineſs, and acute Pains in her Head;
